AVING for fome years paft, on a particular occa- 

fion, made Geography my ftudy, I could not help 
taking notice of the deficiency of all compendiums of this 
kind, both with refpe€& to the number and length of the 
articles ; for which reafon I hope to do my country fome fer= 
vice, in giving them another more copious and more com- 
plete, continuing its portablenefs at the fame time. The 
defcription of our own country has been greatly neglected, as 
if it was’ hardly worthy of our notice, though it ought to be | 
the firft and principal obje& of enquiry to every Briton. This 
is not unlike the fending young gentlemen abroad to vifit fo- 
reign parts, before they have obtained any adequate know- 
ledge of the laws, conftitution, trade, product, and geogra- 
phy of the kingdom in which they drew their firft breath. 

Perhaps the deficiencies may be thought only to relate to 
pocket treatifes of this kind; but the fame objections will he 
againft larger volumes, with relation to the number of the are 
ticles, which, that it may appear more readily, the reader may 
obferve that thofe wanting in others, are in this marked with 
an afterif{m, thus *. 

However, thefe are not all, for there are feveral other confi- 
derable towns and provinces, which fhould have been thus 
diftinguifhed, and which have been overlooked. 

As for the ufefulnefs of Geography in general, nothing need 
be faid, it being a ftudy now greatly in vogue; and all, ex- 
cept the very dregs of the people, have fome occafion or other 
to be acquainted with that fcience. It is abfolutely neceflary 
to men of letters, becaufe no hiftory can be well underftood 
_ withoutit; to politicians, becaufe itis impoflibleto comprehend 

the true intereft of different ftates and countries, without the 
knowledge of this fcience. Officers, both by fea and land, 
have ereat occafion for it, becaufe it informs them of the na- 
ture and circumftances of places and towns, and enables them 
to take their meafures accordingly. Merchants and traders 
ought certainly to ftudy it, becaufe it aMiftsthem.in taking pru-- 
dent meafures in order to eftablifh a beneficial commerce. In 
fhort, all thofe, who haveeither intereft or curiofity in knowing 
any thing of the tranfactions of the world, or are defirous of 
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forming fome judgment of the different events, which happen 
in the times of war or peace, ought not to be ignorant of 
Geography. 

~The difcoveriesthat have been made of late years in different 
parts.of the globe, and the various fettlements and emigrations 
in confequence thereof, render the old fyftematical writers of 
little or no ule, efpecially as they had very little knowledge of 
the places they treated of, and have ftuffed their books with ab- 
furd and monttrous ftories, the natural offspring of the credu- 


lity of thofe times. 1 with I could fay our modern relations 


were more to be depended upon in many inftances; for too 
many travellers feem to be very fond of the marvellous, and 
for that reafon greedily fwallow the moft improbable fables. 
As for inflance, Mr. Ovington, afterwards the king’s chaplain, 
tells us, that in the ifland of Johanna, the inhabitants have a 
cuftom of burning the devil every year, and that he in revenge 


conftantly fteals one of their children annually, notwith{tand- 


ing the utmoft care to prevent it, However, this demon is fo 
good-natured as to inform them, after certain invocations, of 
the time of the arrival of any foreign thip. He adds, that they 
often meet him in the highways and ftreets in the evening, and 
by the water-fide. Now, if fo learned a man could give credit 
to fuch anextravagant ftory, it is no wonderthat ignorant failors 
fhould be fo often impofed upon, or be willing to impofe upon 
others. Gy tS 
The placesin this Dictionary generally have the appellation 
of towns, which in others are termed citzes; becaufe all cities 
are towns, though all towns are not cities. Befides, geoota- 
phers are not agreed about the properties that conftitute a city. 
In England and Wales every bifhop’s fee is a city, though the 
number of houfes are hardly fufficient to deferve the name of a 
village. , In.the Low Countries, every large walled place is a 
city, though it neither is, nor ever was, a bifhop’s fee, as for in- 
itance Lifle: and yet in France they have a great number of 


- cities that have no walls or other fortifications; The French 


diftinguifh their towns by the names of Ville, Cité, Bourg, 
Bourgade, and Village; but what the difference is between Ville, 
and Ciié is very hard to fay. Many would have Giié tobe the 
moft ancient part of the town, and yet we find fome have been 


ately dignified with that title, perhaps by charter like our cor- 


porations, having fome particular privileges; but then what 
fhall we fay to Paris, one part of which is a Ville, and the other 
a Cité, But, be this as it will, the method 1 have taken is the 
leaft liable to create confufion. | rt 
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The eafieft way of finding places in a map is by the longi- 
tude and latitude, the former being numbered on the top, and 
the latter on the fides: and therefore, where lines drawn from 
each point may be fuppofed to meet, there the town will be 
found. Befides this, | have given the diftances from fome re- - 
markable place or places, and the river, lake, or coaft, on which 
any town is feated. The beft method of underftanding the 
map of any country, isfirft to become acquainted with the mott 
remarkable rivers ; becaufe all towns of any confiderable note 
are feated thereon, and then thofe that fall thereinto, and the 
places they pafs by ; as alfo in what manner any town is feated 
with refpect to others in the fame country, of whicha particular 
map fhould always be procured. , 

The longitude is reckoned both eaft and weft from the me- 
-ridian of London, agreeable to the accurate fet of maps given 
with this treatife, whereby the trouble of knowing the fituation 
of places, with regard to the metropolis of this kingdom, is 
faved, and the difference of longitude between any two places 
found with the utmoft facility. 

In the defcriptions of the empires, countries, provinces, dif 
tricts, countries, cities, boroughs, ‘and towns, every remark- 
able circumf{tance is taken notice of as far as our room would 
admit. I have fhewn how each country is bounded, its ex- 
tent, produciions, manufactories, forces, the numbers of the 
inhabitants, their manners and religion, at leaft as far as I 
could obtain any.certain account. The diftances of places in 
England and Wales are reckoned according to Enelith ftatute 
miles, of which there are 69 toa deeree; but every where elfe 
I follow the marine meafure of 60 to a degree, and in general. 
this laft is moft convenient, becaufe che graduated line on the 
fide of the map will always ferve inftead of a feale of miles ; 
but then it muft be remembered, that thefe marine miles, or 
rather minutes, are greater than the common ftatute miles of 
England, 60 of the former being equal to 69 of the latter. 

Thereare great improvements in the Geography of England 
and Wales, care having been taken to get an exaét account of 
the prefent ftate of the towns, or at leaft the greatett part there- 
of: to which are added not only the market-days, but thofe of. 
the fairs according to the new ftile, nor are thofe kept in the 
villages of ever county forgotten. An exaét account has been. 
obtained of the counties in [reland, with regard to the number 
of houfes, parifhes, baronies, and boroughs ; and it were to 
be wifhed the fame could have been dene for Scotland, | 
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Upon the whole, though I cannot fay with Echard, that this 
dictionary will be of ftanding ufe to fucceeding ages; yet, as 
great care has been taken to render it complete, according to 
the fize of the volume, it is hoped it will meet with a reception 
proportional to its merit, than which nothing more is or can be 
defired. 3 

I might complain, as others have done before me, of the 
difficulties of writing dictionaries in general, and more particu- 
larly thofe of Geography, on account of the different orthogra- 
phy of the countries and towns, the contradictions met with in 
the beft treatifes of this kind, as well as in maps, charts, and 
the relations of travellers; yet, as I was not preffed into the fer- 
vice, but was to all intents and purpofes a volunteer, I have no 
body to blame but myfelf, for entering into fo laborious a tafk. 

However, I have been better enabled to reconcile differ- 
ences, to expunge falfities, and to fet afide impofitions, from 
having feen a confiderable part of the world myfelf, and from 
having made fuch obfervations as in fome meafurequalify me to 
judge of places which | have not feen. Here you will find no 
felling of winds, no diabolical conjuration, no nations of canni- 
bals or men-eaters, nor indeed any thing elfe that is fhocking 
to common. fenfe, or evidently repugnant to the cuftoms and 
practices of other parts of the world, unlefs the ftrange accounts 
of the different objects of worfhip may be foefteemed; butthen 
_we find others to match them in very diftant parts. Thus, if we 
find fome that adore a fly, we fhall meet with others that pay 
divine honours to a monkey’s tooth; fome to a ferpent, others 
to atree, not to mention the vait variety of image worfhip 
all over the world: and therefore we cannot reject fuch ex- 
travagant practices from their feeming abfurdity. 

It likewife requires fome fhare of juadgmentto make a proper 
choice of books of voyages and travels, for there are feveral 
extant full of nothing but fabulous ftories. Thus one tell us 
he travelled through North America, and met with a great 
number of elephants and lions, and another informs us of the 
mad pranks he played in his journey into Arabia the Happy, 
giving an account of tranfactions impoffible to be true. Nor 
has our own country efcaped romantic defcriptions, and parti- 
cularly one of a very late date, which, out of refpect to the 
memory of the very ingenious author, I forbear to mention. 
All fuch Utopian writers as thefe I have endeavoured to 
avoid: and therefore hope there is nothing to be met with 
in this dictionary, but what may be depended upon, at leaft 
with regard to the moft material circumftaces, 
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all parts of the univerfe, and of the relation they have to each 

other, is called CosmocraPpHy; that is, a defcription of the 
world ; and, as the univerfe is reprefented by the celeftial and terref- 
trial globes, it follows from hence that Cofmography has two principal 
parts; namely, Afronomy, which takes notice of the heavenly bodies and 
their motions; and Gvography, which is a defcription of the earth. The 
Jatter is our principal obje&t ; but, as the ftudy of the Heavens ought ne- 
ceffarily to precede that of Geography, it will be proper to explain fome | 
particulars relating to the former before we proceed any further. 


‘Ts fcience which treats of the difpofition and affemblage of 


Of the Solar Syftem 


That mankind began very early to lift up their eyes to Heaven, and ob- 
ferve that beautiful canopy fo richly adorned, is not at all {urprifing ; but, 
that thefe obfervations before the flood, at leaft, contained any thing more 
than mere curiofity, may very eafily be doubted. From Ptolemy we may 
date the great progrefs of aflronomy throughout the world ; for, till that 
time, what had been learned from the Egyptians had been, in a great 
meafure, confined among the Grecians. Ptolemy wrote for all mankind, 
his fyftem was publicly taught every where, and his writings tranflated 
not only into Arabic, but almoft all the other Janguages: the fyftem of Pto- 
lemy was looked upon as facred truth beyond all difpute. It was long after 
him, however, that Europe received the true tafte for the fludy of the Hea- 
vens: it was not until almoft eleven hundred years after their publication, 
that the works of this author were publifhed in Latin, and that Aftronomy 
became a ftudy regarded by the learned in this quarter of the world, in 
which it has at length arrived to an height, as much above all that it 
reached in Greece, as the higheft pitch of the Grecian knowledge was above 
that of the Egyptians. Indeed, it is only within thefe hundred years, or 
thereabouts, that the heavens have been underftood ; and all that was before 
delivered is ignorance, in comparifon with what is now eftablifhed, and ex- 
plained among us, by the incomparable Sir Ifaac Newton, and other modern 
writers. 

In order to explain the difpofition and arrangement of the feveral parts 
of the univerfe, and to fhew in what manner the celeftial bodies move, with 
regard to one another, and with regard to this earth which we inhabit, men 
have, from time to time, laid down certain hypothefes and fyftems, which 
they have called Syfems of the World. ‘There have been {everal of thefe 
different in the greateft degree from one another: they began very far from 
truth ; but, as {cience improyed, they by degrees came nearer and nearer 
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to it, until they completed the prefent eftablifhed fyfem, which, there can 
be no reafon to doubt, will laft as long as that world it explains. 

We thall here take notice only of the Copernican or folar fyftem, being that 
which is retained by the moft eminent mathematicians of the laf and prefent 
age, as the bef adapted to explain the. nature and motion of the celeftial 
mafies. ‘Tne folar fyflem confifts of the Suz, ard the Planets and Comers 
moving about it. The planets are bodies, which appear to us like flars : 
not that they have light in'themfelves, but fhine by reflefiing the light of 
the fun. They are called planets from a Greek word, which fignifes 
wandering; becaufe they change their places, and do not always keep the 
fame diftance with one another, nor with the fixed flars, as the fixed flars 
do. ‘The planets are either primory or fecondary. The primary planets are 
fix, viz. Mercury, Venus, the Earth, Mars, Fupiter, and Saturn: The fe- 
condary planets, fo called, becaufe they move round other planets, are ten, 
viz. the Moon, which moves about the earth; the four moons or fatellites 
which move about Jupiter, and the five moons which move about Saturn. 
Of thefe we thall {peak feparately. 

The S U N, which is the center of the univerfe, is likewife the fountain 
of light and heat: we fee it the parent of the feafons; day and night, 
fummer and winter, are formed entirely by it, and all the vegetable creation 
are the offspring of its beams; even our own lives are not to be fupported 
but by its influence; and, where it has leaft power, we find that life hardly 
deferves the name of a blefling. It 1sin the heart of man to value what 
he poficfles; but, to any one who hasfeen a happier climate, the frozen 
regions feem to make life a punifhment. In thefe times, all men agree with 
Copernicus, that the Sun is fixed in the center of the univerfe, and that all 
the planets, of which this earth inhabited by tts is one, roll round its body. 
The Sun and-fixed flars, fays the great Dr. Cheyne, feem to be huge denfe 
bodies, like the earth or planets, heated to an extraordinary degree 3 and 
their heat probably may be preferved by the greatnefs cf their bodies, and 
mutual action and re-action between their parts and the light which they 
emit. Great bodies preferve their heat longeft, and that perhaps in pro- 
portion to their diameters. Sir Haac Newton has made it probable,. that 
the comet which appeared in 1680, by approaching the Sun in its perihe- 
lion, acquired fuch a degree of heat, as to be fifty thoufand years in cooling, 
Whence we may guefs, that, fappofing the Sun and fixed ftars to be only 
eolle&tions of denfe and {clid matter, like the planets, heated to a very 
intenfe degree, they may be millions of years without lufing any confiderable 
part of their heat. To perfons not accuftomed to aftronomical calculations it 
cannot fail,of being a matter of furprize, when they are told of the magnitude 
of the Sun, which, from its vaflly greater diftance, appears to us to be batlitue 
larger than the moon. How great will be the aflonifhment of fuch perfons 
on being told, that, whea looking at the Sun, they are viewing a globe of 
liquid fire, the diameter of which ‘is equal to an hundred diameters 
of the earth; whofe thicknefs, in plainer terms, is feven hundred and 
ninety-three thoufand miles; that its furface is equal to ten thoufand times 
the furface of the earth, and whofe folidity is a million times as great! Let 
us now proceed to enquire into the fix primary planets. J : 

1MERCURY isa planet, whofe diameter is about two thoufand 
feven hundred miles, and is therefore about two thirds of the earth’s mas- 
nitude. His diftance from the Sun is thirty-two millions of miles, and 
-_ his mean diftance from us about eighty-eight millions, according to Caf- 
fini’s numbers: he revolves round the Sun in fomething lefs than eighty- 
eight days, with the velocity of one hundred thoufand miles in an hour, 
which is almoit as fait again as the earth travels; for we do not go above 
fifty-fix thoufand miles in that time, and yet that is making pretty good 
| ipeed 
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_. peed too, fince it does not want much of a thoufand miles in a minute, 
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However amazingly fwift this may feem, it is crawling like the American 
ignavus, or beatt called the Slaggard, in comparifon of the velocity of the

_rays of light, which certainly move about one hundred and eighty thoufand

miles in the fpace of a fecond. The heat of the fun in this planet 1s pro- 
‘bably feven times (Mr. Huygens fays nine times) greater than with us in 
the hotteft fummer, which is perhaps enough to make water. boil: It is 
therefote natural to imagine, that his inhabitants cannot be fuch as we 
are, fince our bodies could by/no means bear fuch a degree of heat. Mer- 
cary is fo near the fun, that he is very rarely feen but by aftronomers, 
who know how to look after him. 

2, VENUS, which is the brighteft and largeft to appearance of all 
the planets, is diftinguithed in the heavens by a fuperiority of luftre from 


‘the others, and is incapable of being miftaken for any of them. The dif- ° 


’ 


tinétion to the eye between fixed ftars and planets is, that the latter have, 
though’a very bright, yet a more placid Tuftre than the former. ‘The fixed 
ftars arefuns, and have the fource of lightinthemf' Ives : the planets are globes 
of earth or opake matter, which only receive light from the fun, and reilec 
it. back again. Notwithanding, therefore, the fixed ftars are at an ime 
meniely greater diftance, it is natural that their brightneis fhould be greater 
than that of the planets: it is this that gives them that twinkling which 
diftinguithes them from the planets when we look at them; bur this is not 
fo ablolute a diftinétion as has been fappofed: for the planets which are 
neareft to the fun receive their light in fo great a degree, that, being alfo 
near to the earth, they reflect it with a brightnefs, which docs not belong 
6 the dthers. Venus in this manner twinkles a little, and Mercury, 
though fo fmall, much more: in thefe, however, the effets are fo much 
Jefs than fixed ftars, that it cannot confound them with thofe luminaries. 
In Saturn, Jupiter, and Mars, it ig not at. all feen: fo that thofe three 
Janets are entirely, and thefe two are fufliciently, diftinguifned from the 
fixed flars by their light. ‘The diftance of Venus from the Sun is about 
fixty millions of miles : her motion in her orbit roand the Sun is performed 
dn a little above two hundred and twenty-four days, and her motion in an 
hour is about feventy thoufand miles. 
ae | 
three hundred and fixty-iive days, five hours, aod forty-nine minutes, makes 
the {pace of time we cali a year. The Earth is near eight thoufand miles 


in diameter, and diftant from the Sun eighty-one millions df miles: the 


line which the Earth deferibes in ics annual motion is called the ecliptic, 
and proceeds from Welt to Eaft, according to the order of the figns 
of the zodiac, ‘This motion is the caufe of the different feafons of ipring, 
fummer, autumn, and winter, and confequently of the feveral lengths of | 
days and nights in thofe feafons. In its progrefs through the ecliptic, it 
every where keeps its axis in a fituation parallel to itfelf, and equally ins 
clined to the plane of the ecliptic, which is twenty-three degrees and a half, 
or thereabouts. The turning of the Earth on ‘its own axis in twenty-four 
hours, makes it day in thofe parts which are turned towards thie Sun, and 
night in thofe parts which are in the fhade, or turned from the Sun, 

4. MARS is the leat of all the planets, except Mercury, and his. 
place is next above that of the Earth, in the fyftem of the univerfe, his 
courle lying between the orbit of the Barth and that of Jupiter, but very 
difant from both. ‘This planet appears of a duiky reddifh hue, and has 


| © Jefs iuftre than any flar in the fies; they compute the diameter of Mars to 
be about four thoufand four hundred miles, and muit-therefore be much 


Jefs than our Earth. iis difance from the Sun ‘s about one hundred and 
twenty-three millions of miles: he revolves about the Sun in fix hundred 
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and eighty-feven days nearly, and runs at the rate of forty-five thoufand 
miles in an hour; his light and heat are twice, and fometimes thrice as 
weak.as what we receive from the Sun. ; 

§- JUPITER is the largeft of all the planets, and is much more 
remote from the Sun than any of the inferior planets we have yet defcribed. 
Heaven has therefore granted him a fupply of light by four moons or fatel- 
lites, which revolve round him as our moon does round us. Thefe moons, 
like the fatellites of Saturn, are fo much lefs than their primary planets, that 
they are not vifible without long glaffes, and therefore were perfectly un- 
known till the laft age. The diameter of this planet is above eighty thou- | 
_fand miles, and the quantity of matter in him is about two hundred and 
twenty times greater than that of our Earth. His diftance from the Sun is 
about four hundred and twenty-four millions of miles, and he revolves 
round his own axis in nine hours and fifty-fix minutes; but his courfe round 
the fun takes up eleven years and ten months : fo large is his orbit, that he 
_ moves after the rate of about twenty-four thoufand miles in an hour. ju- 
piter, befides a famous fpot, by which his diurnal motion was determined, 
has appearances in him hke fwathes or belts, as they call them. Thefe they 
take to be moveable, and to be formed by the clouds of this planet, which 
_ feem, like our trade-winds, to He in tracks parallel to the equator of Ju- 

piter. He has doubtlefs fomething round him like our air ; but its texture, 
gravity, and elafticity, may notwithflanding be vaftly different from that of 
ours. ‘The prevailing opinion, that this planet muft be inhabited, is now 
confirmed by the ftrongeft reafon: ** For I take it, fays Mr. Harris, that 
** {uch an apparatus as the making of four moons to revolve about, and to 
*¢ enlighten him ; (as five fuch there are alfo moving round Saturn, befides 
** his ring)I take this, I fay, to be a demonftrable proof, that both thefe planets — 
_** have fome kind of inhabitants, who have eyes to ftand in need of light, 
_ -*© as well as other fenfes proper for their natures for we never find Nature 
- * doing any thing in vain, but ordering all things with the mof confum- 
‘ mate wifdom, and we muft never believe the would form moons where 
“« there are no people to be lighted by them.” The heat and light of the 
Sun cannot be above a twenty-feventh part of what we enjoy here, and 
therefore it muft be very dark, difmal, and cold living there. To this 
we may add, that the weight of all bodies there muf be double to what 
they are on our earth. 

6.SAT URN is the moft diftant planet in our fyfem, being feven 
hundred and feventy-feven millions of miles from the Sun. Thetime of 
his revolution round the grand luminary is about thirty years, and yet fo very 
large is his orbit, that he moves at the rate of about eighteen thoufand 
miles an hour. His diameter is about fixty-one thoufand miles; and, _ 
with regard to the quantity of matter in him, it is about ninety-four- 
times as great as that of our Earth; but his denfity is not much above 
a feventh part of that of the matter of our planet. As to light and 
heat, it is probable, that he has not above a ninetieth part of what we 
enjoy by the Sun. Indeed, in order to fupply this great defect of the 
Sun’s light, occafioned by fo great a diflance, our all-wife Creator has 
furnifhed him with five moons or attendants. The mof furprifing phe- 
_ nomenon of all in this planet is that which we call his ring: It is a 
vaft body of earth, of perhaps feven or cight hundred miles in thicknefs, 
which, at the diftance of about twenty-one thoufand miles from Saturn’s 
body, and with juft as great a breadth, is placed in a circular arch round 
the planet, in figure much like the great wooden crane wheels, in which 
men or horfes walk to raife goods or draw water. 

The fecondary planets, as we before obferved, are ten in number: one, 
which moves round the Karsh; four, which attend on Jupiter; and ae

which revolve about Saturn, We shall here, however, confine our obferva- 
tions to the attendant of our Earth. 
The diameter of our M O ON is reckoned to be almoft two thoufand 


- ¢wo hundred miles ; her magnitude, or rather her mafs, or the quantity of 


matter in her, with regard to the Earth, is about one fortieth part. The 
Moon, which is but a fpeck, in comparifon of the other heavenly bodies, 


though it feems fo near to us, is two hundred and forty thoufand miles 


diftant from us, and its furface is about fourteen millions of fquare miles. 
As the Moon is the neareft to the Earth of all the planets, her motion is 


alfo the quickeft, the complete revolution being performed in about twenty ; 


feven days, feven hours, and three quarters. To this attendant of the 
Earth we are indebted for the flux and reflux of the tides twice in twenty- 
four hours, which are attended with fo many advantages, that mankind 
could hardly exift without them, fince the waters would then become ftag- 
nated, and unfit for any of the purpofes of human life. 

It is generally agreed among aftronomers, tha COMET S are a 
kind of planets or bodies revolving about the Sun in elliptical orbits, whofe 
periodical times and motions are as con{tant, certain, and regular as thofe . 
of the planets, but abundantly more denfe, as they pafs through the 
greateft extremes of heat and cold, without any apparent diminution or 
‘iteration. All Comets appear to be fpheres, with large atmofpheres fur- - 
sounding them, . fome fifteen or fixteen times more in diameter than their 
bodies are, fo confequently three or four thoufand times as large, which, in 
their perihelions, or neareft accefs to the Sun, by the intenfe heat emitted 
therefrom, are fo much rarified, as to be abundantly. lighter than the Sun’s 
atmofphere, and extended into long lucid tails towards thofe parts oppofite 
the Sun. As Comets recede from the Sun their tails diminifh, and their 
atmofpheres encreafe gradually, until they approach the aphelions, or 
greateft diflance from the San: then their tails are contracted into. circum- 
ambient atmofpheres again. ‘The bodies of Comets, efpecially thofe which 
have the fhorteft periodical times, are of themfelves but little larger than 
the Moon : fo that it is their atmofpheres and tails which make them con- 
fpicuous. Comets, like the planets, move in elliptical orbits about the Sun, 
with this difference, all the planets move from eaft to weft in the plane of 
the ecliptic, and in orbits nearly circular, while the Comets in their very 
elliptical orbits traverfe the compafs in all directions, (the plane of the 
ecliptic only excepted) and that in fo wonderful a manner, as not to inter- 
fere with one or the ethers orbits.. Hence it appears ‘very probable, that 
both Planets and Comets are governed by the fame ftated laws: if fo, it is 
by no means unlikely, that Comets have diurnal motions round their axes, 
as well as annual periods round their orbits. 

Let us now proceed to fay fomething of the FLXED STARS. The 
heavens are filled with a fluid much finer and thioner than our air, and 
extend beyond all limits, of which we have any conceptions, There being 
nething vifible to us in the remote parts of the heavens, we can only con- 
fider them as the places of the (tars: all the fixed itars are tuated in them ; 
and, though they feem fo near to one another, in our view of them, they 
are doubtiefs at an immenfe diftance each from the other, and at a very 
different diftance with refpect to us. We muft have a vaft idea of this 
fpace, when we confider that the largeft of the fixed fars, which are pro- 
bably the neareft to us, are ata diftance too great for the expreffion of all 
that we can conceive from figures, and for all means of admeafurement, 
The f{maller are doubtlefs more and more remote to the leait, or thofe 
which are of the fixth magnitude. ‘hele mutt be in a part of the heavens 
more remote from us than the others; and yet, beyond thefe, telefcopes 
‘difcover to us more Rars 0 diftant to be at all perceptible to the. naked 
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eyé; and, in proportion to the power of thefe inftruments, the more or lefs _ 
we difcover, We may Conceive by this in fome meafure, what and how 
great mufi be that extent, which admits of no limits. Plato and Ariflorle 
fuppofed the heavens terminated fomewhere: if they do, what muf that 
be which is beyond them? though the diflance of the fixed flars is too 
immience for ordinary calculation, yet fome idea may be formed from what 
the createft men have thought of it, by whom it is fuppofed, ‘that if a_ 
bullet was to be difcharged from one of them, the very neareft, and fhould © 
fly to the Sun with that rapidity with which it leaves the mouth of-a 
cannon, it would be twenty thoufand years in reaching that dJuminary. 
The moft remote that we he. even by telefcopes, are not to be under- 
flood as the moft remote in the heavens: that inflrument has its limits 
like our eyes, though it reaches farther; but the extent of the creation 
and the heavens feems to have no limits. The heavens therefore appear 
indefinite in f{pace, and the ftars unnumbered and immoveable. 'Thefe, 
as they are truly fo many Suns, may be fuppofed all to have planets re- 
volving round them; and thus the {pace is filled up in a manner worthy 
the ideas we have of the Creator. Fluygens has given the planets the 
name of celeffial earths; and i: is probable that they are, in many refpeéts, 
like to this globe which we inhabit, and that, as the plants and animals 
which abound with us are formed out of the principles of this Earth, fo 
there are on thofe globes plants and animals alfo formed out of their 
conftituent particles, and therefore calculated for living on them. 
We can eafily conceive, that creatures like ourfelves, like the animals 
which inhabit this Earth, or the plants that prow upon it, could not live. 
in the extreme cold of Saturn, or the extreme heat of Mercury : all muft be 
folid ice in the former, and, upon the furface of the latter, the heat 
is fo great, that it will make water boil. Though creatures of out texture 
could not live in fuch worlds, he who created us and our world, and ap- 


propMated the one unto the other, could alfo form creatures proper for the 
other worlds he has created, 


Defeription of the Artifcial Sphere. 

N the convex part of the terraqueous globe, whichis an artificial fobe= 
rical body,is truly reprefented the whole world, as it confifts of land 
and water. ‘The circumference of the globe is divided into 3.60 degrees, every 
degree containing 60 geographical miles ; confequently-the globe is 21,600 
‘fuch miles round: but, as 60 geographic miles are about 69 miles Englifh 
meafure, the circuit of the globe is therefore 24,840 Einglith miles. The 
circles reprefented on the globe are, 1, The Equator, and the circles 
parallel to it. 2. The Meridian, and the ref of the meridional lines. 
3. The Horizon. 4. The two Tropicks of Cancer and Capricorn; and. 

5. The two Polar Circles, ; | 
The EQUATOR, or E QUINOCTIAL, isa great circle, 
ninety degrees diftant from the poles of the world, and fo named, becaufe. 
it divides the world into two equal/parts: when the fun is in this circle, 
there is then an equality of days and nights all over the world : hence thefe 
points are called the equinoxes. The principal ufe of this circle is to 
divide the world into two equal parts: that in which the arétic pole is 
found, is called the Northern half; and that in which the antartic pole is 
placed, is the Southern half, 
The MERIDIAN js a great circle, fuppofed to pafs throtgh the 
poles of the world and thof= of the horizon, cutting the fphere into two 
equal parts, the one oriental, and the other occidental. It alfo paffes 
through the zenith and nadir in every place, and cuts the horizon at right 


angles. 
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anoles. It is called the Meridian, becaufe it marks half the {pace of time 
during which the fua and the flars appear above the horizon. As 
there are an infinite number of zeniths and horizons, the number of Meri- 
dians isalfo infinice ; for the Meridian is changed, as well as the zenith and 
horizon, every ftep we take towards the Eaft or Weft; but if we pais,in a 
right line Northwards or Southwards, we ftill continue under the fame Meri- 
dian, though we conftantly change the zenith and horizon. However, 
geographers only reckon 360 Meridians, which are fuppofed to pafs 
through every degree of the equinoctial. It has been cuftomary for geo- 
eraphers to eftabliih a firft Meridian; though this is altogether arbitrary : 
Ptolemy placed it at the ifland of Ferro, which is the moft Weftern of the 
Canaries ; but the common method at prefent is for every geographer to 
make the Meridian of the capital of his country the firft Meridian, and 
accordingly the longitudes in this Diftionary are reckoned eaft or weft from 
from the Meridian of London. ‘The ufe of the Meridian ina globe is to 
fhew when it is noon or midnight at the place to which it is applied; and 
to divide the vifible hemifphere into two parts, namely, into oriental and 
occidental. 

The Zop1ac is a broad circle that cuts the equator obliquely, in 
which are the conftellations or ftars that form the ref{pective figns. The 
Ecuiptic isa Hine paffing through the middie of the Zodiac, and fhews 
the Sun’s path, or annual courle advancing or retiring thirty degrees in 
every month, ) 

The HORIZON is a great circle, which divides the world into 


‘two equal parts or hemifpheres, of which one is fuperior and vifible, and 


the other inferior and invifible. When the Sun is above this Circle it is 
then Day, and when it is funk eighteen degrees beneath it, Night then 
commences. This circle is the largeft of all on the globe, and the meridian 
is inclofed therein with all the reft of the fphere. Befides, it is immove- 
able, and on the circumference are marked. the degrees of the twelve figns 
of the zodiac, and the days of the twelve months of the year. 

The TROPICS are two {mali circles parallel to the equino@ial, 
defcribed by the firft points of the fir degrees of the figns termed Cancer 
and Capricorn, that is, where they touch the ecliptic. They are diftant 
from the equinottial very near twenty-three degrees andahalf. The fun 
defcribes thefe tropics faa the zoth day of June, and the 2rft day of 
September. When he touches the tropic of Cancer he makes the longeit 
day for the inhabitants between the equator and the north pole; and, when 
he comes to the beginning of Capricorn, he makes the longeft day for 
the people between the equator and the fouth pole. On the contrary, the 
fhorteft day to the former will be when the fun touches the tropic of Capri- 
corn, and to the latter when he comes to the tropic of Cancer. For this 
reafon, thefe points are called the winter and the fummer tropics, as alfo 
the fouthern and northern ; and they are as it were the two barriers, be- 
yond which the fun never pailes.. _ ; 

The POLAR CIRCLES are diftinguifhed by the names of the 
arftic and antarctic, and are circles parallel to the equino@ial. They 
are termed Polar, becaufe they incluce the poles of the zodiac in their 
circumference, or rather, becaufe they are near the poles of the world, 
‘eing only 23 degrees and a half from each pole. 

The ZONES are five broad circles encompafline the globe, and 


‘are diftinguifhed chiefly by the temperature of the air. The.Vorrid Zone 


contains all the {pace between the two tropics, and is fo cailed from ‘its 
exceffive heat, the fun being vertical twice every year to.all that inhabit it. 
This circle is about 47 degrees broad. The two remperaie Zones are fo 
called from their lying between the two degrees of heat-and cold, viz. 

: between 
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between the torrid Zone and the frigid Zones, the one being called the 
Northern temperate Zone, and the other the Southern temperate Zone. 
Thefe are either of them 43 degrees broad. Of the two /rigid Zones, the 
one encompailes the arctic or north pole, at the diftance of 23 degrees 
-and a half; and the other, the antar€tic or fouth pole, at the fame 
diftance. \ 

3 Of the Climates. 


A CLIMATE isa {pace of earth comprehended between two paral- 
jels, at the end of which the length of the longeft days are increafed half 
an hour in the fummer feafon. ‘The better to underftand this we muft ob- 
ferve, that under the equator the longef day is no more than twelve hours, 
and that, in proportion as we advance towards the polar circles, the days 
of each Climate increafe half an hour, till we arrive at the polar circles; 
for then the longeit days confift of twenty-four hours. Thus there is 
‘twenty-four Climates in all on each fide of the equator. Some, after this 
talk of Climates of months; but this is fo ufelefs a diflinG&tion, that it is 
not worth the reader’s notice, However, it will not be improper to ob- 
ferve, that the {paces of the half-hour Climates, if they were marked on 
the globe, would become narrower as they advanced near the poles. It is 
eafy to know in what climate a city is, by obferving the longeft day; as 
for inftance, at London, where the days are fixteen hours long, we need 
only fubftraét twelve from the number, and there will remain four; 
then multiply this by two, and you will have eight, which is the Climate 
of London. The fame may be done on any other Climate. 


Of the Points of the Compa/s. 


The earth may be confidered with regard to the four cardinal Points, which 
‘are the north, fouth, eaft, and weft; and all the points included between 
them may have refpect to a particular place. By this means we know the 
fituation of the different countries of the world, with regard to each other; 
for fome are oriental, or towards the eaft, with regard to thofe that are 
occidental, or lie wefterly of them. Thus England is to the welt of 
France, and Poland is to the eaft of Germany; as alfo Africa is to the 
fouth of Europe. We may eafily diftinguifh the points that lie between 
thofe that are cardinal: thus, though Spain is to the fouth of France, 
yet it likewife lies ta the wefward thereof; but as they do not lie 
exactly fouth ‘or weft of each other, Spain may be faid to-lie fouth- 
weft of France; and for the fame reafon, on the contrary, France 
will be north-eaft, with regard to Spain. The like may be faid of 
any two other countries. 


it Of the Terms ufed in Geography. 


The word Geograp!y comes from. the Greek, and fignifies a defcription 
of the earth; by the earth is meant the terraqueous globe, compofed of 
Jand and water, and it is commonly called the terreftrial globe. C4orogra- 
poy is the defcription of a country, province, or county; as for inftance, 
Yorkthire. Topography is the defcription of a particular place, as a town, 
and the like. jdregraphy is a defcription of the water, fuch as oceans, 
feas, and lakes. 

As the earth may be reprefented either in the whole, or in part, it forms 
the difference between geographical charts or maps, which however may 


_. be reduced to two kinds; namely, general and particular. Among the 


former, is the map of the world, or planifphere, which fhews the two fur- 
ot faces 
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faces of the whole terreftrial globe, cut, as it were, in two by the firft me- 
ridian ; as alfo the maps which defcribe fome principal part of the globe ; 
fuch as Europe, Afta, Africa, and America: and even kingdoms; as for 
inftance, Poland, Spain, Italy, Great Britain, and the like. However, 
thofe maps may be called particular, which reprefent any particular country ; 
but they are more properly fuch as give an account only of a part, as 
Naples in Italy, Normandy'in France, and Staffordfhire in England. ° 

After all, nothing can give a better or more general idea of the earth 
than a globe, becaufe it is of the fame fhape and figure; but as it is im- 
pofible to make one large enough to fhew every part of the earth and 
fea diflinlly, there is a neceffity of having recourfe to general and parti- 
cular maps. 

Geography, as well as other arts and fciences, has terms proper to itfelf; 
fome of which have relation to the earth, and others to the water. 

A continent, called by fome Terra Firma, is a large part of the earth, 
which comprehends feveral countries not feparated by any fea; thus Europe 
is a OOntinent. ¢ 

An ifland, or ifle, is a portion of the earth entirely furrounded with 
water. > 

A peninfula, or cherfonefe, is a quantity of land which is only joined to 
a continent by a neck of the fame, it being every where elfe encompafied 
with water. 

An ifthmus, or neck of land, is that part by which a peninfula is joined 

to the land, as the ifthmus of Suez and Darien. | 
~ A promontory is a high part of land, which advances or ftretches into 
the fea, and is commonly ca'led a cape, when it appears like a mountain $ 
but when the advanced part has little elevation, it is termed a point. Thus 
the Cape of Good Hope is a mountainous promontory. : 

An ocean is a large collection of waters furrounding a confiderable part — 
of the continent; fach as the Atlantic and Northern Occans. 

A fea is a {maller colle€iion of waters, when underftood in a ftridt fenfe, 
as the Britifh and Irifh Seas; bat, in general, every part of the ocean may 
be called the fea; aod itis fill more general, when the terraqueous globe 
is faid to confift of land and fea. 7 

A gulf is a part. of the fea furrcunded with land, except in one part, 
where it communicates with the ocean; as the gulf of Bengal, the gulf of 
Florida; and yet thefe are more properly feas than the-Mediterranean, the 
Baltic, and the Black Seas, which, proper'y fpeaking, are gulfs, as. well 
as the gulf of Venice. | | 

A bay is faid to differ from a gulf only in being lefs, and more narrow 
at the entrance than within; but this is far from being true; fora bay has 
a wider entrance in proportion than a gulf, end it may be alfo larger than 
fome gulfs; as for inftance, the Bay of Bifcay; though it muft be acknow- 
ledged bays in general are mach fmaller. A creek a is {mall inlet, and is 
always much lefs than a bay. | 

A road is a place upon any coaft where there is good anchorage, and 
where veffels, in fome fenfe, are fheltered from the wind. 

_ A ftrait is a narrow, paflage which joins two feas, two gulfs, or a fea and 
a gulf; fach as the Sound, near the Baltic ; and the Straits of Gibraltar, 
between the Atlantic Ocean and the Mediterranean, __ 

A lake is a colleftion of flanding water forrounded by land, having no 
vifible communication with the fea, Thus the Cafpian Sea is truly and 
properly a lake; and there is another near it, called the Lake of Aral, 
which has hardly ever been taken notice of by former geographers, it being 
but a late difcovery. It is about one third as big as the Cafpian Sea, and 
feveral rivers are now known to run into it, which by former writers. 
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were faid to fall into the Cafpian Sea. Smaller lakes are thofe of Ladoga, 
Geneva, and feveral others to be mentioned hereafter. 


A river is a ftream of water that has its fource from a. fpring, which 
always keeps running till it fails into fome other river, or into the fea. 


Defeription of a Map. 


The top of moft modern Maps is confidered as the north, the bottom of 
the Map as the fouth, the right hand as the eaft, and the left hand as the 
weft. In old Maps, where this rule is not always ftritily followed, a 
Flower de Luce is generally placed on fome part of it, pointing towards 
the north, by which the other points may be eafily known: On the top of © 
the Map, between the marginal lines, are placed the fevetal figures, which 
fhew ‘the number of degrees, of eaftern or weftern longitude of every piace 
that is dire€tly under thofe figures. At the bottom of moft Maps are placed 
the fame fioures as thofe at the top; but, in Maps of the beft fort, inftead 
thereof, are placed the number of hours or minutes every place in it lies 
diftant, eaft or weft, from its chief town or firlt meridian. For inftance, 
every place, which is fituate one degree eaft of another, will appear to have 
the fun four minutes of time before it; and any one place, fituate, one des 
gree welt of another, will appear to have the fun four minutes of time after 


‘ie. Again, a place fituate fifteen degrees eaft of us, as Naples, will appear 


to have the fun ove complete hour dcfare us at London; and a place fituate 
fifteen degrees weft of us, as the iflands of Madeira, will appear to have 
the Sun oze hour after us at London. 

On the right and left hand of every Map, between the marginal lines, 
are placed figures that fhew the number of degrees, either north or fouth, 
which every place parallel with them is diftant from the equator, Thus 
London is fituated 51 degrees, 30 minutes of north latitude; that is, it is 
fo many degrees and minates north from the equator. Over fome Maps 
are drawn lines from the top to the bottom, and from the right hand to 
the left: thofe which run from the top to the bottom, are lines of longitude, 
and thofe which crofs them, lines of latitude; but thefe are frequently 
omitted, where a Map is too full to admit of them. 

Kingdoms or Provinces are divided from one another by a row of fingle 
points, and they are often painted or ‘ftained with different colours. Cvzzes 
or great towns are made like little houfes,, with a fmall circle in the middle 
of them; but fmaller sows or villages are marked only with little circles. 
Mountains are imitated in the form of little rifing Hillocks ; and forefs 
are reprefented by a collection of little trees. The names of villages are_ 
wrote in a running hand, thofe of cies, in a Roman charatter, aad thofe 
of provinces in large capitals, The /ea is generally left as an empty {pace 


on the Map, except where there are rocks, fands, or fhelves, currents of 
“water or wind, defcribed. Rocks are fometimes made in Maps like little 


poihted things fticking up fharp in the fea. Sands or fbelves are denoted 
by a great heap of little points placed in the fhape of thefe fands, as they | 
have been found to lie in the ocean, by founding or fathoming the depths, 
Currents of waters are defcribed by feveral lomg parallel crooked ftrokes 
imitating acurrent. The cour/e of winds is reprefented by the heads of arrows 
pointing to the coafts, towards which the wind blows.

AxBYssINra, a kingdom of Africa, 
bounded on the N. by that of Sennar, or 
Nubia ; on the E, partly by the Red Sea, 
and parfly by Dancala ; on the W. by Gor- 
ham and Gingiro ; and on the S. by Ala- 
ba and Ommo Zaidi. It was formerly of 
greater extent than it is at prefent, becaufe, 
feveral provinces have revolted, and the 
Turks have made encroachments to the 
Eaft. The land is fertile in many places, 
and the air is very hot, except in the rainy 
feafon, when it is very temperate, For 
four months in the year there are greater 
rains fall than perhaps in any other part of 
the world, which occafion the {welling 
of the tiver Nile, that has its fource in this 
country, Jt contains mines of all forts of 
metal except tin; but the inhabitants make 
no great advantage thereof. The fields 
are watered by feveral freams, except in 
the mountainous parts. The emperor, or 
king, is called Negus; and he has been 
commonly taken for Prefter John. His 
au hority is abfolute, and he often dwells’ 
with his whole court in tents.. However, 
Abyffinia is not without cities, as fome 
‘pretend; for Gondar is a large place, 
where he commonly refides when he is not 
in the field. The inhabitants are biack, 
or very near it; but they are not fo ugly 
as the Negroes. Their religion is a mix- 
ture of Chriftianity and Judaifm. The habit 
of perfons of quality is a filken-veft, with 
a fort of fcarf; but the common people 
wear nothing but a pair of drawers. 

Acapia, or New Scorrawp, a 
country in North America, bounded by 
the river St. Lawrence on the N. by the 
ocean on the W. by the bay of Fundy, and 
the fea of Acadia on the S, and by New 
England on the W, It was ceded to the 
French by the treaty of Breda, in 1661 ; 
but being afterwards taken by the Englith, 
it was, by the treaty of Utrecht, yielded 
up to them, where they have planted a 
colony. It is a very fruitful country, 
and affords plenty of game, befides fith.

* AcamBou, a kingdom on the coaft 
of Guinea, in Africa, whofe king is ab- 
folute, and all his fubie&s flaves, which, 
however, does not prevent them from be- 
ing haughty and infolent. 

* AcANNy, an inland country on the 
gold coaft of Guinea, in Africa, afford- 
ing the beft gold, and in great plenty.

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AcAaPryLco, a confiderable town of 
Mexico, in America, feated on a bay on 
the South Sea, The harbour is very com- 
modious, and will hold near roo veffels. 
Every year they fend a rich fhip to Ma- 
nilla, one of the Phillipine iflands ; and 
another returns annually from thence to the 
fame port, laden with the beft commodi- 
ties of the Eaft-Indies. One of thefe loaden 
with filver was taken by commodore Anfon 
in the year 1743.

Acuen, or AcuEM, a capital town of 
a kingdom of the fame name, in the N, 
part of the ifland of Sumatra, in the Eaft 
Indies. This kingdom extends as far as 
the line, and contains many animals, trees, 
and fruits, unknown to the Europeans. 
The inhabitants are generally very fuper- 
ftitious, It has for a confiderable time 
been a noted place for trade, and was for- 
merly governed by a queen 3; but in 1700, 
a faid, or preacher, had intereft enough to 
obtain the government. It has nothing 
of its own but gold duft, which is exceed.’ 
ing good, for the Elephants teeth are 
brought thither out of the country, They 
punifh theft very feverely. and yet rob- 
beries and murders are very frequent a- 
mong them. This town is feated by the 
fide of a river, in a large plain, and the 
king’s palace is in the middle of the town, 
being fo well fortified that it commands 
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the whole. It flands on the N, part of the 
ifland, and is 450 miles N. W. of Malacca, 
and tooo S. E. of Fort St, George.

inftead of ivory, and are much better 
the rhinoceros, with two horns on its 
nofe; and the moft beautiful ftriped 
zebra, which is efteemed a fine prefent for 
the greateft princes. As for the crocodiles, 
which were thought formerly to be, pecu- 
liar to Africa, are now met with in other 
places, or at leaft, creatures fo much Itke 
them, that it is hard to know the diffe- 
rence. Befides thefe, they have oftriches, 
camels, various forts of monkies, and 
many other animals not to be met with in 
Europe. There are feveral defarts, par- 
ticularly one of a large extent, which is 
almoft without water; and whofe fands 
are fo loofe, that, by means of a ftrong 
wind, they will fometimes bury whole ¢a- 
ravans at a time. However, this is not 
quite without inhabitants, for there are 
wild Arabs, and other people, who rove 
from place to place, partly in fearch of 
pafture, and partly to lie in wait fer the 
rich caravans that travel from Barbary and 
Egypt to Negroeland and Abyffinia. 
There are many large rivers; but the prin- 
cipal are the Nile and the Niger. This laftis 
thought by fome to have its fource near that 
of the Nile, and to run quite acrofs Africa. 
from E. to W. and to fall into the Atlan- 
tic ocean in feveral branches, of which 
but this is doubted 
by others, and not without reafon. There 
are very high mountains in divers parts, 
particulaily in Abyffinia and Barbary ; in 
which laft country is Mount Atlas, that 
feparates Barbary from Biledulzerid, and 
runs from E. to W. Their religion is 
Mahometanifm and Paganifm, though 
there are Chriftians in fome parts, as in 
Abyffinia, and amcng the European fettle- 
ments.

Turkifh empire, It ftands on four hills, 
in the middle of a pleafant fruitiul plain, be- 
ing of an oval figure, and about three miles 
in circumference, The caftle ftands-on the 
higheft hill, in the middle of the city; and 
the houfes are better than in other places in 
Turky. They have a great many ftately 
mofques, and caravanferas, with fountains 
and refervoirs of water, with vineyards and 
gardens well planted with moft kinds of 
fruits. The Chriftians have their houfes 
and churches in the fuburbs, and carry ona 
very confiderable trade in filks, camblets, 
and. Turky-leather. Several European 
nations have factors here, and the Englith 
live in a quadrangle refembling a college, 
having their chaplain and chapel; and at 
leifure hours divert themfelves with hunt- 
ing and fowling. About 12 miles S. E. of 
Aleppo is-a large falt lake, from whence 


they bring falt to be laid up in the maga- 


zines near Aleppo. The beglerbeg of Aleppo 
commands all the country between the Le- 
vant Sea and theriver Euphrates ; but the 
governor of the caftle is independent of 
him.

This city was 
firft built by Alexander the Great, and now 
confifts chiefly of one long ftreet facing the 
harbour ; the reft being a heap of ruins 3 
part of the walis are ftanding, with greac 
{quare towers 200 paces diftant ; each of 
thefe would contain 200 foldiers, and had 
a ciftern in it, to which the water of the 
Nile was conveyed. It was formerly a 
place of very great trade, all the treafures 
of the Eaft Indies being depofited there ; 
but fince the Portuguefe have difcovered the 
way to thofe rich countries by fea, this 
trade is in a great meafure loft. The land 
on which the town ftands is fo low, that 
the feamen can hardly difcover it till they 
are very near. The gates of the town are 
of Thebaic and granite marble, and Pom- 
pey’s pillar is one entire piece of granite 
70 feet high, and 25incircumference. This

The Turks, who hav¢ 
the government in their hands, are not abov® 
7000 in number 3 and yet the Moors of 
natives of Africa have no fhare in it. [tis 
only a kind of republic under the prote@tion 
of the Grand Signior, who keeps a bafhaw, 
or viceroy there; but he can do nothing 
of confequence without the council of the 
Janiffaries. The Arabs, who live in tenté, 
are a diftin& people, governed by their 
own Jaws and magiftrates, though the 
Turks interpofe as often as they pleafe. 
The dey of Algiers is an abfolute monarchs 
but ele&ed by the Turkish foldiers, and fré~ 
quently depofed, and put to death by them. 
They have murdered four of their deys, and 
depofed two, within the fpace of 20 years. 
The revenues of the government arife from 
the tribute paid by the Moors and Arabs, a 
detachment of the army being fent into 
cach province every year to colleétit; and 
he prizes they take at fea fometimes equal 
the taxes they lay upon the natives, The 
dey has feveral thoufandMoors in his fervice, 
both horfe and foot ; andthe beys, or vicé- 
roys of the provinces, have each an army 
under his command, Their religion is Ma- 
hometanifm, and their language a dialeét of 
the Arabic. They have likewife a jargon, 
compofed of Italian, French, and Spanifh, 
called Lingua Franca, that is underftood by 
the common people and merchants. The 
complexion of the natives is tawny, and 
they are {trong and well made, 
ALGIERS, a large and ftrong town of 
Africa,in Barbary, and capital of the king- 
dom of Algiers. It is built on the declivity 
of a mountain, and is in the form of an 
amphithreatie next the. harbour ; info- 
much, that the houfes appearing one above 
another, make a very fine appearance from 
the fea, The tops of the houfes are all flat, 
for which reafon they walk upon them in 
the cvening to take the air; befides, they 
are covered with earth, and ferve fora fort 
of gardens.

Its courfe is at leaft 3c00 miles, and 
is fuppofed to be the greateft river in the 
world. In its courfe it takes in a great 
number of other rivers and ftreams, and 
we have an accurate map of it by Mr, Con. 
damine, who went into thofe parts to mea- 
fure a degree of the meridian. He made 
particular enquiry after the warlike women 
called Amazons, but could get no account 
of them ; and therefore we may conclude, 
that what has been faid by traveliers relate 
ing to this affair isa mere fiGtion, Orellana 
was the firft that entered this river, about 
the year 1539.

Vefpucius, a Florentine, who is faid to have 
difcovered that part of this country feated 
under the line; but feveral good authors 
have proved this tobe a miftake. America 
was fii ft difcovered by Chriftopher Colum- 
bus, a Genoefe, in 1491. Some call it the 
New world, and with a great deal of pro-— 
priety 3 for not only the men, but the birds 
and beafts differ in fome refpe@s from thofe 
known before. It has likewife a great 
number of trees, fhrubs, and plants, that 
grew no where elfe, before they were tranf- 
planted to other places. All the men, ex-. 
cept the Efkimaux, near Greenland, feem 
to have the fame original ; for they agree in 
everyparticular from the Straitsof Magellan, 
in the §, to Hudfon’s bay, in the N, Their 
fkins, unlefs dawbed with greafe or oil, are 
of a red ‘copper colour, and they have no. 
beards, er hair on any other part of their 
bodies, except the head, where it is black, - 
ftraight, and coarfe. Many are the conjec- 
tures about the peopling this vai continent, 
and almoft as various as their authors. We 
have not room to enter into a detail of thefe 
particulars, and therefore thail only obferve, 
that when the original of the Negroes is 
fettled, we may alfo be pretty certain from 
whence thofe people defcended. America 
is fo long, that it takes in not only all the 
Torrid, but alfo the Temperate and part of 
the Frigid Zones. It is hard to fay how 
many different languages there are in Ame- 
rica, a vatt number being fpoken by the 
different people in different parts ; and as 
to their religion, there is no giving any to- 
lerable account of it in genera}, though fome 
of the moft civilized among them feem to 
have worfhipped the fun. The principal 
motive of the Spaniards in fending fo many 
colonies here was the thirft of gold ; and 
indeed they and the Portuguefe are poffef- 
fed of ail thofe parts where it is found in 
greateft plenty. It is divided into N. and 
S. America, and the principal kingdoms in 
thefe are Mexico and Peru. But the Por- 
tuguefe are in poffeffion of Brafilin S. Ame- 
rica, and the Englith are mafters of all the 
E. coaftin N. America, from the river Mif- 
fifipni ; the French having relinquifhed 
Canada, and what they call Louifiana, after 
Lewis XIV. and the Spaniards Florida.

ARABIA, acountry of Afia, bounded on 
the W. by the Red-Sea, on the N, E. by the 
river Euphrates, and the Perfian gulph, on 
the S. by the ocean, and on the N, by Syria, 
and the defart of Dyrbekar. It is divided 
into three parts, Arabia Petrea, D- ferta, 
and Felix, orthe Happy. Arabia Petrea is 
the fmalleft of the three, and towards the N. 
is full of mountains, with few inhabitants, 
on account of its barrennefs. It had its name 
* from the town Petrea, its ancient capital, 
now deftroyed. It differs little from Arabia 
Deferta, fo called from the nature of the 
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foil, which is generally a barren fand, How- 
ever, there are great flocks of fheep, and 
herds of cattle near the Euphrates, where 
the land is good, In the defert there are 
great number of oftriches, and there is a 
fine breed of camels in feveral places, Ara~ | 
bia Felix is fo called, on account of its 
fertility, with regard to the reft. Some 
give it the name of Yemen, but impro- 
perly ; for that is a kingdom on the S. coaft, © 
whofe capital is Sanaa, The Arabs in 
the defert live wandering lives, removing 
from place to place, partly for the fake of 
pafture, and partly to lie in wait for the 
caravans, which they often rob, as they 
travel over part of this defert from Bufferah 
to Aleppo, and from Egypt to Mecca, in 
order to vifit Mahomet’s tomb. Arabia 
Felix produces frankincenfe, myrrh, balm 
of Gilead, gum-arabic, and more efpecially 
coffee, of which they export prodigious 
quantities. The Arabs, who live in the 
defert, have no houfes, but tents. The fa- 
mous Mahomet was a native of this coun- 
try, and his followers foon after his death 
conquered a great part of Afia, Africa, and 
Europe, eftablithing their religion where- 
ever they came. 

ARaABO, commonly called Raaz, one 
of the principal rivers in the kingdom of 
Hungary ; it bas its fource in Steirmack, 
and falls into the Danube. 

ARACAN, a fmall maritime kingdom of 
Afia, in the Eaft Indies, bounded on the 
S. by the bay of Bengal, on the E. and N. 
by the kingdom of Ava, and onthe W. by: 
the kingdom of Bengal. It is a fertile 
country, tho’ thin of people, and produces 
the fruits proper to the Eaft Indies. They 


| have only two feafons; the rainy feafon, 


which continues from April to OGober, 
and the fair feafon, which includes all the 
reft of the year, and is called the fummer. 
The inhabitants are ‘idolaters, and the 
women tolerably fair 5 but the longefi ears 
are reckoned the moft beautiful, and in 
thefe they wear many rings. There are fuch 
numbers of elephants, buffaloes, and tigers, 
that but few places are inhabited. on account 
of the ravage made by thefe animals. The 
commodities are timber for building, lead, 
tin, ftick-lack, and elephant’s teeth, and 
fometimes the traders meet with diamonds, 
rubies, and other precious ftones. Horfes 
are very f{carce, and the houfes very low. 
ARAFAT, or GiBBEL-L-ARAFAT, 
which fignifiesin Arabick, the Mountain of 
Knowledge, a hill near Mecca, whither the 
pilgrims efort te the number of 70,000 
every year, There are certain ftones place 
as boundaries, to fhew how far the facred 
: ground 
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ground extends. Here they implore par- 
don for their fins, and receive the bleffiing 
of the imaums, which is performed in the 
moft folemn manner 3 and here they firft 
receive the title of Hadgis. Before they go 
to reft, each perfon gathers 49 fmall ftones, 
which the next morning they carry to a 
place called Mina, the place, they fay, 
where Abraham went to offer up his fon 
Hfaac. Here they pitch their tents, and 
throw their ftones againft a little fquare 
ftone building, to thew their defiance of the 
devil. This is done at three feveral times, 
and three feveral places. Then they each 
buy a fheep, which are brought by the 
country people for that purpofe, which they 
facrifice, eating part of it themfelves, and 
giving the reit to the poor. 

- Arat, a lake of Afia, lying to the E. of 
the Cafpian Sea, from which it is diftant 
above 200 miles. It isbut lately difcovered, 
tho” above 300 miles inlength, and in fome 
places 150 in breadth. Several rivers, 
which were formerly thought to run into 
the Cafpian Sea, are now found to runinto 
this lake. It lies between 58 and 62 of E. 
ton. and between 42 and 47 of N, lat. in 
the country of the independent Tartars. 

AR AMONT,atown of France, in Langue- 
doc, feated on the river Rhone, five miles 
W. of Avignon, and 15 8. E. of Uxes.

* Aran, a valley among the Pyrenean 
mountains, which is croffed by the river 
Garonne, before it enters the territory of 
Cominges.

Ararat, a high mountain of Afia, in 
Armenia, where they pretend Noah’s ark 
refted.

though feveral attempts have been made. 

* ARASstI, a maritime, populous, and 
trading town of Italy, in the territory of 
Genoa, three miles S. W. of Albinguay, 
and 37 E. of Ventimiglia, Lon. 7, 20. E.

* Arava, a fortrefs of Upper Hungary, 
in acounty, and on ariver of the fame 
name, 72 miles N. W. of Caffovia. Lon,

The'trade is 
greatly diminifhed fince the building of 
Peterfburg, to which the fhps fail through 
the Baltick Sea.

here; though many are of a different opi- 
nion, arifing from the uncertainty where 
the garden of Eden was placed. But be 
that as it will, arts and fciences were early 
cultivated here; though they are thought 
to come originally from Egypt: but all the 
confiderable religions now known had their 
firft beginning in Affa; and there are ftill 
a great number of people who maintain 
their ancient tenets, which, according to 

them, 
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them, are a hundred thoufand years old. 
‘They have one fort of religion in China, 


and another in India, whofe priefts are the 


Bramins ; not to mention the Jews, Chrif- 
tians, and Mahometans, whofe beginnings 
are fufficiently known to all the world. 
This was the feat of feveral ancient em- 
pires, or monarchies; fuch as that of the 
Affyrians, Medes, Peifians, and Greeks. 
It is 4740 miles in length from the Dar- 
danels on the W. to the Eaftern thore of 
Tartary; and 4380 in breadth from the 
moft fouttiern part of Malacca, to the moft 
northern cape of Nova Zembla. It may be di- 
vided into ten great parts, namely, Turky in 
Afia, Arabia, Perfia, the Mogul’s empire, 
with the Two Peninfulas of India, Thibet, 
China, and Corea, Great and Little Bocha- 
ria, with Carazm, Litde and Great Tartary, 
Siberia, and the iflands. The governments 
of Afia are generally monarchical; and 
Turky, Perfia, the Mogul’s empire, Thibet, 
and China, are fubjeét to fingle monarchs ; 
but the reft divided among feveral fove- 
reigns ; fo that there are reckoned feven 
emperors, thirty kings, befides petty princes 
and the rajas of India, which are very nu- 
merous. With regard to the extent of 


their religions, the Coriftian is but fmall in 


refpect of the Mahometan, which compre- 
hends one-third of Afia; and the Pagan is 
about twice as much extended as the Ma- 
hometan. Befides thefé fome pretend there 
is the natural religion, which has about 
as many followers as the Chriftian. The 
languages ace fo many and fo various, 
that it is impoffible to enumerate them ; 
but the chief are the Turkifh, the Grecian, 
the Arabick, the Chinefe, the Perfian, and 
the Old Indian. In fhort, every country 
and ifland has almoft a diftin@ language. 
Befides the animals we have in Europe, there 


_ are lions, leopards, tigers, camels, elephants, 


rhinocerofes, and many others. There are 
feveral great lakes; but the principal are 
the Cafpian Sea, which is 2000 miles in 
circumference, and the lake Aral, which is 
about half as much, and has not been long 
knowntothe Europeans. As for the rivers. 
J fhall not mention them here, but refer to 
their proper places,

cultivated fields. It was divided ED the 
Euphrates into two equal parts that com- 
miunicated by a ftone-bridge 626 feet in 
Jength, and 3c broad. The Tower of 
Babel, within this city, was built in a fquare 
form, 460 cubits high; and the circumfe- 
rence at the bottom 4 or gooo. The hang- 
ing gardens at Babylon were fuch a prodi- 
gious work, that they paffed for one of the 
feven wonders of the world; four of them 
contained each four acres ofland, and were 
fupported by vaft columns at the top of a 
palace 2,500 paces in circumference; they 
were difpofed in the form of an amphi-

theatre. The walls of Babylon were alfo 
fo aftonifhing, that thefe alfo paffed for one 
of the feven wonders; they were built of 
bricks and bitumen; 50 miles in circumfe- 
rence, 200 feet high, and go thick. There 
was alfo a temple confecrated to Belus, 
whofe magnificence correfponded with the 


grandeur of the city, firft the capital of — 


the Affyrian empire, and afterwards that 
of the kingdom of Babylon founded by Na- 
bonaffer,

There 
is fcarce a merchant in the Eaft-Indies but 
has one of. thefe Banians totake care of his 
accounts.

They marry 
their children very young, feldom ftaying 
till they are 12 years of age. 

Banjar, ariver in the ifland of Borneo, 
in the Eaft-Indies, in the mouth of which 
there is a town, where our Eaft-India com- 
pany havea factory. 

BanxkisH, a province of Afia, in the 
dominions of the Great Mogul, and in the 
N. part of the peninfula on this fide the © 
Ganges. 

Banks or NewFounDLAND, are well 
known for the great fifhery catried on there. 
They are fo frequented by moft of the 
European nations, that 4or 590 fail of fhips 
are loaded with cod-fith bere every year 5 
and the feafon continues from the foring to 
the autumn. That which is called the 
Great Bank is the largeft fhoal of fand yet_ 
known in the ocean ; but not at all dan- 
gerous. | 

Bantam, a large town of Afia, in the 
Eaft-Indies, and the moft powerful of the 
ifland of Java, being capital of a kingdom 
of the fame name, with a good harbour, 
and a fortified caftle. It is divided into 
two towns, feparated by a river, and one 
of them inhabited by Chinefe. The Enghith 
and Danes had factories here till 1682, 
when they were forced away by the in- 
trigues of the Dutch. The only produce 
is pepper, of which the Dutch export vaft 
quantities every year, they being the only 
Europeans that have footing here ; and are. 
fo powerfu!, that they have depofed the 
kings of the ancient race, and fuffer nothing 
to be done in this hingdom but what they 
pleafe.

Batavia, a handfome, large, and very 
ftrong town of Afia, in the ifland of Java, 
and kingdom of Bantam ; the capital of all 
the Dutch fettlements and colonies in the 
Eaft Indies. The fort, or citadel, is built 
ata little diftance from the town, of ftone, 
brought from Europe, Befides this, they 
have other forts about the city, to de 
fend it from all infults, In general the 
place is very beautiful, and built with white 
ftone; and they have canals in the principal 
ftreets, planted on each fide wish ever- 
green trees. Batavia contains a prodigious 
number of inhabitants, of every nation and 
country in thefe parts ; particularly a great 
number cf Chinefe, till many thoufands of 
them were maffacred in cold blood in 1741, 
and their wealth confifcated by the Dutch. 
It is the refidence of the general governor 
of all the Dutch colonies in the Eaft-Indies, 
who continues but three years, and is re- 
placed by another, fent by the United Pro- 
vinces. It has a handfome hofpital and 
arfenal ; and all the goods brought from 
other parts of the Eaft Indies are laid up 
here till they are exported to the places of 
their deftination. There is always. a fleet 
here, fufficient to maintain their power 
in thefe parts, and hinder other nations from 
molefting their trade, particularly in fpices, 
which they have all to themfelves The 
harbour is excellent, and feated on the N, 
E, part of the ifand,S.E, of Sumatra, and

deferve, though the ftreets are vaftly long 
and broad, in which markets are Kept 
for cows, cotton, elephants teeth, and 
European ware: It was formerly very clofe 
built, and very populous, as appears from 
the ruins of the houfes; but at prefent 
they ftand widely diftant from each other ; 
are all built witb clay walls, and-covered 
with reeds, ftraw, or leaves, having no 
ftone in the ccuntry- The women here are 
kept greatly in fubjection; for, befides 
their houthold affairs, they are obliged to 
attend the markets, and till the ground. 
The king’s court, which makes a principal 


| part of the town, is feated in a very large 


plain, with no other houfes near it 5 but 
has nothing remarkable, except the extent 
of ground on which it fands. The river 
of Benin is extremely large and wide at 
the mouth ; but how tar it extends up the 
country, is not certainly known, The 
land about it is low and marfhy, and its 
banks adorned with great numbers of trees ¢ 
upon this account it is infefted with muf- 
quitoes, which are extremely troublefome 
to ftrangers, and fting them fo, feverely, 
that their faces can hardly be known by 
their acquaintance. It is a very fatal country 
to the Europeans ; for no fhips ever arrive 
here, without lofing a great part of their 
company. The natives drefs all alike with | 
a long cloth wrapped about their middle, 
which only differs in goodnefs, according 
to their quality: but the children all go 
naked ; the boys till they are twelve years 
of age, and the girls till they are fit for 
marriage The men have as many wives 
as their circumftances will allow ; and take 
care to keep them from their own country 
men; but are fo far from jealoufy of the 
Europeans, that they will often bring them 
into their company, and leave them behind. 
If a negro lies with another man’s wife, 
and is found out, he forfeits all his goods 
to the hufband, and the wife is punifhed 
feverely with a cudgel. The cuftom of 
circumcifion is here univerfally prattifed, 
though there is no other reafon to be given 
for it, than that their anceftors have done 
it before them. The government of this 
country is vefted in the king, and three 
great men under him ; and each province 
has its particular governor,, They bave a 
fort of religion; but it is fo abfurd and 
K perplexed 
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perplexed, that it is almoft impoffible to 
defcribe it: however, it is certain that 
every thing extraordinary is efteemed as a 
god, and they make offerings to it, accord- 
ingly. Thefe are fometimes a few boiled 
yams mixed with oi], which they lay before 
the image; fometimes they offer a cock ; 
but the idol muft be contented with the 
blood, for they eat the ficth themfelves. 
They havea fort of fabbath every fifth 
day, which the great men obferve by kill- 

ing cows, fheep, and goats; and others 
arecontented with dogs, cats, and chickens; 
but whatever is then killed, is diftributed 
to the poor. The animals are th# fame 
here as in other parts. of Guinea, as well 
as the reftof the productions of this country. 

They have fome forts of manufactures, 
and are particularly {kilful in weaving and 
dying, their cloths being made of cotton, 

which grows here in great plenty; and

Brastt, a large country of S, America, 
with the title of a principality, which is 
given to the prefumptive heir of the crown 
of Portugal, The moft Eafern part of 
South America is comprehended under this 
name, and: lies between the equinodtial 
line and the tropic of Capricorn, being 
about 1560 miles in length, and 1000 in 
breadth ; but, meafuring along the ceaft, 
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itis near 2c00 miles long, and is bordered 


with mountains that open from time to 
time, and form good harbours, where vef- 
fels may lye in fafety. It was difcoveied 
by chance in 1500; for Alvarez Cabral, a 
Portuguefe, was forced upon it by a tem- 
peft; and the kings of Portugal have con- 
tinued mafters of it ever fince. Sometime 
after the revolt of the United Provinces, . _ 
‘rom the King of Spain, the Dutch crove 
away the Spaniards, to whom it then be- 
lonced; but the Portuguefe, in their turn, 
obliged the Dutch to leave it in 1655. 
The air of thiscountry, though within the 
torrid zone, is pretty temperate and whole- 
fome; infomuch tha: people live there a 
long while. The waters in gencral are 
very good, and the foil fertile and excellent : 
there comes more fugar from thence, than 
all other parts of the world: befides this, 
it produces tobacco, Indian corn, feveral 
forts of fruits, and medicinal drugs. The 
wood broug!it from Brafii], and hence fo 
called, is of very great ufe in dying red; 
and, within the country, there is gold, : 
and feveral foits of precious ftones: like- 
wife the cattle, carried over from Europe, 
increafe prodigioufly, infomuch that there 
is no want of provifions. They have feveral 
forts of animals not known in Europe; 
and among the reft, a bird called Colibri, 
whofe body is not much larger than that of 
a May-bug, and it fings as harmonioufly as 
anightingale; it is a perfe& beauty, and 
the neck is of fuch a lively red, that it 
might be miftaken for a ruby; the belly, 
and the upper part of the wings, are of the 
colour of gold, and the thighs are as 
green ag an emerald; the legs and bill are 
as black as polifhed ebony, and the eyes 
refemble two oval diamonds, being of the 
colour of burnifhed fteel; the head is 
green, with a mixiure of gold, and of a 
furprizing luftre ; that of the cock is adorned _ 
witha fmall tuit: it is almoft impoffible to 
conceive how fo fmall a bird can have fo 
loud anote. The Portuguefe chiefly inha- 
bit the fea-coaft, for they have not pene- 
trated far into the country, The inland 
parts are full of people of different lan- 
guages; but they all agree in wearing no- 
fortof cloaths. They are of acopper. colour,

Bristot, a fea port town, which is 
partly in Gloucefterthire, and partly in So- 
merfetfhire, with a bifhop’s fee. Itis now 
accounted the fecend town or city in Enge 
land, both with regard to its magnitude, 
riches, and trade. It has 18 churches, be- 
fides its cathedral, and feveral meetings 
for Proteftant Diffenters, among which the 
Quakers are a large body. The moft re- 
markable church, befides the cathedral, is 
St. Mary Radcliff, juft without the walls, 
in the county of Somerfet, which fome 
think is the fineft parifh church in the king- 
dom. There is a bridge over the river 
Avon, with houfes on each fide, like thofe 
which London b idge lately had. They 
have an exchange like that of London, 
which was opened in September 1743. 
The key is on the river Froome, a little 
above its confluence with the Avon, over 
which there is a draw-bridge, for the ad- 
mittance of fhips that come up with the 
tide; and chis leads to the College-Green, 
where the cathedral flands. They have a 
prodigious trade; for it is reckaned they 
fend 2000 thips yearly to feveral parts of 
the world. Here are no lefs than 15 glafs- 
houfes, they having plenty of coal from 
King’s-wood and Mendip-hills. The hot- 
well is reforted to for the cure of feveral 
difeafes, and is about a mile from the 
town, on the fide of the river Avon, St. 
Vincent’s Rock, above this well, is noted 
for a fort of foft diamonds, called Briftol- 
ftones, Befides this well, there is a cold 
fpring, which gufhes out of a rock on the 
fide-of the faid river, that fupplies the cold 
baih. There are feveral manufactures, 

particu- 
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particularly woollen ftuffs, carried on by the 
French refugees, From the College-Green 
there is a delightful profpe@ over the city 
and harbour, and in it ftands a ftately 
high crofs of Gothic ftru@ure, decorated 
with the effigies of feveral of the kings of 
England, Near Queen’s-fquare, which is 
adorned with rows of trees, and an eque. 
ftrian flatue of K. William III, ftands the 
cuftom-houfe. The number of houfes are 
computed at 13000, and the inhabitants at 
95,000. The walls have been demolithed 
a long time ago ; but there are feveral gates 
yet flanding, They ufe fledges or fleds, in- 
ftead of carts, becaufe the vaults of the 
common fhorés will sot admit them. It 
has two markets, on Wednefdays and Sa- 
turdays, and two fairs, on St. James’s day, 
and January 25. It fends two members 
to parliament, and has the title of an earl- 
com, It is 35 miles W. S, W, of Ciren- 
cefter, 50 S. of Hereford, 1095S. of Shrewf- 
bury, 145 S. of Chefter, 78 N. E. of Exe- 
ter, 36S, S. W. of Gloucefter, 62,5 S. W.

The trade and manufacture of 
the inhabitants is in camblets, laces, and 
fine tapeftry, which are exported all over 
Europe. It was bombarded by the French 
in 1695, by which 4000 houfes were 
burnt, which, however, were rebuilt bet- 
ter than before.

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cipitation. It was taken by the French in 
1746 but was rendered back again foon 
after by the treaty of Aix la Chapelle.

The Turks took it again 
in 1529, and it was afterwards befieged 
feveral times by the Chriftians to no pur- 
pofe, till 1686, when it was taken by the 
Germans, commanded by the duke of Lor- 
rain, fince which time it has continued in 
the hands of the houfe of Auftria.

Here are the beft workmen in all Turky, 
and are excellent imitators of the tapeftry of 
Italy and France, This place is in general 
very pleafant, and the quarter of the Ba- 
zars is particularly well paved and neat, It 
contains above 40,000 Turks, 400 families 
of Jews, 500 of Armenians, and 300 of 
Greeks. None but Muffelmen are permitted 
to dwellinthe city; but the fuburbs, which 
are vaitly finer and better peopled, are 
filed with Jews, Armenians, and Greeks. 
The Jews came hither.from Granada in 
Spain, and fpeak good Spanith to this day.

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has three or four grand gates, of excellent 
workmanfhip ; but the ftreets are very nar- 
row, and look like fo many lanes. The 
fineft houfes are built round a court, in 
which they make the beft appearance ; but 
there are few or no windows next the 
fireet, which render them very difagreeable 
to ftiangers, There are a great number of 
mofques, fome of which are very magnifi- 
cent; but the moft remarkable of all is that 
of Sultan Haffan, built at the foot of the 
caftle-hill. The caftle itfelf ands upon a 
rock, and is walled round. To the weft of 
the caltle are the remains of fome very 
grand apartments, covered with domes, 
and adorned with Mofaic pictures of trees 
and houfes: they are now ufed for weav- 
ing and embroidering. Still higher is Jofeph’s 
‘iall, whence there is a moft delightful 
profpe& over the city, the pyramids, and 
all the country round. It was probably 
a terrace to that magnificent room which 
is HOW open on the top, and is adorned 
with very, large beautiful pillars of red 
granite. There are feveral public bagnios, 
which are very handfome within, and are 
ufed as places of refrefhmentand diverfion, 
efpecially for the women, who go there 
twice a week; but the wives of great-:men 
are deprived of this pleafure, by having 
baths athome. This city is exceeding po- 
pulous ; feveral families living in one houfe, 
and anumber of people in each room ; for 
this reafon, in the bufy time of the day, 
the ftreets are fo crowded, that it is difficult 
to pafs along, 


The women have greater 
‘liberty here than in other parts of Turky ; 
and there are particular fireets, where the 
courtezans fit at the doors, richly dreffed, 
to invite in cuftemers. Here are likewife 
many khans, or carravanfaries, three 
Rories high, for lodging firangers. The 
Calif is a canal which. conveys the waters 
of the Nile into the city ; it is 15 or 20 feet 
broad, and houfes built on each fide of it. 
As foon as the water begins to rife, they 
clofe the mouth of the canal with earth, 
and piacea mark, to fhew the time when

\ New Albion, and took poffeftion of jt in 
the name of Queen Elizabeth, In fummer 
the heats are very violent along the coafts, 
‘for it feldom rains during that feafon 3 but 
up the country the air is more temperate. 
In winer the rains are exceffive ; and, 
when they are over, there is a great dew 
every morning, It is very healthy 5 for 
ftrangers, who have been there for five 
years together, never had any ficknefs. It 
abounds with wide extended plains, plea- 
fant valleys, and excellent pafivres, full of 
Aine (prings ; the rivers and rivulets are be- 
fet with willows, reeds, and wild vines. 
In fhort California is very fruitful, and has 


feveral trees and fruits peculiar to the coun.. 


try. They have fourteen forts of grain, 

which the inhabitants feed upon 3 and they 

make bread of the roots of trees and plants. 

Some of the trees, it is faid by the Jefuits, 

bear fruit thrice a-year, They have two 
Bf 
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kinds of four-footed animals peculiar to the 
country. One of which is about the fize 
of a calf of two years-old, with a head like 
a ftag, and horns like a ram; their hair 
is long, and the hoofs like oxen. ‘The 
other are a kind of theep, fome white and 
others black; but they differ from the 
European in feveral refpects, The other 
animals are like thofe of Mexico. The ins: 
land country, efpecially northward, is very 
populous ; but they have no houfes, for 
they live in a fort of arbours, made of the 
boughs of trees, in fummer ; and in winter 
they creep into caves dug in the earth. The 
men go quite naked ; except a piece of fine 
linen about their heads; and they have 
ornaments made of fhells, mixed with little 
round berries, about their neck and arms. 
Uheir weapons are bows, arrows, and 


javelins, which they always carry in their 


bands ; for they are often at war with each 
other, The women .wear a fort of apron 
made of plaited reeds, and cover their 


fhoulders with the {kins of beafts, witha © 


fort of net-work on their heads. They have 
alfo necklaces and bracelets like the men : 
they make thefe ornaments of a kind of 
grafs; as alfo bags for different ufes, and 
fifhing-nets : with this grafs they alfo make 
cups, plates, difhes, ‘and fometimes ume 
brellas for women, They have no form of 
government, and very little religion, They 
are of a red copper colour, with coarfe 
black hair, and no beards like the reft of 
the native Americans, The Jefuits pretend 
they have made many converts here 3 but 
this may be doubted, if they are like the 
Americans in other places. If this country 
can be faid to belong to any, it muft be to 
the Spaniards ; becaufe no other people have 
ever made any {tay here.

It is a very fertile and populous 
country ; and the inhabitants are induftri- 
ous, active, and ingenious. The trade 
confifts principally in corn, fheep, very 
fine wool, and fine linen-cloth.

CamBringe, thecounty-town of Cam- 
bridgethire, with the title of a duchy, and 
an univerfity, which is one of the moft 
ancient and flourifhing in Europe, and it is 
thought to have been founded during. the 
Saxon tieptarchy. The town confifts of 
14 parifhes, and is governed by a mayor, 
recorder, a bailiff, and a town-clerk, 12 
aldermen, and 24. common-council; and 
the mayor, when he enters upon his office, 
takes an oath. to maintain ‘the privileges, 
liberties, and cuftoms of the univerfity, to 
which he isfubfervient. Its fituation is 
low, and confequently the air is not fo 
Sood as that of Oxford, Jt has a market 
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on Wednefdays and Saturdays, and a very: 
large fair, called Sturbich, is held, about 
a mile from the town, en September 13, 
which lafts 14 days, and is famous for hops, 
leather, wool, cheefe, and many other 
commodities : another fair is held on Mid- 
fummer-day, for horfes, earthen ware, 
and wood, which holds feven'days. ‘The 


town fends two members to parliament, 


and there are alfo two fent by the univerfity, 
It confifts of 16 colleges and halls, and 
about 1500 ftudents. It has about 2500 
middling houfes, and the inhabitants are 
computed at 6000. The ftreets are gene- 
rally narrow, tho” pretty well paved, yet 
lying low, makes them very dirty. Inthe 
midft of the-market place is a very good 
conduit continually running and a naviga- 
ble river runs through the town from Lynn ‘ 
but is a dull place for trade.

pany. It was difcovered by John and 
Sebaftian Cabot, father and fon, in 1497. 
This country in general is pretty good ; 
but the winter continues for fix months 
very fevere. The land that is cleared of 
trees is very fertile, and the wheat fowed 
in May is reaped the latter end of Augutt. 
Pulfe in general, and efpecially peafe, thrive 
very well, and are very good, The woods 
are full of wild vines, game, and animals 

peculiar to N. America ; but the beaver is 
the moft ufeful and curious of them all, 
The rivers and Jakes are full of fifth, and 
there are a great number of trees unknown 
in Europe. Canada turpentine is greatly 
efteemed for its balfamic qualities, and for 
the diforders of the breaft and ftomach. 
The original natives of this country fpeak 
four different languages, and may be di- 
vided into as many different tribes, viz. 
the Sioufe, the Algongiere, the Hautonne, 
and that of the Efkimaux. Moft of them 
live a wandering life, and maintain them- 
felves by hunting, Their complexion is of 
ared copper colour, like the reft of the 
Americans, with coarfe hair, and no beards, 
except the Efkimaux, who are a hairy, 
cruel, favage nation. They are very fond 
of brandy, and, when they are drunk, they 
become almoft mad. They all feem to 
worfhip the fun, and acknowledge tutelary 
gods, as well as the Firft Being. Their wars 
are bloody, and at prefent they m:ke ufe 
of fire-arms, The French inhabitants are 
about 30,000, who have a governor, an 
intendant, and a bifhop. Quebec is the | 
capital town; which was taken by the 
Englith on the 18th of September in the 
year 1759; at the fiege of which the brave 
General Wolfe loft his life, but not before, 
he perceived that the Englith forces were 
vidorious. The whole country was after- 
wards reduced and ceded to the Englifh by 
the peace of 1763. 

Canat Royat, or, The Canal of Lan- 
guedoc, fo called, becaufe it paffes through |

They 
are fuch obfervers of their laws, that a 
robbery or murder is fcarce ever heard of 
among them, None but the principal men | 
are fuffered to ride upon horfes, mules, or 
elephants; and therefore the common pco- | 
ple make ufe of oxen, or buffaloes.

harbour of Candia is now fit for nothing 
but boats : however, the walls of the town 
are yet ftanding, which are pretty ftrong ; 
and it is the fee of a Greek archbifhop. 
Here are fome Greeks, a few Jews, and 
fome Armenians, befides three or four 
French families, with a vice-conful. It 
was taken by the Turks in 1669, after 
above athree years fiege. It wag attempted — 
to be retaken by the Venetians ‘in 1692, 
but without effet. The produ of this 
ifland is corn, wine, oil, wool, filk, and 
excellent honey.

* Caravaceca, or Tut Cross oF 
Caravacca, a town of Spain, feated 
among the mountains near the river Segura, 
in Murcia, on the confines of Andalufia 
and New Caftile. They pretend to have a 
crofs here, which was brought by an angel 
to a prieft, who was going to fay mafs to 
a Moorifh king.

Caravans generally confit of a great 
number of merchants, with their camels and 
horfes, on which they carry their mer- 
chandize to diftant countries, They chiefly 
travel in this manner for their mutual de- 
fence, efpecially when they pafs over the 

farts of Arabia and Africa: fome go 
from Ruffia to China, from Perfia to India, 
and many other places, in ail which it 
would be dangerous to travel in fmall com- 


‘panies. 


CARAVANSARAIS, ate a fort of public 
inns built on great roads, for accommo. 
dation of caravans ; there being no inns for 
paffengers as in Europe. Some of thefe 
are very magnificent; and there are peo- 
ple who attend, to accommodate travellers; 
there is, however, no furniture, and in 
fome places no other provifions but what 
the caravans bring with them. There are. 
many of thefe in the greattowns of Afia 
and Africa, efpecially in the Turkifh and 
Perfian dominions. They are generally 
built in the form of a fquare, and round a 
quadrangle, like a college. 

Carson, anciently the Alpheus, one of 
the principal rivers of the Morea, in Euros 
pean Turky. 

Car cAssone, an ancient and confider- 
able town of France, in Lower Languedoc, 
with a bifhop’s fee. It is divided into the 
Higher and Lower town by the river Aude, 
In the Upper there is a ftrong caftle and 

the cathecral ¢ hurch, The Lower is a'’moft 
iquaie, 
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fquare, and very regularly built, They 
have manufactures of all forts of cloth, 
which makes the inhabitants very rich. It

‘Carpirr, a town of 8, Wales, in Gla- 
morganfhire, with two markets, on Wed- 
mefdays and Saturdays, and three fairs, on 
June 29, September 8, and November 30, 
for cattle. It is feated on the river Tave, 
Over which there is a handfome bridge, 
and is a large, compact, well-built town, 
having a caftle, a wall, and four gates, 
dt has a confiderable trade with Briftol ; for 
veffels of fmall burden may come to the 
bridge. At prefent it has but one church, 
the water having deftroyed the other. The 
conftable of the caftle is the chief magiftrate, 
whom they call mayor : befides him, there 
are two bailiffs, a recorder, 12 aldermen, 
32 common -council-men, 2 ferjeants at 
mace, and 8 conftables. It contains two 
parifhes, and about 300 houfes, formed in- 
to broad paved ftreets. Here the affizes 
and feffions for the county are held ; and 
it fends one member to parliament. Near 
it are fome iron-works. It is 12 miles E.

CARDIGAN, a principal town of Car- 
diganfhire in S$, Wales, with a market on 
Saturdays, and four fairs, viz. on Feb. 13, 
and April 5, for fmall horfes and pedlar’s 
ware 5 Sept. 8, and Nov. 19, for the fame 
and cattle. It is pleafantly fituated on the 
river Tivy, over which there isa handfome 
ftone-bridge with feveral arches. It is the 
fhire-town where the affizes are held, and 
the county goal kept. The fhire-hall is 
well built ; and it fends one member to 
parliament, and has the title of an earldom, 
It is 33 miles N. E. by E. of St, David’s, 
and 198 W.N. W. of London, Lon, 4.

than in other parts of Wales: and to the

CarIBBEES, the original inhabitants 
of the Caribbee iflands, now almoft rooted 
out, except in fome not poffcffed by the 
Europeans.

They are of amelancholy, thought- 
ful, and idle difpofition, and generally live 
a long while.

Befides thefe 
cat-a-mountains, wild cats, 
wolves, a fort of tygers, beavers, otters, 
mufk rats, poffums, racoons, minxes, 
water-rats, a kind of rabbits, elks, different 
from the European, ftags, fallow deer, 
feveral forts of fquirrels, foxes, and two 
forts of rats. The birds are fo numerous, 
that it would be tedious even to mention 
their names 3 and there are many forts of 


_ fith, quite unknown in thefe parts of the 


world, Their fruits and trees are much 
the fame as in Virginia, and they have fome 
of the beft kind of fruits tranfplanted from 
Evrope, which thrive very well. The 
native Americans are of the fame fhape, 
colour, and ftature, asin other parts of 
America; they being all of a red copper 
complexion, with coarfe black hair, and no 
beards: and here, as in other places, each 
man has feveral wives. The other com- 
modities of Carolina not yet mentioned, 
are corn, naval ftores, and fkins; which 
Jatt they purchafe of the native Americans. 

CARPATHIAN MounTaIns, are thofe 
which divide vel gs and Tranfylvania 
from Poland,

The moft remarkable 
tree in this ifland is the tallipot, one of 
whofe leaves will cover ten men, and Keep 
them from the rain: they are very light, 
and travellers carry them from place to 
piace, and ufe them inftead of tents. The 
inhabitants are divided into feveral tribes, 
from the nobleman down to the makers of 
mats, and all the children follow the fame 
bufinefs as their fathers 5; nor is it lawful to 
marry intoany othertribe, They haveeacha 
particular mark of diftin@tion in their drefs ; 
but tho” they pretend to be great admirers 
Their 
religion is idolatry; and though they ac- 
knowledge a fupreme God, they worfhip 
none but the inferior fort, and among thefe 
they reckon the fun and moon. Their pa- 
gods, or temples, are very numerous, in 
which there are images, well executed, tho’ 
their figures are monftrous: fome are of 
filver, others of copper, &c. The different 


forts of gods have various priefts, who have | 


all fome privileges. Their houfes are 
{mall and low, with walls made of hurdles, 
fmoothly Sov ce with clay, and,the roofs 
thatched. They have no chimnéys, and 
their furniture is only a few earthen vefiels, 
with two copper bafons, and two or three 
ftools 5 none but the king being allowed to 
fitin achair. With regard to eating, they 
are generally contented with rice and falt, 
and their common drink is water, which 
they pout into their mouths out of a veffel 
throwgh the fpout, never 
touching it with their lips... There are in- 
fcriptions on the rocks, which muf be very 
‘ancient, for they are notunderftood by any 
of the prefent inhabitants. The Dutch are

Cuitt, a large country and kingdom of S.

It was difcovered by Don Diego d’ Almagro

The colour of their fkin 
is that of a red copper, as in all other parts 
of America; and, fince the introduction 
of horfes by the Europeans, they feldom 
travel without one, there being fuch a pro- 
digious plenty of them, Some would have 
Chili extend as far as Cape Horn, but very 
improperly. It is bounded on the W. by 
the S. Sea, and on the E. by that prodi- 
gious ridge of mountains called the Andes,

Some pretend it is bounded with- 
out the great wall by the empire of Rufha, 
but improperly ; for that country has always 
been known by the name of Tartary, tho’ 
it is now in the Chinefe dominions, [ft ts 
about 2000 miles in length, from N. to §. 
and 1500 jin breadth, from E, to W. and 
is divided into 16 provinces, which contain 
155 towns of the firft rank, 1312 of the 
fecond, befides 2357 fortified towns; in all 
which there may be about 50,000,000 of 
people. There are feveral large rivers, 
and where thefe are wanting, there are 
artificial canals, for the more ready com- 
munication and trading from one part to 
another; for they are all made navigable 
for large barks. It is generally a plain 
champaign country, and they fearce let an 
inch of greund remain unoccupied 5 for the 
hills are cut into feveral fiages, or flories, 
from the bottom to the-top, that the rain 
may water them all pretty equally, and 
render them more fruitful. Even the moun- 
tains are cultivated and covered with trees3 
and there are mines of iron, tin, copper, 
quick filver, gold, and filver. There are 
corn and pulfe of all fdrts, efpecially rice 5 
and there are’ a great number of Gimples, 
and feveral trees and fruits proper to the 
country, particularly one tree produces 
peafe, very little differant from thofe of 
Europe; another beais a kind of gum, 
which makes excellent’ varnifh; and a. 
third bears white berries, of the fize of a

ufe the fame, 
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hazel-nut, whofe pulp is nothing but a fort 
of tallow, of which they make candles ; 
and a fourth, called the white-wax tree, 
produces white fhining wax, of much 
greater value than the common bees-wax. 
The bamboo cane gtows to the height, of 
an ordinary tree 5 and, though it is hollow 
within, yet the wood is very hard, and 
proper for many ufes, fuch as pives to con- 
vey. water, boxes, bafkets, and for the 
making of paper, after it is reduced into a 
fort of pafte. It is now well known to all 
Europe, that this is the only country from 
whence.all forts of teas are imported. The 
complexion of the Chinefe is a fort of 
tawney, and they have large foreheads, 
fooall eyes, fhort nofes, large ears, long 
beards, and black hairs; and thofe are 
thought to be moft handfome who are moft 


buiky, The women afe& a great deal of: 


modefty, and are remarkable for their little 
feet. The men endeavour to make'as pom- 
pous an appearance as poffible, when they 
gO abroad; and yet their houfes are but 
mete and low, confitting only of a ground 

floor. They are addifed to all forts of 
learning, particularly to arts and fciences. 
The government of this empire is abfolute, 


and the emperor has a privilege cf naming | 


his fucceffor;. but the chief mandarin has 
permiffion to remind him of his faults. He 
Jooks upon his fubjets as-his children, and 
pretends to govern them with a fatherly 
affeQion, There is no country in the 
world where the inhabitants are fo cere- 
monious as here; and yet, notwithfand- 
ing their feeming fincerity, they cheat as 
much in-thein dealings as in the moft un- 
civilized countries. tis certain that their 
empire is very ancient, and they themfelves 
pretend it has exited many thoufand years 
before our zra of Noah’s flood. However, 
it is generally allowed to have continued 
A0co years without interruption,’ hough they 
have had twenty two different families on 
the throne. The laft family, now reigning, 
is that of the Tartars, who conquered 
China in 1640, Their religion is Paganifm, 
and the fect of Fo is the principal. They 
allow polygamy, and keep their wives pret- 
ty clofe, Their writing is very particular ; 
for every letter is a word, and confequertly 
they have as many letters, or charaéters, as 
words in their language: Bur, what is 
moft remaikable, ic is faid the Japanete 
and unterftand them. very 
though their language is quite dif-

The women pafs among the Turks for very 
great beauties, their complexion being ex- 
tremely fine, The men are not jealous ; 
for they allow their wives all imaginable 
liberties. Thefe, in the fummer, wear 
nothing but a fhift open down to the naval 5 
but, in the winter they have furred gowns, 
like the Ruffians, They are very fond of 
necklaces, which confit of ftrings of pearls, 
or coloured glafs. It is not a little furprifing 
that the men fhould be fo ugly, and the 
women fo extremely handfome, Their re-

The 
greateft part of the inhabitants are negroes, 
going almoft naked, worfhipping the fun, 
moon and ftars, befides animals of different 
kinds. But the Portugwefe have made a 
great number of converts, fuchas they are. 
Congo, properly fo called, is about 150 
miles in length along the coaft, and 372 in 
breadth. From March to September is cal- 
led the winter feafon, when it rains almoft 
every day ; and the fummer is from October 
to March, and then the weather is always 
ferene. The inhabitan’s are fkilful in weav- 
ing cotton cloth, which ferve them to hide 
their nakednefs ; and they trade in flaves, 
ivory, caffia, and tamarinds. This country 
contains vaft numbers of elephants, whofe 
teeth are prodigioufly large. The river 
Zaire is full of crocodiles, and fea and river

Some fay there are gold mines 
here, but that the inhabitants do not 
Know how to work them, Their current 
money is fea-fhelis.

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ing at the eaftern extremity of Romania, and 
capital of the Ottomanempire. It is feated 
‘on a fmall neck of land, which advances 
towards Natolia, from which it is feparated 
by achannel of a mile in breadth. The fea 
of Marmora wabhes its walls on the S. and a 
gulph of the channel of Conftantinople does 
the fame on the N._ It is delightfully fitu- 
ated between the Black-Sea and the Archi- 
pelago, from whence it is fupplied with all 
meceffaries. Conftantine tie Great, being 
obliged to refide in the Eaft, chofe this place 
for his abode, and rebuilc it after the model 
of Rome. It was taken by the Turks in 
May 1453, who have kept poffefiion of it 
ever fince. The Grand Seignior’s palace, 
ealled the Seraglio, is feated on the fea-fide, 
‘and is furrounded with walls flanked with 
towers, and feparated from the city by 
canals. It is faid the barbour will eafily 
hold 1200 fhips. The number of houtes 
muft needs be prodigious, fince one fire has 
burnt down 30,000 in a day, without great- 
ly changing the afpeat of the city. However, 
in general, they are but mean, efpecially on 
the out-fide, where there are few or no win- 
dows, and the ftreets being narrow, gives 
them a melancholy look. They reckon 
that there are 3770 ftreets, fmall and great ; 
but they are feldom or never clean ; and the 
people are infefted with the plague almoft 
every year. The inhabitants are half Turks, 
two thirds of the other half Chriftians, and 
the reft Jews. Here are a great number of 
ancient monuments {till remaining, and par- 
ticularly the fuburb temple of Sophia, which 
is turned into a mofque, and far furpaffes 
all the reft, The ftreet called Adrianople, 
is the longeft and broadeft in the city, and 
the Bazars, or Bezefteins, are the markets 
for felling all forts of merchandize. The 
old and the new are pretty near each other, 
and are large fquare buildings, covered with 
domes, and fupported by arches and pilafters. 
The new is the beft, and contains all forts 
of goods, which are there expofed to fale. 
“The market for flaves, of both fexes, is not 
far off, and the Jews are the principal mer- 
chants, who bring them here to be fold 

There are a great number of young girls 
brought from Hungary, Greece, Candia, 
~Ruffia, Mingrelia, and Georgia, for the fer- 
vice of the Turks, who generally buy them 
for their feraglios. The great fquare, near 
the mofque of Sultan Bajazet, is the place 
’ for public diverfions, where the jugglers and 
“ mountebanks play a great variety of tricks. 
The circumference of this city is by fume 
faid to be 15 miles, and by Mr. Tournefort 
*2'3 miles ; to which, if we add the fuburbs, 


it may be 34 miles in compafs, The fuburb 
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{called Pera, is charmingly fituated, and is 
the piace where the ambaffadors of England, 
France, Venice, and Holland, refide. This 
city is builcin the form of a triangle ; and as 
the ground rifes gradually, there is a view 
of the whole town from the fea. The public 
buildings, fuch as the palaces, the mofques, 
hagnios, and caravanfaries, for the entere 
tainment of ftrangers, are many of them 
Very magniticent.

It was one of the 
moft important places in Greece, on account 
of its antiquity, its fituation on the paflage 
from Greece inte the Morea, its cattle, 
ftanding on the top of an almoft inacceffible 
rock, its harbours on the gulphs of Lepanto 
and Egina, its riches, and its architects, 
fculptures, and painters, who were the mott 
fkilfulin all Greece. It belonged to the Ve- 
netians, till it was taken by Mahomet IT. 
but they retook it in 1678; the Turks be. 
came matters of it again in 1715, and have 
kept it ever fince. It is no@@greatly decay- 
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a very extenfive plain. The circomference 
_is large, but itis not peopled in proportion 
to its extent, for there are a great many 
orchards and gardens within the walls, 
‘There are many fuperb ftru€tures, palaces, 
churches, and religious houfes, particularly 
the cathedral, which is very magnificent ; it 
was formerly a mofque, when the Moors 
poffeffed the town, for which reafon it ftill 
retains the name of Mezquita, which has 
the fame meaning. The fquare called the 
_ Plaza Major, is furrounded with very fine 
houfes, under which are piazzas. The 
trade is flourifhing on account of the river, 
and confifts of wine, filk, and Cordovian 
-leather. In the neighbourhood of this place 
are a vaft number of orange and lemon 
_trees, which renders their fruits exceeding 
cheap. The beft horfes in Spain come 
from hence.

The capital 
of the whole is Hanching, where the king 
refides.

_dancing, and in geiral refemble the 
Chinefe. Their houfes are mean, being 
covered with thatch; and they have no 
beds, but lie on the floor, They have little 
filk, and therefore make ufe of linen-cloth 
in its room. Their arms are crofs-bows, 
and very Jong fabres, or fwords. Their 
_ trade confifts in white-paper, pencils, ging- 
feng, gold, filver, iron, yellow-varnith, fowls, 
whofe tails are 3 feet long, horfes no more 
_ than 4 feet in height, fable-fkins, caftor and 
mineral falt, In general it is a fertile coun- 
try, though abounding in mountains. They 
never bury their dead till three years after 
their deceafe, but keep them clofe fhut up 
in coffins for that time. It is tributary to 
China, 
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ed, for the houfes are not contiguous, but 
intermixed with fields and gardens, which 
make it look like a village, The country 
about it abounds with corn, wine, and oil ; 
and, from the caftie above-mentioned, is one

Damascus, now called SHam, a town 
of Syria, in Afiatic Turky ; a very ancient 
place, and had once three walls, which are 
almoft entirely ruined; and of the feveral 
fuburbs which it formerly had, there re- 
mains only one, which extends three miles 
in length from N. to W. The form of this 
town is an exaét fquare, each fide being a 
mile and a half long. The extraordinary 
‘beauty of this place is owing to fevera! 
ftreams, which run a-crofs the plain of 
Damafcus, and water all the gardens, fup- 
ply the public fountains, and run into every 
houfe. The moft remarkable things are 
the caravanfaries, which confit of long 
galleries, fupported by marble pillars, and 
furrounding a large fquare court. There is 
a mofque belonging to one, which is very 
handfome, and adorned on the infide with 
columns of curious marble. The caftle is 
like a little town, having its own ftreets 

» and houfes, and the famous Damafcus fteel 
was Kept here in a magazine. The houfes 
of this place are built of wood, with their 
fronts backward, and within is a court. In 
the ftreets there is nothing to be feen but 
walls without windows, and yet the infides 
are richly adorned. The mofques are the 
handfomeft buildings, of which there are 
about 200, whereof the moft ftately was a 
Chriftian church. The only thing befides 
this, worth notice, is the (trait treet which 
runs a-crofs the city and fuburbs in a dire@ 
line ; on each fide there are fthops, where 
all forts of rich merchandifes are fold. The 
gardens are always extremely handfome; 
and they have feveral manufactures, among 
which that of fabres and knives has been 
moft famous. [t is an archbifhop’s fee, 
and contains great numbers of Chriftians 
and [ews In fhort, many would have it 
to have been the feat of paradife. It ttands 
on the river Barida, in a very fertile plain, 
r12 miles S, of Antioch, and 112.

The 
houfes are well built of flone or brick, Gx 
or feven ftories high; and the gramaries, 
containing vaft quantitics of corn and naval 
ftories, are ftill higher, to which the fhips 
lie clofe, and take in their lading. The 
arfenal is well provided, and the exchange 
is a handfome firuCture. It is reckoned 
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to contain 200,000 inhabitants, tho’ there 
died of the plague, in 1709, above 30,000 
perfons. The college? provided with very 
learned profeffors, It is faid to be under 
the protection of Poland ; but in 1706, the 
Englith, Dutch and Pruffians, entered inio 
an alliance for its proteCtion, In 1734 it 
was befieged and bombarded by the Ruf. 
fians, becaufe they would not acknowlege 
Avguftus II. for their king. King Stani 

flaus was then in the town, who finding 
means to make his efcape, it furrendered by 
capitulation in 1734. It carries ona great 
trade, particularly in corn, timber, and na- 
val ftores, which are chiefly purchafed by 
the Datch. It is faid, that in one year they 
export 700,c00 tons of corn. Ir is a free 
_ hanfeatic town, governed by its own laws, 
and own magiftraces, and all extraordinary 
affairs are decided by the council; but if 
any thing very important happens, it is 
carried before the grand chancellor of Po- 
land, orthe diet. The eftablithed religion 
is the Lutheran ; but there are Papifis, Cal- 
vinifts,and Anabaptifts, whoare all rolerat- 
ed. The magiftrates confift of 30 fena: 
tors, four of whom are burgo-mafiers : be- 
fides thefe, there are 13 confuls, who ele@ 
the burgo mafters out of their own body, 
and they likewife appoint all other officers ; 
an hundred burghers are elected to reprefent 
the peoples” grievances, to defend their pri- 
vileges, and to infpeét the adminiftration of 
the government. They coin money, with 
the king’s head on one fide, and the city- 
arms onthe other. The jurifdiGion of this 
town extends about so miles round it ; and 
they maintain a garrifon at their own ex. 
pence. Itis feated on the weftern banks of 
the river Weiffel, or Viltuia, near the Gulph 
of Angil, in the Baltick Sea; 30 miles S, 
E.of Marienburg, and 146 N. of Warlaw.

._ bufinefs of the men to make bafkets, which 
they do very neatly with canes, reeds, or 
palmeto leaves dyed of feveral colours. 
Each man has feveral wives, who live toge- 
ther in great harmony. They are greatly 
addicted to dancing to the found of a pipe 
and drum, and play a great many antic 
tricks like our tumblers. When they go 
out a-hunting, the women carry in their 
bafkets plantains, bonanoes, yams, pota- 
toes, and caffava-roots ready roafted. When 
they travel, they guide themfelves by the 
fun ; and when it does not fhine, by the 
wind. When they come to rivers, the wo- 
men and children, as well as men, fwim 
over them. They have no diftinction of 
days, or weeks, but reckon their time by 
the courfe of the moon. ‘The animals, as 
well beafts as birds, are the fame as in 
other countries of the fame climate.

EpinaurGu, thecapital city of Scotland, 
where, for fome ages before the Union, the 
kings of Scotland had their ufual refidence, 
at Holy-rood-houfe, It confifts principally 
of one ftreet with lanes, or wynds running 
from it; the ground rifing gradually from 
Holy-rood-houfe to the Canongate head, _ 
which is the fuburb, and from thence to the 
caftle, which is the higheft part of the city. 
The principal ftreet, befides this, is cailed — 
the Cowgate, and is on the S. fide of the 
other; from this feveral lanes run up the 
hill, towards the univerfity and Herriot’s- 
hofpital. From the caftle to the palace is 
ufuaily reckoned a Scotch mile in length, 
but in' breadth the city is no where above 
half amile. The houfes are built of ftone, 
and are, in the high ftreet, 6 or 7 ftories 
high, each ftory being a diftinct houfe; 
and near the Parliament-clofe they are 14 
ftories high, or upwards, but then they are 
built on the fide of a hill, and on the other 
fide they are of the common height. It has 
a lake on the N. fide, and every where elfe 
is furrounded by aftrong wall. The caftle 
is very ftrong, both by art and nature, and 
was kept by the king’s forces in the laft ree 
bellion, though the city itfelf was taken. 
The harbour of this city is at Leith, a pretty 
large town, to which there is a fine walk 
from Edinburgh, It is feated in the moft 
plent 
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plentiful part of this kingdom, arid water is 
conveyed to it by leaden pipes from excel- 
lent {prings. The other remarkable build- 
ings are, the parliament-houfe, with a large 
court called the Parliament-clofe, in the 
middle of which is the ftatue of king Charles 
II. On the W. fide of it is the council-houfe, 
and to the S. the feffions-houfe, where the 
fupreme courts of judicature are held. The 
high-church, which was the cathedral, is 
now divided into four, which, with the reft, 
andthe chapei in the caftle, make twelve 
in all. Herriot’s-hofpital is a ftately ftruc- 
ture, defigned for the education of 140 boys. 


The collegeis on the S, fide, which has large 


precincts, inclofed with high walls, and di- 
vided into three courts ; the public fchools 
are large and commodious, and here are 
houfes for the profeffors. It was built by 
king James VI. and has a very good library. 
The common burying-place of the city is 
Grey-Friars church-yard, where there are 
abundance of fine monuments. The caftle 
is feated at the W. end, and is inacceffible, 
except on the fide next thecity. The palace, 
called Holy-rood-houfe, was formerly an 
abbey, and is a handfome, convenient ftruc- 
ture. This city is governed by a lord-pro- 
voft, four bailiffs, and a common-council. 

, It is not fo flourifhing as it was before the 
Union, becaufe the great men are ufually at 
London. It was the fee of a bithop before 
epifcopacy was abolifhed in 1683. It is 2 
miles S. of Leith, 54 W. N. W. of Berwick 
upon Tweed, and 393 N. N. W. of London.

can believe that it contained 20,0c0 tow ns, 
of Cities, that the number of the inhapi- 
tants amounted to feveral millions, that the 
kings have kept armies on foot of 300,000 
men, and that they have executed fuch 
prodigious works, whefe magnificent ruins 
are {till remaining ; but when we confider 
the fertility of the country, that not a foot 
of ground remained uncultivated, that there 
were a great number of canals, which are 
now filled up, their accounts do not feem 
at all improbable. Egypt is divided into 
the Upper, the Middle, and the Lower, 
which laft comprehends the Delta, which 
reaches trom Alexandria to Damietta, and 
as far as Cairo; the Middle tuns no farther 
S. than Benefouf; and the Upper, called 
formerly Thebaid, afcends as far as Nubia, 
and the kingdom of Sennar, The ancients 
divided Egypt into the Upper and Lower, 
the former of which contained the Delta, 
and the fecond the Thebaid. Since Egypt 
has been under the dominion of the Turks, 


it has been governed by a bafhaw, who re-. 


fides at Cairo. Under him there are infe- 
rior governors, in the feveral parts of this 
country ; thofe in Upper Egypt are gene- 
rally Arabs, who pay tribute to the Grand- 
Seignior, and make prefents to the bafhaw, 
living like little tyrants, and are frequently 
at war with each other. Befides thefe, 
there are feveral fheiks, who prefide over 
particular places, and are mafters of afew 
villages. Though the air of Egypt is na- 
turally hot, and not very wholefome, it 
enjoys fo many other advantages, that it 
has been always extremely populous. 
They pretend to a prodigious antiquity, 
and have a catalogue of kings, the firft of 
which began to reign a great many thou- 
fand years before the flood, if you will be- 
lieve their hiftories. However, this is cer- 
tain, that their ancient kings governed 
Egypt till the reign of Cambyfis, who be- 
came matter of it 525 years before the birth 
of Chrift, and in their time all thofe won- 
derful fiructures were raifed, which we 
cannot even now behold without aftonith- 
ment ; thefe are, the pyramids, the laby- 
rinth, the immenfe grottos of the Thebaid, 
the obelifks, the temples, and the pompous 
palaces, whofe plans and defigns are given 
by travellers, not to mention the lake Mce- 
ris, and the vait canals which ferved both 
for trade, and to render the land fruitful. 
After the above conqueft, Egypt began to 
change its face, and Cambyfis began to 
thew his difpofition in demolifhing the tem- 
ples, and perfecuting the priefis. After 
his death this country continued under the 


Great, who, having got poffeffion of the 
Perfian dominions, built the famous city of 
Alexandria. He was fucceeded by Ptole- 
my, the Son of Lagus, 324 years before the 
birth of Chrift. Ten of thefe fucceeded 
each other, till Cleopatra, the fitter of the 
laft Ptolemy, afcended the throne, in whofe 
reign Egypt became a Roman province, 
and continued fo till to reign of Omar, the 
fecond califf of the fucceffors of Mahcmet, 
who drove away the Romans, after it had 
been in their hands 700 years. When the 
power of the califfs began to decline, ‘Sa- 
Jadine fet up in Egypt the empire of the 
Mammoelukes, which became fo powerful 
in time, that they extended their domi- 
nions over a gieat part of Africa, Syria, 
and Arabia. Laft of all, Selim, a Tuikifh 
emperor, killed the fultan, and conquered 
Egypt, and the Turks have had pofieffion 
of it ever fince. The inhabitants are of 
four forts, Turks, Moors, Arabs, and 
Chriftians, Cophts, and Cophtis, befides 
Greeks, Jews, and other foreigners; the 
religion of moft of them is well known, 
and as for the Arabs, they are the fame as 
in other places, that is, cheats and robbers, 
chufing either to live in the moft inacceffi- 
ble places, or to rove about the deferts in 
fearch of paftures, and to way-lay the ca- 
ravans. As for the Cophts, who are pretty 
numerous in Upper Egypt, they live in ex- 
treme ignorance and poverty. Egypt has 
always been noted for its plenty of corn, 
and they had vineyards planted on the 
banks of the Nile; but fince the Turks 
came in, they are negle@ted. There wasa 
confiderable trade carried on here in E. In- 
dian commodities, till the Portuguefe found 
the way round the Cape of Good Hope, 
which brought it to nothing. However, 
the merchants of Europe vifit the harboure | 
in the Mediterranean Sea, and import, and 
export feveral merchandizes, and from 
other parts the native get elepbants- teeth, 
ebony, gold-duft, mufk, civet, ambergreafe, 
and coffee. The gold-duft is firft broughg 
from Negroland to Fez and Morocco, and 
from thence to Cairo, over immenfe de- 
ferts, The principal things which the Eu- 
ropean merchants purchafe here, are, cof- 
fee, fena, caffia, rhubarb, benjamin, lack, 
fal ammoniack, myrrh, faffron, frankin- 
cenfe in tears, falt-petre, ftorax, aloes, 
opium, indigo, fugar, fandal. wood, dates, 
and fome forts of cotton-cloth. With ree

With 
regard to the weather in Egypt, the fum- 
mer is moft incommodious on account of 
the exceffive heats, which bring on various 
diftempers ; but then the winter, autumn, 
and fpring are bleft with fo good an air, 
that Egypt, during thofe feafons, is a de 
ligh ful country. It rains very feldom in 
Egypt, but that want is happily fupplied 
by the regular inundation of the Nile, as is 
now Known to almoft every one. When 
the waters retire all the ground is covered

.corn into it, without further trouble, and 
In the following March they bave ufually 4 
plentiful barveft. Their rice fields are fup- 
plied with water from their canals and re- 
fervoirs, becayfe rice never thrives wunlefs 
in watery grounds. There is no place in 
the world better furnifhed with corn, fiefh, 
fith, fugar, fruits, and all forts of garden 
fluff; and in Lower Egypt they have 
oranges, lemons, figs, dates, almonds, 
caffia, and piantains, in great plenty. The 
fands are fo fubtile here, that they infinuate 
themfelves into the clofers, chefis, and ca- 
‘binets, which, together with the hot winds, 
are probably the caufe of fore eyes being 
fo very common here. The pyramids are 
taken notice of by all travelle:s into Egypt, 
and the largeft of them takes up ten acres 
of ground, and is, as well as the reft, built 
upon a rock ; the external part is chiefly of 
large (quare ftones, of unequal fizes, and 
the height of it about 700 feet; but travel- 
Jers differ in this refpedt. The caverns, 
out of which they get the embalmed dead 
bodies, is another curiofity much taken no- 
tice of; they are found in coffins fet up- 
right in the nitches of the walls, and have 
continued there 4000 years, at leaft. "Many 
of thefe have been brought into England, 
and were formerly of great ufe in medicine; 
but they are now generally negle@ed. The 
crocodiles were formerly taken great no- 
tice of, but are now to be feen in many 
other places, ipfomuch that there is {carce 
a failor but what can defcribe them. Like. 
wife, the fea and river horfes were thought 
to be only found in Eeypt, but it is now 
Known that they are all over the fouthern

370 in breadth, from Dover in Kent, to 
Senan in Cornwall. But in other places it 
varies greatly, particularly in the breadth 5 
for it grows narrower (but not gradually) 
from the fouthern coaft to the town of Ber. 
wicks. therefore it would be warth while, 

for 
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for a mote particular account of it, to con- 
fult a good map. It is happily fituated 
with regard to trade, there being many 
good towns and harbours on the fea-coatt, 
which are particularly taken notice of in 
their proper places. The air is generally 
very good and wholefome, except in the 
hundreds of Effex and Kent, the fenns in 
Lincolnfhire and Cambridgefhire, and fome 
other low marfhes near the fea. The win- 
ters indeed are fometimes rainy and foggy, 
and the weather is fubje¢t to great variations, 
which, however, does not much impair 
the health of the inhabitants who are ac- 
cuftomed thereto, for they generally live as 
‘long as in any other countries, and we have 
frequent inftances of people who have lived 
to a very great age; particularly Henry 
Jenkins, a Yorkfhire man, who was 168 
years old when he died 5 and Thomas Parr, 
of Shropfhire, who was 152, and might 
have lived longer, if he had not been 
fent for up to court asa curiofity. The 
frequent rains, tho’ they may fometimes 
damage the hay and corn, have yet their 
peculiar advantages ; for upon that account 
they have generally good paftures through- 
eut the year. There are thunder-ftorms, 
hurricanes, and earthquakes, as in other 
countries; but they are, in general, lefs 
violent, and do lefs damage. ‘The princi- 


pal rivers are the Thames, the Severn, the 


Trent, and the Oufe; befides a great num- 
ber.of others, which will be taken notice of 
in their proper places. England is a level 
and open country ; for what hills there are, 
of any note, are chiefly towards the north: 
for this reafon, it is extremely proper for 
the diverfion of hunting. ‘There are fome 
remarkable forefts; as Windfor Foreft, the 
Foreft of Dean, and the New Foreft 5 which 
aft was made by William the Conqueror, 
who demolithed feveral towns and villages, 
and thirty-fix parifh-churches, in order to 
make it. The foil is different in different 
parts, but in general very fruitful. There 
are indeed many heaths, downs and barren 
places, which, however, generally produce 
grafs enough to feed flocks of fheep : befides, 
iv is thought, that the care and diligence of 
good hufbandmen might turn many of them 
to great advantage. It produces ali forts of 
fruits, trees, and herbs which are proper to 
the climate: itmuft be acknowledged there 
are no vines that are fo fit to produce good 
wine, as in warmer countries; but then 
there are variety enough which yield good 
grapes that are made ufe of as other fruits. 
However, there are great quantities of oy- 
der, perry,’ mead, and feveral kinds of 
made wines; but the principal drinsiof the 
x 
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generality is beer, or alé. The Englifhi 
wool is famous all over the world, as: well’ 
as the manufactures made therefrom 3; par- 
ticularly broad cloth, which is not to be 
equalled in any other country. There 
might alfo be excellent linen manufactures, 
if it was worth while ; butas they are come 
to a great perfection in all kinds of linen 
in Scotland and Ireland, where they can be. 
made cheaper, we are now chiefly fupplied 
from thence 3. what linen we have made 
amongft us, is generally the coarfer fort, 
known by the name of dowlafs. Here are’ 
all forts of materials for building ; and there 
are excellent ftone- quarries in feveral parts. 
The firing is pit-coal, wood, and turf; 
which laf is ufed where coals are dear ; but 
in moft counties there is plenty of pit-coal.. 
It is generally faid that there might be found’ 
coal-mines on Black-Heath ; but they are 
not permitted to be opened, becaufe the’ 
fhips which bring coals from Newcaftle to 
London, are a nurfery for feamen. No 
country in the world is better provided with’ 
horfes of all forts,.and for every ufe; and 
particularly with regard to race horfes, they’ 
are feldom equalled by thofe of other coun- 
tries, There are dogs of every kind, except 


'wolf-dogs, which, fince the wolves were 


deftroyed in England, have been generally’ 
negleéted ; however, the race of there ani-: 
mals is ftill maintained in Ireland. Bet 
there is one fort that is not to be equalled 


‘in any part of the world, which is the bull- 


dogs ; for thefe will not only attack the 
fierceit bull, but any Kind of wild beaft ; 
nor can any thing, when they have once 
fattened upon the animal, oblige them to let 
go theirhold. But, what is more ftrange,; 
when any of them are tranfported beyond 
fea, they lofe their courage ; and the fame 
is faid of Englifh cocks. With regard to 
minerals, there are mines of iron, tin, lead, 
copper, and in fome places filver, befides 
others of lefs note. As for the curiofitiess 
they will be mentioned in their proper 
places, when the counties in particular are 
treated of. As for the manners, cuftomsy 
and abilities of rhe inhabitants, nothing need 
be faid, becaufe they fall under every one’s 
own obfervations ; nor yet of the govern- 


ment, religion, and Jaws, of which very 


few can be ignorant,

breadth. As it lies between 41 and 46 de- 
grees of latitude, one would imagine the air 
fhould be temperate at all times of thé year ; 
and yet we find the winters awe far more fe- 
vere, and laft longer, than in Old England ; 
the ground being covered with faow, and 
the froft continuing for feveral months. 
This renders the fummer more (hort, but 
then they are much hotter than with us. 
However, we do nct find but the climate is 
as healthy as moft of ovr American planta- 
tions; and we have reafon to believe, that 
they all will be without exception in this re- 
{pect, when the woods are in fome meafure 
cleared away, and the countries become 
more open, that the air may have a more 
free circulation, The parts above-men- 
tioned have all diflin@ charters, and have 
generally different governors. That of 
Maffachufets colony is appointed by the 
crown, as well as all the officers of the ad- 
miralty; and all the judges, juftices, and 
fheriffs, are nominated by the governor and 
council. The governor has a negative in 
the choice of any member of the council ; 
nor is any act of government valid, with- 
out the governor’s confent in writing; be- 
fides, all laws of the general affembly are 
fent to England to receive the approbation 
of the council. The colonies of Conneéti- 
cut and Rhode Ifland are diftin& govern- 
ments, and independant of each other ; but 
their conftitutionis much the fame. They 
have power to elec their own governor, 
deputy-governor, council, and affembly ; to 
appoint officers, both civil and military ; 
and to make their own Jaws. The colony 
of New Hamphhire depends immediateiy on 
the crown, and the king appoints their go- 
vernor, lieutenant-guvernor, and council, 
magiftrates, and officers; but the freemen 
ele&t their reprefentatives, or lower houfe. 
However, the laws of all thefe are liable to 
be altered and repealed by the parliament of 
Great Britain, We fhall fay nothing of the 
productions of this country, as they have 
nothing different from the colonies round 
about them. And as for the uncommon 
animals, they muft be more fcarce than in 
other parts of America, becaufe New Eng 
Jand is in a manner furrounded by the other 
plantations, and as they take no care of the 
breed of any creatures but what have been 
hrought from Europe. ‘Fhe land near the 
fea is generally low; but farther up the 
country there are a few hills, and the N. E. 
part isrocky and mountainous. 
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which is the principal reafon that the winter 
is fo very fevere in thefe parts, Nothing 
need to be faid of the manners or difpofition 
of the inhabitants, as they all originally 
came from England, With regard to their 
religion, they are of the independent per= 
fuafion ; and they at firft perfecuted every 
other fect that differed from them; nor 
would they fuffer them to have any pofts oc 
places under the government. However, 
at prefent, there is a greater harmony 
among Chriftians of all perfuafions.

Old Fez is the moft con- 
fiderable, and contains above 80,000 inha- 
bitants. The palaces are very magnificent, 
and there are 700 mofques, great and fall, 
50 of which are very confiderable, adorned 
with marble pillars, and other ornaments. 
The houfes are built of brick or ftone, and 
adorned with Mofaic work ; thofe of brick 
are adorned with glazing and colours, like 
Durch tiles, and the wood-work and ciel- — 
ings are carved, painted, and gilt; there és 
a court to every houfe, in which are fquare © 
marble bafons 5 the roofs are flat, and they 
fleep thereon in the fummer-time. Here are 
two colleges for ftudents, finely built with 
marbNe and paintings; one of thefe hasa 
bundred rooms, and the fides are adorned 
with marble pillars of various colours, 
whofe capitals are gilt, and the roof glit- 
ers with gold, azure, and purple. Here 
are many hofpitals, and above too publie 
baths, many of which are ftately ftru€tares. 
All the trades live in a part of the city by 
themfelves, and the bazar or exchange, full 
of ail forts of rich merchandizes, is itfelf as 
large as a {mall town. The gardens are ex- 
ceeding beautiful, and full of all kinds of 
fragrant flowers and fhrubs, fo that the city, 
in general, is a fort of terreftrial paradife. 
The inhabitans are cloathed like other 
Turks, and the ladies drefs is very expen- 
five in the winter, but, in the fummer, they 
wear nothing bat a thift. It is the center 
of the trade of this empire, and from hence 
caravans go to Mecca, carrying with them 
ready-made garments, abundance of Cordo- 
van leather, incigo, cochineal, and oftrich- 
feathers, for which they bring-in return 
filks, muflins, and drvgs, Other caravans 
go to Negroland, particularly te Tombut6, 
and the river Niger; one of which confifts 
of 20,000 men They travel over fuch dry,

They cul- 
tivate the ground, and have plantations of 
tobacco and cotton about their towns, and 
beyond thefe are corn-fields, which are 
fown with Indian corn, rice, and two forts 
of Guinea corn, They have alfo potatoes 
and yams, befides a fort of pulfe, between 
a kidney-bean and a pea. They are an in- 
duftrious and frugal people, and are very 
hofpitable to thofe that vifit them. ‘They 
are very quiet and mild, but yet fo cou- 
rageous, that the negroes dare not attack 
them. They breed great numbers of cattle, 
and kill as many lions, tigers, and other 
wild beafts, as they can. They alfo bunt 
elepbants, for the fake of their teeth, and 
fmoke-dry and eat their flefh. They are 
dreffed in white cotton rarments, and are 
always neat and clean, efpecially the wo- 
men, who keep their houfes very fweet. 
Thefe are placed at a diftance from each 
other, for fear of fires, and are fmall round 
huts, thatched on the top, and have no 
windows nor light, but what comes through 
the doors. Their towns are enclofed 
with pales, and, at fome diftance from 
thence, a thick hedge. The {pace between 
them is fown with the things above-men- 
tioned. 

FoursuamM, a town of Norfolk, with a 
market on Tuefdays, but no fairs, fcated on 
a common; 12 miles N. W. of Norwich, 
and ro2 N.E. of London, Lon, 1,10, E, 
fat. gz.

It is divided by the river Rhone 
into two unequal parts, and which alfo 
forms an ifle, full of fine houfés, and here is 
an ancient ftru€ture, called the tower of 
Cefar. The largeft part is built on a hill, 
which defcends by a gentle declivity, and 
lies to the S. of the river; the other part 
communicates with the ifland by two large 
wooden bridges.

‘The 
college, where there is a magnificent libra- 
Fy, is well worth obfervation. In general 
it is a very agreeable place, and there is no- 
thing omitted to render it delightful, The 
principal riches of the inhabirants proceed 
from their manufaétures, of which they 
have a great number ; but the moft confider- 
able are watches, clocks, and gold and fil- 
ver lace. Fhe revenues of the repuplic 
arife from the duty of merchandizes which: 
are carried out of the city, and from a pro- 
Gigious quantity of corn which the mMagi- 
{trates buy, and fell to the inhabitants. 
The fovereignty of this republic is lodged 
in the affemsbly of the citizens and burghers, 
but there are feveral bodies of the magi- 
ftracy, who have each their proper province, 
and whofe heads are chofen by the peopte, 
The great council confifts of 200 perfons, 
from among whom there are 25 counfe}- 
lors chofen, of which 4 are fyndics, who 
are heads of the republic, and chofen every 
year. They are jealous of their liberties, 
are in alliance with the cantons of Bern, 
Zurich, and Soleure. It was formerly a 
free imperial city, and a bifhop’s fee, but the 
bifhop was expelled, when ihey embraced 
Calvinifm, in 1553. They will not allow 
playing at cards, or drinking at public 
houfes; but they exercife their militia, play 
at bowls, and nfe other exercifes on a Sun- 
day.

Genoa, atown of Italy, and capital of a 
tepublick of the fame name, It is very an-’ 
cient and large, being about 6 miles in cire 
cumference, built like an amphitheatre, and 
is full of magnificent ftru€tures, fuch as 
churehes and palaces, and particularly thofe 
of the Doge and of Doria, whence it has the 
name of Genoa the Proud, It is very po- 
pulous, and one of the moft trading places 
in Italy. They reckon there are 70,000 in= 
habitants, of which 20,000 families are em- 
ployed in making velvets, filks, and the like. 
It is an archbifhop’s fee, has an academy, a’ 
good harbour, and lofty walls, fortified in 
fuch places where they are moft likely tobe 
attacked. Thereis a large aqueduG, which 
fupplies a great number of fountains with: 
water, in all parts of the city. The houfes 
are well built, and are ¢ or 6 ftories high; 
and here are 57 churches, 17 convenis, and 
a large hofpitals. The government is 
ariftocratic, becaufe none but the nobility 
can have any fhare in it; thefe are of twa 
forts, the old and the new, from whence 
there are $0 perfons chcfen, who make the 
great council, in which their fovéreignty re- 
fides. Befides chefe, there is a fenate, com- 
pofed of the Doge and 12 fenators, who 
have the common adminiftration of affairse 
The Doge continues in his office but twa 
years. The harbour is very confiderable, 
and to preferve it they have built a mole of 
560 paces in Jength, and 13 in breadth ; 
they have raifed it 15 feet above the level of 
the water, ¢hat it may the berter fhelter the 
fhips, a nd break the force of the waves. 
Upon this mole there is a tower, with 360 
fleps to go up to the tep, where in the

Bombarded by the French in 1684, and fub- 
mitted tothe Hungarians in 1746, but a ci- 
‘tizen being abufed by an Auftrian officer, 
the inhabitants rofe and maffacred part of 
the foldiers, and drove away the reft.

deterranean Sea, which is to the S, between

the W. and the duchies of Milan, Parma, 
and Montferrat to the N. It is about 130 
miles in length, but mot much above 20 
railesin breadth. It is populous, weil cul- 
tivated, and fertile near the fea ; but the in- 
mer parts are very mountainous ; and barren 
ip feveral places, having neither trees nor 
grafs upon them. 

Geoace, Sr. pet Mina, a fort of 
Afcica, on the Gold Coaft of Guinea, and 
the principal fettlement the Dutch have in 
thofe parts. It was taken from the Portu- 
guefe in 1630, by the Dutch, who have 
keptit ever fince.

|For this reafon the emperors have been: fo 
often chofen out of the houfe of Auftria. 


The eleCtion of the emperor formerly was 
made by the German princes, as well e¢- 
clefiaftic as fecular; but, by the famous 


‘conftitution of the golden bull, the ele€tors 


were reftrained to feyen; that is three éc- 
clefiaftics, whieh are, the archbifhops of 


'Treves, Cologne, and Mentz, and four fe- 


culars, namely, the king of Bohemia, the 
count palatine of the Rhine, the duke of 
Saxony, and the marquis of Brandenburg. 
But in 1648° they were obliged, by the 
treaty of Muntter, to conftitute an eighth 
eleCtorate, in favour of the fon of Frederick 
V. count palatine of the Rhine, who had 
been deprived of his dominions and titles 
in 1622, and put to the ban of the empire 
becavfe he had been proclaimed king of Bo- 
hemia, and his title conferred on the duke. 
of Bavaria. Laftly, in 1692, the emperor 
Leopold created ‘another electorate in favour 
of Erneft of Brunfwick, duke of Hanover, 
whofe fen George beehnife king of England 
in 1714. Each ele@or bears the title of 
one of the principal offices of the empire's 
the elector of Mentz is high chancellor 6f 
Germany, and direCtor of the archives of 
the empire 5 that of Treves, or Triers, has 
the tide of chancellor of the Gauls; and 
that of Cologne, that of Italy ; the duke of 
Bavarfa is grand mafter of Bavaria, and car- 
ries the golden apple; the eleétor of Sax~ 
ony is grand efquire, and bears the fword 
that of Brandenburg is grand chamberlain, 
and carries the fceptre; the Palatine is 
grand treafurer, &¢, When the empire is 
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vacant, or the emperor abfent, and there is 
mo king of the Romans, the electors Pala- 
tine and of Saxony are viceroys, or regents 
of the empire, though the duke of Bavaria 
difputes the right of the former. When the 
emperor would be ‘certain of a fucceffor, 
he endeavours to prevaif with the electors 
to choofe a king of the Romans, and then 
he will become emperor after the other’s 
death. The emperor affumes the title of 
valways auguft, of Cefar, and of facred ma- 
jefty. Although he is chief of the empire, 
he does not govern alone, but the fupreme 
authority refides in the general affemblies, 


called diets, which he only has a right of , 


appointing, and to which he fends commif- 
fioners to prefide in his room. Thefe af- 
femblies are compofed of three bodies, or 
colleges ; the farft of which is that of the 
electors, the fecond that of. the princes, 
and the third that of the imperial towns. 
The electors and princes fend their de- 
puties, as well as the imperial towns. 
When that of the electors and that of the 
princes difagree, that of the towns cannot 
decide the difference ; but they are obliged 
to give their confent when they are of the 
fame opinion. Thefe affemblies have the 
power of making peace or war, of fettling 
general impofitions, and of regulating all 
the important affairs of the empire, But 
their deliberations have not the force of a 
Taw till the emperor gives his confent; who 
alfo gives the inveftiture of fiefs, and dif- 
pofes of thofe which have devolved to the 
empire for want of fucceffors, or confifca- 
tions. The electors and other fovereigns 
of Germany have an abfolute authority in 
their own dominions, and they can levy 
taxes, raife troops, make and diffolve alli- 
ances, provided they do not prejudice the 
‘empire. They have power over life and 
death, and determine all civil caufes defi- 
nitively, unlefs in fome particular cafes, in 
“which they may make an appeal. Thefe 
appeals are two courts, called the im- 
perial chamber, and the aulic council. 
The three principal religions are, the Ro- 
man Catholic, the Lutherans, and the Cal- 
vinifts ; the firft prevails in the dominions 
of the emperor, in the ecclefiaftical elec- 
_torates, and in that of Bavaria; the fecond 
chiefly obtains in the circles of Upper and 
Lower Saxony, and ina great part of Weft- 
phalia, Franconia, Suabia, the Upper Rhine, 
and in moft of the imperial towns; the 
third is profeffed in the dominions of the 
Jandgrave of Heffe-Caffel, and of fome 
other princes, Vienna is looked upon as 
the capital city, and the emperors fince 
Charlee VY, have refided vigre, till the death 
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jper and Lower Saxony, 
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of Charles VI. in 1740, and now the pres 
fent emperor refices there again. The prin 
cipal rivers of Germany are, the Danube, 
Rhine, Elbe, Wefer, and the Oder, Gers 
many is divided into nine circles, which 
are as fo many large provinces, each of 
which comprehends feveral other ftates, of 
‘which the princes, the prelates, and the 
counts, with the deputies of the imperial 
towns, meet together about their common 
affairs, Every circle has one or two direce 
tors, and acelonel; the directors have a 
power of convocating the affembly of the 
{tates of their circle, and the colonel-com- 
mands the army. Each circle is obliged to 
furnifh a certain number of horfe and foot, 
or a certain fum of money, called Roman 
months, when the neceflity of public af- 
fairs requires it, according to a tax im- 
pofed by the regifter of the ftates of the 
empire. The nine circles are thofe of Au- 
ftria, Bavaria, Suabia, Franconia, the Upper 
and Lower Rhine, Weitphalia; and the Up- 
The imperial 
towns are now only 52, but were formerly 
$4. There are alfo Hanfiatic towns, which 
have fome allowance on account of trades 
and there were formerly fome in France, 
Spain, and Italy, but now they are confined 
to Germany, and are but 5 or 6 in num- 
ber; but we muft except Dantzick, which 
isin Poland. Befides the religions above 
mentioned, there are fome independents, 
anabaptifts, quakers, and Chriftians of 
every other denomination, befides a multie 
tude of Jews in all their greattowns. The 
language of Germany is a dialect of the Teu- © 
tonic, which fucceeded that called the Celtic. 

GERMERSHEIM, a town of Germany, in 
the palatinate of the Rhine, and fubje& to 
the elector Palatine.

Guent, a large and handfome city of the 
Netherlands, and capital of Auftrian Flan- 
ders, with a ftrong caftle and a bifhop’s fee, 
Tt contains within: the walls 36,000 houfes, 
7 parith churches, and 55 monafteries and 
nunneries. © There are feveral filk and 
woollen manufactures here, which arein’a 
flourifhing condition, and they have a great 
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trade in corn. The fortifications have no~ 
thing extraordinary, but the citadel-is very 
important, defended by ftrong ramparts 
baltions, and deep ditches. The town is 
cut by feveral canals, which divide it into 
26°ifles, and over the canals there are 300 
bridges. In the higheft fteeple is a ring of 
bells, the greateft of which, called Row- 
land, weighs 110 quintals, each of which is 
foo pounds. It was taken twice during 
the laft war, and the French became ma- 
flers of it by an artifice in 1708, but the 
duke of Marlborough retook it in December 
1709. There is a handfome large canal, 
which goes from Ghent to Bruges, and 
from thence to Oftend, called the new paf- 
fage, and on which thére are feveral forts, 
The civil government is lodged in the bur- 
gomafter and fchiepins, like our mayor and 
aldermen. It is feated at the confluence of 
the rivers Schelde, Lis, Lieve, and Moore, 
22 miles S. W. of Antwerp, 27 W. of 
Mechiin, 26 N.W, of Bruffels, and 20 S. E.

Guitan, a confiderable province of 
Afia, in Perfia, lying on the fide of the 
Cafpian Sea, and to the S. W. of it. It is 
fuppofed to be the Hyrcania of the ancients. 
it is very agreeably fituated, having the fea 
on one fide, and high mountains on the 
other, and there is no entering in but 
through narrow paffes, which may eafily be 
defended. The fides of the mountains are 
covered with many forts of fruit trees, and 
in the higheft parts of them there are deer, 
bears, wolves, leopards, and tygers ; which 
laft the Perfians have a fecret of taming, and 
hunt with them, as we do with dogs. It is 
one of the moft fruitful provinces of all Per- 
fia, and produces abundance of filk, oil, 
wine, rice, and tobacco, befides excellent 
fruits. The inhabitants are brave, and of a 
better complexion than the other Indians, 
and the women are accounted extremely 
bandfome, Refht is the capital town. 

GuILan, St. a town of the French Ne- 
therlands, in the province of Hainhalt, feated © 
on the river Haina, 5 miles W, of Mons.

* GIBRALION, a town ‘of Spain, in An- 
dalufia, feated on the river Odiel, with a 
handfome caftle, and the title ofa marqui- 
fate. 

GIBRALTAR, a ftrong town of Spain, 
io Andalufia, near a mountain of the fame 
name, formerly called Calpe, and fuppofed 
to be one of Hercules’s pillars, and which 
he looked upon to be the end of the world. 
Tarick, a general of the Moors, built a for- 
trefs here, which he called Gibel-Tarick, 
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that is to fay, Mount-Tarick. “Since that 
time a town has been built at the foot of 
this rock, which is very well fortified ; it 
can only be approached by a very narrow 
paffage between the mountain and the fea, 
acrofs which the Spaniards have drawn a 
line, and fortified it, to prevent the garrifon 
from having any communication with the 
country. It was formerly thought to be im- 
pregnable, but, in 1704, it was taken by 
the confederate fleet, commanded by fir 
George Rook. The French and Spaniards 
attempted to retake it the fame year, and 4 
or 500 of them crept up.the rock which co- 
vers the town, in the night time, but were 
drove down headlong the next morning. 
In 1727 the Spaniards befieged it again, and 
they attempted to blow up the rock, which 
they found impratticable, and were at 
length obliged to raife the fiege. Thofe 
that have courage enough to climb to the 
top of the rock, will find a plain on the fum- 
mit, from whence they may have a profpeét 
of the fea on each fide the ftrait, and the 
kingdoms of Barbary, Fez, and Morocco, be- 
fides Seville, and Granada in Spain. The 
garrifon here are cooped up in a very nar- 
row compafs, and have no provifions but 
what are brought from Barbary and Eng- 
land. The ftrait here is 24 miles in length, 
and 15 in breadth, and there is always a 
ftrong current runs through it from the 
Ocean to the Mediterranean. It was ceded 
to England by the treaties of Utrecht and 
Seville. It is 25 miles N, of Ceuta, and 45

Near adjoining, on a high fteep hill, is 
placed'a tower, which commands an exten~ 
five profpect round about, and ferves as a 
landmark to feamen.

N. The laft 
abbot of this place was hanged on the 
top of the Tor, by order of king Henry 
VIIt. for not acknowledging his fupre- 
macy. 

Gratz, a handfome and*ftrong town'of 
Bohemia, and capital of a county of the 
fame name, It is feated on the river Neiffe, 
and has pretty good fortifications, with a 
ftrong eaRle built upon a mountain, When 
the Pruffians became mafters of it, the Au- 
firians had a ftrong garrifon in it, which 
were taken prifoners. The county was 
ceded to the king of Pruffia by the queen 
of Hungary in 1742, and is about 45° miles 
in length, and 25 in breadth ' It has mines 
of pit-coal, filver and iron, good quarries, 
plenty of cattle, and fine fprings of mineral 
waters.

Travellers, obliged to pafs over thefe moun- 
tains, are fometimes fwallowed up in the

GrocssTer, the capital city of Glou- 
cefterfhire, with two markets, on Wednef- 
days and Saturdays, and four fairs, on April 
§, for large quantities of cheefe: on July 
S, September 28, and November 28, for cat- 
tle and horfes. It is feated on the E. fide 
of the-river Severn, where, by two feveral 
ftreams, it makes the ifle of Alney. It is 
a large and well inhabited place, contain- 
ing 12 churches, of which 6 only are in ufe, 

_befides the cathedral of St. Peter, which is 
a handfome ftru€ture, It is remarkable for 
its large cloifter, and whifpering gallery ; 
is acity and county of itfelf, and governed 
by a mayor, 12 aldermen, and common- 
council, who are never fewer than 26, nor 
above 39, a town-clerk, and fword. bearer ; 
the mayor is recorder of the city. The 
houfes amount to fome thoufands, and the 
ftreets are broad and paved. It contains 5 
hofpitals and 2. free fchools, and was forti- 


fied with a wall, which king Charles IT.

It ferids 
only 8 members to parliament, 6 for three 
towns, and 2 for the county. ‘The air is 
generally good, and the foil extremely fruit- 
ful. Cotfwoold hills are noted for feeding 
many flocks of fheep; and the rich vale of 
Evefham is remarkable for producing excel- 
lent wheat. ‘Fhe foreft of Dean lies weft- 
ward of the Severn, and was once full of 
oak-trees ; but the fron mines have confu- 
med the greater part. The riversof moft 
note are, the Ifis, the Chern, the Colne, the 
Lethe, the Windruth, the Evenlode, the 
Leden, the Avon, the Swiliate, the Caron, 
and the Stour, 

Grocaw, a ftrong and confiderable 
town of Germany, in Silefia, and capital of 
a duchy of the fame name. It is not very 
large, but is well fortified on the fide of Po- 
land, It has a handfome caftle, with ’a 
tower, in which feveral counfellors were 
condemned by duke Jobn, in 1498, to pe- 
rifh with hunger. Befides the Papifts, there 
are a large number of Proteftants and Jews. 
It was taken by affault, by the king of 
Pruffia, in 1741, and the garrifon made pri- 
foners. After the peace, in 1742, the king 
of Pruffia fettled the fupreme court of juf- 
tice here, it being, next to Breflaw, the moft 
populous place in Silefia. It is feated on 
the river Oder, 50 miles N. E. of Breflaw, 
and 115 N. by E. of Prague, Lon.

Goa, a large and ftrong town of Afia, 
in the peninfela on this fide the Ganges, 
and on the Malabar coaft. It was taken 
by the Portuguefe in 1508, and is the chief 
town of all the fettlements the Europeans 
have inIndia. It ftands in an ifland about 
12 miles in length, and 6 in breadth, and 
the city is built on the north fide of it, 
having the conveniency of a fine falt-water 
river, capable of réceiving fhips of the 
greateft burthen, where they lie within a 
mile of the town. ‘The banks of the river 
are beautined with a great number of hand- 
fome ftru€tures, fuch as churches, caftles, 
and gentlemen’s houfes. ‘The air within 
the town is unwholefome, for which reafon 
it is not fo well inhabited now as it was 
formerly, The viceroy’s palace is a noble 
building, and ftands at a fmall diftance 
from the river, over one of the gates of 
the city, which leads to a {pacious ftreet, 
terminated by a beautiful church. This city 
tontains a great number of handfome 
churches, convents, and cloilters, with a 
ftately large hofpital, all weil endowed, 
and keptin good repair. The market-place 
takes up an acre of ground; and in the 
fhops about it may be had the produce of 
Etrope, China, Bengal, and other coun- 
tries of lefs note. Every church has a fet 
of bells, fome of which are continually 
tinging. Their religion is the Roman Ca- 
tholic, and they have a fevere inquifition. 
There are a great many Indian converts; 
but they generally retain fome of theif old 
cuftoms, particularly they cannot be brought 
to eat beef, However, there aré many 
Gentcos in the city, who are tolerated, be- 
tavfe they are more induftrious than the 
Chriftians, and better artifts, The clergy 
are’very numercus, and illiterate; but the 
churches finely embellifhed, and-have great 
humbers of images. Their houfes are large, 
and make a fine fhew 3 but within they are 
poorly furnifhed. The inhabitants are con- 


tented with greens, fruits, and roots, which, 


with a little bread, rice, and fifh, is their 
principal diet, though they have hogs and 
fowls in plenty. However, théy aré very 


weak, lean, and feeble. Our author, capt, 
Hamilton, ftood on a hill néar the city, and 
counted dbove 80 churches, convents, and 
monafteries ; and he was told, 
were about 30,000 priefts and monks, The

Seven of thefe 
diftriéts are dignified with the titles of 
Kingdoms, though they do not contain but 
a {mall traé& of land ; for the whole Gold 
Coaft is not above Teo miles in length. 
The negro inhabitants are generally very 
rich, as they carry on a great trade with 
the Europeans for gold, and many of them 
are employed in fifhing, and cultivating 
their rice, which grows in incredible quan - 
tities: this they exchange with others for 
Indian corn, yams, potatoes, and palm-oil, 
Moft of the inhabitants go naked; and 
thofe that, are beft clothed have only fome 
yards of ftuff, wrapped about their middle, 
[For farther particulars, we refer to the 
names of the places and forts themfelves ; 
for here the Englifh, French, and Dutch have 
fettlements. } . 
Gortben-Istawnp lies at the mouth of 
the river or gulph of Darien, in the province 
of Terra Firma, in S, America.

GomBroon, a_ confiderable fea-port 
town of Afia, in Perfia, and in the pro- 
vince of Farfiftan, It is called by the na- 
tives Bandar Abaffi, and is feated on a bay, 
about 12 miles northward of the eaft end of 
the ifland of Kifmith, falfly called Queffimo 
in our maps, and g miles from the tamous 
ifland of Ormus, where the Portuguefe had 
a fettlement. The beft houfes are built 
with bricks dried in the fun, and ftand 
clofe to each other, being flat at the top, 
with a fquare turret, having holes on each 
fide for the free paffage of the aire Upon 
thefe roots, thofe that ftay in the town 
fleep every night in the fummer feafon. 
The common people have wretched huts, 
made with the boughs of palm-trees, and 
covered with leaves. The ftreets are very 
narrow and irregular; and the better fort 
of people are clad in the Perfian mode ; but 
the poorer fort, both men and women, xo 
quite naked, except a clout to cover what 
decency requires them to hide. The Eng. 
lifh and Dutch have faCtories here, which is 
a great advantage to the trade of the place. 
The foil is barren, but provifions brought 
from other countries are plenty enough. 
The weather is fo exceeding hot in June, 
July, and Auguft, that this place is ex 
tremely unhealthy ; and therefore the Eng- 
lih factory. retire to Affeen during thofe 
months, It is frequented by people of fe- 
veral nations, as well Europeans as others ; 
and the Banyans are fo numerous, that they 
bribe toe governor not to permit any cows 
to be killed inthe town, The profit arif- 
ing to the Eaft India company from the fac- 
tory here is not fo confiderable as it was 
formerly.

» Gomera, one of the Canary Iflands, ly- 
ing between Ferro and Teneriff.

The Mahometans, and 
the European Chriftians are held equally in 
abhorrence, on account of the intrieues 
carried on by the Jefuits and miffionaries a 
confiderable time ago ; infomuch, that all 
thofe who now attempt to enter the city, 
are fure of being facrificed. Some have pre- 
tended, that this city is only a camp, in 
which they were miftaken; for we have 
our information from an eye witnefs. The 
rainy feafon in thefe parts begins in April, 
and does not ceafe till the eno of September 5 
whence the Nile, and other rivers that have 
their fource in Abyffinia, overflow their 
banks every year. The inhabitants are tall 
and comely, and their complexion a dun, 
or olive colour, The habit of the better 
fort is made of filks and cottons; but the 
common people have only drawers to hide 
their nakednefs.

Black Sea, the Straits of the Dardanels, 
It comprehends 6 
parts, namely, Macedonia, Albania, Livadia, 
the Morea, the ifland of Candia, and the 
ifles of the Archipelago, It enjoys a tem- 
perate air, is healthy, and has a fruitful 
foil. It was greatly celebrated by ancient 
hiftorians, and produced a vaft number of 
famous men, who performed very great ac- 
tions as foldiers, as well as others, who 
were eminent for their parts and learning : 
Particularly, Alexander the Great and Ho- 

: mer, 
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mer, who v se natives of this country. 
But it mow groans under the tyranny of 
the Turks, and is but the fhadow of what 
it was formerly, being over-run with igno- 
rance and barbarifm, and almoft all the fine 
towns quite deftroyed. It is inhabited 
both by Mahometans and Chriftians, 

* Green, a village in Suffex, 8 miles S. 
W. of Horfham, with two fairs, on Auguft

GREENLAND, a large country in the N, 
between the Straits of Davis, Forbifher, and 
Iceland.

It is a cold miferable country, ana 
has very few animals except deers, white 
bears, foxes, and a few wild fowls. Here 
the Englith, Dutch, and other nations go 
every year to catch whales for the fake of 
their fins and oil. It was fo called becaufe 
thofe that difcovered it firft, found the fhores 
sovered with green mofs. There has been 
attempts made to fettle in it; but the men 
always perithed with the feverity of the 
cold. <A few failors having been left here 
accidentaly, all underwent the fame fate. 
Some divide it into E. and W. Greenland, 
making the firft belong to Europe, and the 
other to America; but this is a foolith di- 
ftinGtion, becaufe we are not fure that it 
joins to the continent of either, In the 
maps it is generally diftinguifhed by the 
Dutch name of Groenland. Some would 
have them to be two places, but very im- 
properly ; for the beft maps have no fuch 
diftinGtion ; however, there are fome 
who would have Spitzbergen to be Green- 
land. .

The N. W. part is 60 miles in length, 24 
in breadth, and 148 in circumference. This 
is divided into Baffeterre and Cabefterre, 
which laft fignifies the Head of the Land,” 
and is fo called becaufe it lies open to the 
trade-wind, whereas Baffeterre is under the 
wind. The eaftern part is named Grande 
Terre, but for what reafon is hard to fay, 
for it does not contain more Jand than the 
former, though the fhape is much more ir- 
regular. The French began to fend colo- 
nies to this ifland in 1632, and fince that 
time they have been continually improving 
and fortifying it, and yet it was taken by 
the Englifth in 1759, who found itextremely 
pleafant and fertile ; but it was reftored to 
the French by the treaty of peace in 1763. 
It is generally faid to be the beft of all the 
Caribbee iflands, the foil being exceeding 
good, and every where well watered near 
the fea, by rivulets which fall from the 
mountains, efpecially in Cabefterre, If the 
true cinnamon-tree is found here, as fome 
believe, it will ftill render this ifand more 
valuable: they call it hese baftard-cinna- 
mon. ~The bark is brown, chapped, and 
thick; and it has the true fmell of cinna- 
The tafte 
is very ftrong and acute, feeming to be a 
compound of pepper, cloves, and cinna- 
mon: but it muft be obferved, that the 
perfon who tafted it did not know that 
what we call cinnamon is the fecond bark, 
The moft remarkable curiofity in Guada- 
loupe is the burning mountain, called by the 
French la Soufriere; it is feated in the S. 
part of CabeRerre; and that called the Pi- 
ton, or Pike, which is elevated above the 
reft of the mountains, is 24 yards high, and 
160. in circumference. It confifts of a heap

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top there is a mouth of about 36 yards in 
diameter; the edges are covered with large 
ftones, mixed with afhes and pieces of ful- 
phur, and there proceeds from it, from 
time to time, clouds of black, thick, ful- 
phureous fmoke, mixed with fparks of fire. 
- Befides this, there are other places which 
continually emit fmoke with fparks of fire, 
which do not prevent the air from being 
very cold, The negroes often go in queft 
of the fulphur, which they purify and fell. 
The vegetables, fruits, and trees are much 
the fame as in the other iflands, excepting 
the cinnamon-tree, and that which yields 
balfam of Capivi. Some affirm there are no 
ferpents here.

Giiney, a large country of Africa, of 
which little is known except the coaft, and 
thence called, the Ccatt of Guiney. It-is 
divided into the Lower and Upper. This 
Jaft comprebends the Malagueta Coaft, the 
Tooth Coaft, the Gold Coaft, Whidaw, 
Great Ardra, and Benin. The lower part is 
commonly called Congo, It is very unheal- 
thy for Europeans, though the Negroes live 
a confiderably time. The water is fo bad,, 
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that it is common for worms to breed be- 
tween the fkin and the flefh, of above an ell 
long, and of a white filver colour. Moft 
imagine, that this diforder is peculiar to the 
country; but bad waters do the fame in 
other parts of the world, particularly to the 
E. of the Cafpian Sea, in Afia. The inha- 
bitants in general go almoft naked, and there 
feems to be very little religion or honefty 
among them, The men take as many wives 
as they pleafe; and the women are as in- 
continent as in any part of the world, The 
commodities purchafed there are, gum-fene- 
ca, at Senegal; grain, upon the Grain 
Coaft; elephants-teeth, upon the Tooth 
Coaft ; the greateft plenty of gold, upon the 
Gold Coaft; and all, in general, furnifh 
flaves, more or lefs: indeed, fome of all 
thefe commodities are to be had in all parts 
of it, The Englith, Dutch, French, Danes, 
and other nations, have factories upon this 
coaft ; and purchafe flaves, and other com- 
modities, for the benefit of their employers. 
The inhabitants of the coaft generally buy, 
fteal, or take captive, men and women from 
the inland parts, to fell for flaves; yet in 
many places, they make no fcruple of fell- 
ing one another : and even the kings them- 
felves, if their wives di(pleafe them, will fell 
them to the Europeans. There are abun- 
dance of little ftates, whofe heads or chiefs, 
the failors have dignified with the name of 
kings ; however, there are very few who 
deferve that title, When they are at war 
with each other, as they often are, the peo- 
ple taken, on both fides, are fold for flaves : 
and it is not uncommon for the neareft of 
kin to fell each other, when they have 
power fo to do. Though they come on 
board the fhips naked, they feldom fail of 
ftealing fomething or other, tho’ never fo 
well watched, they are fuch dexterous 
thieves, Some make Guiney to extend from 
Cape Blanco, in 20 degrees of N. latitude, to 
Angola in ro degrees of S, while others in- 
clude Guiney within the bounds of the coat 
above-mentioned ; but this is a diftin@ion of 
very little confequence. The French pre- 
tend, that fome failors from Dieppe firft dif- 
covered this country in 1364-: but this feems 
to bea fable : however, itis certain that the 
Portuguefe found it out in the beginning 
of the asth century, and began to trade 
here.

Thefe being 
fawed into rings, the women ufe them for 
ornaments, and wear them on their arms. 
The next fea-port town is called Baet, whofe 
inhcbitants are nothing but a neft of pirates 
and robbers. Mangeroul admits of trade 
for courfe callicoes, wheat, butter, pulfe, 
pepper, fugar, and betel-nuts.

The principal 
ftreets of the ancient town have long and 
broad canals, which are filled twice every 
24 hours by the tides, Thefe are not only 
ufeful for trade, but ferve to keep the houfes 
It is feated on the ri- 
ver Elbe, which is of vat advantage to the 
inhabitants; and on the fide of Holitein is 
the Alfter, which, before it enters the town 
by fluices, forms a fine bafn that cannot 
be equalied in Germany; and there are 
fmall boats continually rowing on it for 
pleafure. Their corn all comes hy water ; 
and thoufands of horned cattle are brought 
from Jutiand and Bremen. Holftecia 
abounds in calves, fheep, and butter; and 
with hegs, 
game, and wood, and they have garden- 
tuff and fruits brought from all parts in 
carts. The canals are always covered with 
boats full of fea-Gth of all forts, according 
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as they are in feafon, all the year ropnd, 
Hamburg is well fortified, and there is al- 
ways a fufficient garrifon to defend it, with 
a fine train of artillery. Qn the ramparts 
are handfome waiks, on which they take 
the air in ‘fine weather... The burghers 
mount guard themfelyes, and are divided 
into feveral companies. ‘The ftreers are 
well lighted every night, and there is a 
guard, which patroles all over the city. 
This is a pleafant place for foreigners ; he- 
caufe, befides the cheapnefs of provifions, 
they are fure to meet with people of their 
own nation; and there are operas, plays, 
affemblies, balis, ccncerts, mafquerades, 
and other parties of pleafure for their diver- 
fion. The fenate of this town is compofed 
of 4 burgo- matters, of whom one only is a 
tradefman ; 4 fyndics; 24 fenators, of 
whom 14 are men of Jetters, and the reft 
tradefmen ; 4 fecretaries, one of whom is a 
peateonaldrys and another belongs to the 
archives; fo that the whole ferate confifts 
of 36 perfons. The town is divided into 
five parifhes ; and out of each are formed 
_ feveral colleges, or companies, who take 
care of public affairs, unlefs there is any 
thing too high for their deterry Hination, and 
then it is judged by a fort of general affem- 
bly, Our room will not allow us to take 
particular notice of their breweries, their 
public cellars, their timber-yards, their 
good regulations to ftop fires, their pelt 
houfe, their churches, and shalt feveral pi- 
ous foundations. It is a place of great 
trade; which they carry on with Portugal 
Spain, France, England, Denmark, Nor- 
way, Sweden, Italy, and Roffia, They 
alfo fend veffels every year to Greenland to 
eatch whales, and there are net lefs than 
200 fhips at a time, belonging to foreign 
merchants, at ancbor before the city ; and 
there is.a large handfome exchange, where 
_ the merchants meet. The inhabitants are 
all Lutherans, and none but the Englith 
have the liberty of performing divine fer- 
vice in a chapel of their own.

To add to thefe misfortunes, 
the eleftor refided at Manheim, and carried 
moit of the pecple of diftin@ion along with 
him, fo that it is uncertain whether Heidle- 
berg will ever, recover itfelf or not, though 
they have begun to rebuild fume of the for- 
tifications. Zhe great ton was broke to 
pieces in 1693, by the French, and at great 
expence in 4729 was repaired.

This 
province has a court of juftice, which finally 
determines in all criminal and civil affairs ; 
and its ftates,- in which the fovereignty re- 
fides, are compofed of the deputies of the 
nobility and of the cities, befides the ftadt- 
holder, The only eftablithed religion is the 
proteftant, for the reft are only tolerated. 
But we muft not confound Holland, pro-

It comprehends three large pro- 
vinces, namely, Proper Hungary, whichis 
bounded on the N. by Poland, on the W, 
by the circle of Auftria, on the S. by the 
river Drave, which feparates it from Scla= 
vonia, and by the Danube,-which parts it 
from Turky in Europe; and on the EB, by 
Walachia and Tranfilvania. The other parts | 
are Tranfilvania and Sclavonia, The prin- 
cipal rivers are, the Danube, the Save, the 
Drave, the Treffe, the Maros, the Raab, 
the Waag, the Gran, and the Zarwiefe. 
They are fo full of fith that they give them 
to the hogs, but the waters are all unwhole- 
fome, except that of the Danube. The air 
is very unhealthy, occafioned by the lakes 
and bogs, infomuch, that there is a fort of 
plague vifits them every three or four years, 
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on which account it. is called the grave of 
the Germans; it abounds in all the neceffa- 
vies of life, and the wine, efpecially that 
called Tokay, is excellent. There are mines 
of gold, filver, copper, and iron, and they 
have fuch plenty of game, that hunting is 
allowed to all. _ The inhabitants are well 
fhaped, brave, haughty, and revengeful. 
Their horfemen are called Huffars, and their 
foot Heydukes. Almoft all the towns of 
Hunzary have two names, the one German 
‘and the other Hungarian, and the language 
is a dialect of the Sclavonian. The govern- 
ment is hereditary in the houfe of Wuitrig: 
and the eftablifhed religionis Popery, tho’ 
there are a great number of Proteftants, 
who have of late been feverely perfecuted, 
but it is now faid they have a toleration. 
Wo country of the world is better fupplied 
with mineral waters and baths; and thofe 
ef Buda, when the Turks had it in poffef- 
fion, were reckoned the fineft in Europe. 

Buda is the capital town of Lower Hungary, 
and Prefburg of the Upper.

The French pretend 
that they are almoft all become Chriftians 5 
but if they are, it is to very little purpofe, 
for they are great cheats and thieves, They 
have an hereditary chief, which is always 
the fon of the woman neareft related ; and 
it is pretended, that the female fex have 
the principal management of the govern- 
ment.

Jaco, Str. a handfome and confiderable 
town of S, America, capital of Chili, with 
a good harbour, a bifhop’s fee, and a royal 
audience, It is feated in a large, beautiful 
plain, abounding in all the neceffaries of 
life, at the foot of the Cordillera de-log 
Andes, on theriver Mapocho, which runs 
acrofs ic from E, to W. Here are feveral 
canals, and a dyke, by means of which 
they water the gardens, and cool the ftreets.

. Jaco pe-Lta-Veca, otherwife called 
Spanifh-town, is the capital of the ifland of 
jamaica, in America, where the affembly 
and the grand courts of juftice are held. It 
ig feated in a fine pleafant valley, on the 
banks of the Rio Cobre. It was once a 
large, populous place, containing 2000 
houfes, 2 churches, a monaftery, and feve- 
ral private chapels ; but it is now reduced 
to a fmall compafs, and has only one fine 
church, anda chapel, with about 500 in- 
habitants. Being an inland place, its trade 
is fmall, but feveral wealthy merchants and 
gentlemen refide there, living in a gay man- 
mer, There are a great number of coaches, 
and they have lately got a playhoufe, with 
good actors. Itis feated nearthe S, E. part 
of the ifland, about 7 miles N. W. of Port- 
pafiage, on the bay of Port-royal, Lon, 
76.45, W, lat.

_ Jacopna, a town of Turky, in Europe, 
in the province of Servia, feated on the ri- 
ver Moraw, 70 miles S. E. of Belgrade.

* Jacos, a people of Africa, who live 
in the deferts, and wander about like the 
wild Arabs. They inhabit feveral parts of 
Lower Ethiopia, but principally the king- 
dom of Anfico. They worfhip the fun and 
moon, are very ftrong, and great robbers. 
‘Their armsare an ax, abowand arrows, and 
fome pretend they feed upon human fieth ; 
butit may be doubted whether there are 
any fuch people in the world as men-eaters. 

© JAGRENATE, a famous temple of 
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Afia, in the E. Indies, in a territory be- 
tween the kingdom of Orixa-and that of 
Bengal, which contains great numbers of 
deer and antelopes, exceeding tame, begaufe 
no animals are killed here by the natives, 
The temple is feated on aplain, about a 
mile from the fea, and vifited by vaft-crouds 
of pilgrims from all parts of India. The 
nights are fpent in mufic and fongs of 
praifes to the idol, which is nothing but a 
deformed black ftone, with two large dia- 
monds to reprefent eyes. The idol itfelf is 
never removed, but its reprefentation is 
carried in proceffion in a vehicle four fto- 
ties high, and there are 200 people to draw 
it. Some zealots will fall flat on the ground, 
and think it an honour to be cruthed to 
pieces by the wheels, Lon.

Jaicza, atown of Turky in Europe, 
in the province of Bofnia, 50 miles N. E. 
of Bofnia Seraio, with a ftrong citadel; and 
feated on the river Plena, Lon, 18, 0.

* JaxuTsxor, a town of the Ruffian 
empire, in Siberia, feated on the river An- 
gata, whofe fource is in the lake of Baikal, 
about 8 miles diftant. It was rebuilt about 
100 years ago, and has very ftrong fortifi- 
cations. Moft previfions are plenty here, 
and the land aboutit is very fruitful incorn. 
They have a fort of beeves, without horns, 
covered with very long hair. The country- 
people live:in huts covered with earth, at 
the top of which there is a hole to let out 
the fmoke, and the fires are made in the 
middie thereof, Both men and women are 
robuft, large, and have pretty good fea- 
tures, going naked in the fummer-time, 
but in the winter they have long coats, 
made of fheeps fkins, faftened on with gir- 
dles tipt with iron, ‘They never wath them- 
felves, nor pare their nails, which makes 
them look like fo many devils. Their reli- 
gion confifts in worfhipping dead deer and » 
theep, which are {pitted upon poles, and 
placed before their doors. The mufk deer 
are here to be met with, and are in fhape 
like bucks without horns.

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Jatorrs, a people of Africa, between 13 hours, 


the rivers Gambia and Senegal, whofe coun 
try is vaftly large.

Jamaica, an ifland of America, difco- 
vered by Chriftopher Columbus, in 1494, 
being 350 miles N. of the continent of Ame- 
rica, 37S. of the ifland of Cuba, and 50 
W. of Hifpaniola, and is,about 160 miles 
in length; and so in breadth, It is of an 
_ oval figure, and grows narrower from the 
middle, till it terminates in two points at 
the extremities of the ifland. It contains 
upwards of 4,000,000 of acres, and is di- 
vided by a ridge of hills which run nearly 
from E, to W. from fea to fea, Here abun. 
dance of fine rivers take their rife, and flow 
from both fides in gentle ftreams refreth- 
ing the valleys as they glide along, and fur- 
nithing the inhabitants with fweet and cool 
water. They are well ftored with fith of 
Various Kinds, not known in Europe, but 
they are exceeding good. However, they 
have cels and craw-fith in great plenty, not 
unlike ours. None of thefe rivers are navi- 
~ gable, but fome of them are fo Jarge that 
the fugars are carried upon them in canoes 
from the remote plantations to the fea-fide, 
They are fo numerous, that it is impofiible 
to defcribe them all, and fome of them run 
under ground for a confiderable fpace, par- 
ticularly the Rio-Cobre, and the Rio-Pedra. 
The mountains, and indeed the greateft 
part of the ifland, are covered with woods, 
which never lofe their verdure, but look 
green at all times of the year, for here is an 
eternal fpring. There are a thoufand differ- 
ent Kinds of trees adorning the brow of 
every hill, irregularly mixing their different 
branches, appearing in a gay confufion, and 
forming groves and cool retreats. Among 
thefe are the lignum vitz, the cedar, and the 
mahogany-trees. In the valleys there are 
fugar-canes, ginger, orange. and lemon 
trees, ftar-apples; guavas, citrons, miam- 
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and about nine in the rnofning ié 
is fo intolerably hot; that it would be diffi- 
cult to live, if the fea-breezes did mot arifé 
to cool the air. Sometimes the nights are 
pretty cool, and there are great dews, which 
are looked upon as unwholefome, efpeci- 
ally to mew comers. ‘There are two 
fprings, or feafons, for planting grain, and 
the year is diftinguifhed into two feafons, 
which are the wet and dry; but the rains 
are not fo frequent as they were formerly, 
which is fuppofed to be owing to the cutting 
down the woods. The months of Jolys 
Auguift, and September, are cailed the hur- 
ricane months, becaufe then they are moft 
frequent, and there is lightning almoft every 
night, There is nof above a third part of 
the ifland inhabited, for the plantations are 
all by the fea fide. Here and there are fa- 
vannahs, or large plains, where the origi- 
nal natives ufed to plant their Indian corny 
and which the Spaniards made ufe of for 
breeding their cattle, but thefe are now 
quite bare and barren. The gentlemen’s 
houfes are generally built low, being only 
one ftory, on account of the hurricanes and 
earthquakes, and the negroes huts are made 
of reeds, which will hold only two or three 
perfons. The common drink is Madeira 
wine, or rum-ptnch, The common bread, 
or that which ferves for it, is plantains, 
yams, and caflava-roots, The yams are 
like potatoes, only ef a much larger fize, 
and more coarfe. Hogs are plenty, and 
their mutton and lamb pretty good; but the 
fervants generally feed upon Irifh falt-beef, 
and the negroes have herrings and falt-fith. 
The common drefs here of the men is, lin- 
nen drawers and waiftcoats, thread ftockings, 
and hanckerchiefs tied round the head; but, 
upon public occafions, the gentlemen 
wear wigs, f7lk coats and waiftccats, trim- \ 
med with filver. The negroes go naked, 
except a pair of breeches ora petticoat; but 
many of the women will not agree to wear 
thefe laf, for they have no fenfe of fhaines 
The ladies are richly dreft, and the fervant- 
maids wear linen-gowns, © The current 
coin is all Spanifh money, for that of the 
Englifh is kept as acuriofity. The generat 
produce of this ifland is, fugar, rum, gingery 
cotton, indigo, pimento, chocolate, feveral 
kincs of woods, and medicinal drugs. They 
have fome tobacco, which is but indifferent, 
and ufed only by the negroes, who can 


fcarce live without it, They have no forts 
of European grain, but they have Indian 
corn, Guiney corn, and peafe of various 
kinds, but none like ours, with variety of 
marfhes, and fnakes and noxious animals in roots, Fruits are in great plenty, fuch as

But, to batance this, 
there are dreadful alligators in the rivers, | 
guianoes, and galli-wafps in the fens and

ples, cuftard-apples, ftar-apples, prickly- 
pears, alicada-pears, melons, pompions, gua- 
vas, and many other forts. The common di- 
fiempers are, fevers, fluxes,and the dry gripes. 
_ There are four negroes to a white man, and 
of the former there are about 100,000, be. 
fides a mixed breed, between the blacks, 
whites, and mulattoes. This ifland was 
taken by the Englith in 1656, under the 
command of Penn and Venables. St, Jago 
was the capital town, but now Kingfton 
claims that privilege, 

Jamana, a town of Afia, in Arabia the 
Happy, feated on the river Aftan, about 
150 miles W. of El Catif. It is the capital 
of a principality that lies between Hagiaz, 
Oman, and Arabia Deferta. 

Jamea, a fmali kingdom of Afia, in 
Indofian, with a town of the fame name, 
feated on the river Ganges. 220 miles N 
E, of Delli. Lon, 82. 0. E. Jat. 31. 
N. 

Jamey, or Jamers, a fea-port town and 
fmal! kingdom of Afia, on the eaftern coatt 
of the ifland of Sumatra. It is a trading 
place. The Dutch have a fort here, and 
export pepper from thence, with the beft 
fort of canes. It is 160 miles N. of Ben- 
coolen: Lon. 103. 55. E. lat. 0. 30. S. 

* JAMBOLT, a territory of Turky in 
Europe, lying on the Archipelago, on the 
confines of Romania and Bulgaria. 

* James, St. a town of France, in Nor- 
mandy, in the diocefe of Avranches, 8 miles 
from Pontorfon, and 167 W. of Paris. 

jJames-tTown, in N, America, was once 
the capifal of Virginia, but now Williamf- 
burg claims that honour. It is feated in a 
peninfula og the N. fice of James river, and 
confifts of about 30 houfes, chiefly for. the 
entertaiment cf feafaring men, for the feat 
of the government, and the courts of juftice, 
have been removed to Williamfburg, which 
is 7 miles N. of it.

Jamers, a town in France, in Barrois, 
and a lof a lordthip of the fame name, 
zz miles S, of Steni.

* Jawerro-Ryo, a tiver of S. America, 
on the coaft of Brazil, which rifes in the 
weftern mountains, and running eaflward 
fais into the Atlantic Ocean, 

_ JANEIRO, a province of S. America, in 
Brafil, lying near the tropic of Caprinc: ‘fi, 
and bounded by Spirito Sanéto on the N. by 
the Atlantic Ocean on the E. and S. and 
by mountains on the W. which feparate ir 
fiom Guiara, in Spanifh America. The 
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Portuguefe annually export from hence gold 
and precious ftones from the mountains, of 
a prodigious value. 

* Janna, a territory of Turky in Afia, 
and fn Macedonia, lying on the Archipelago, 
and bounded on the N, by Comenolitafi, on 
the S. by Livadia, on the W. by Albania, 
and on the E, by the Archipelago. Itis much 
the fame as Theffalia of the ancients, and 
Larifia is the capital town, 

Janna, a town of Turky in Europe, 
and in the province of Janna, of which it is 
capital. It is inhabited by rich Greek 
merchants, and is 65 miles W. of Lariffa. 
Lon, 21. 46. E. lat. 39. 45. N. 

JaNnowrtz, a town of Bohemia, in the 
circle of Kaufhim, famous for a battle here 
between the Swedes and Imperialifts, when 
the laft were beaten in 1645. It is 45 
miles S. E. of Prague, and fubje& to the 
houfe. of Auftria, Lon, 15. 8. E. lat. 49. 
45.N, 

Japan, a large country in the moft 
eaftern part of Afia, with the title of anem- 
pire. It is compofed of feveral iflands, in 
the principal of which are Niphon and Sai- 
kokf, or Sacock. . It was difcovered by the 
Portuguefe in 1542, being caft upon fhore 
by a tempeft. The whole empire is di- 
vided into feven principal countries, which 
are fubdivided into 70 provinces, It is the 
richeft country in the world for gold, and 
the air and water are very good. It pro- 
duces a great deal of rice, which they reap 
in September; millet, wheat, and barley, 
which they get in in May. Cedars are 
common, and fo large that they are proper 
for the mafts of fhips and columns for tem- 
ples, They havea large quantity of porce- 
lain, filk, and fkins, as alfo red pearls, 
which are not lefs in efteem than the white. 
In fhort, Japan is accounted one of the beft 
countries in Afia. The inhabitants are na- 
turally ingenious, and have a happy me- 
mory ; but their manners are diametrically 
oppofite to thofe of the Europeans. Our 
common drinks are cold, and theirs are all 
hot ; we uncover the head out of refpeét and 
they the feet; we are fond of white teeth 
and they of black; we get on horfe- back on 
the left fide and they on the right ; and they 
have a language fo particular that it is un- 
derftood by no other nation, They value 
their lives fo little, that when a Jord makes 
a feat, the domefticks difpute who thall 
have the honour of cutting open their bellies 
before the guefts. ‘The fciences are highly 
efteemed among them, and they have feveral 
fchools at different places. Thofe they ftudy 
moft are arithmetic, rhetoric, poetry, hifto- 
ry, and aftronomy. Some of their fchools at 
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Meaco have each 3 or 4000 fcholars. They | 


treat the women with a great deal of feve- 

rity, and punith adultery with death; yet a 

man may take as many wives as he pleafes, | 

On the other hand, bawdy-houfes are very 

frequent, and they tolerate fins againft na- 

ture. Thofe that have too many children 

make no fcruple of deftroying fome of | 
them ; and there are many women who kill 

them before they are born, efpecially if they 

fufpe& they are of the female fex. The 
Japanefe are naturally good foldiers, and | 
ikilful at fhooting with a bow: however, 
as they inhabit nothing but iflands, they are 
feldom at war with their neighbours, They 
formerly carried on a trade with the neigh- 
bouring countries; but now all communi- 
cation with others is forbid, efpecially with 
Chriftians, for they do not look upon the 
Dutch to be fuch. Their emperor is called 
Dairo; and in the minority of one of them 
in 1150, when they had civil wars, one of 
the competitors of the crown affumed the 
ecclefiaftical government, retaining the fame 
title ; while the other, who ruled in civil 
affairs, was called Cuba; and things have 
remained on the fame footing to this day. 
The Dairo is the chief emperor, and confers 
the dignity upon the other as if he was his 
vaffal, He refides at Meaco; and has no 
lands, but he has a right of felling titles 
and dignities ; and the idolatrous priefts 
make great contributions. He wears a 
black habit, and a cap upon his head : his 
feet muft never touch the ground, nor muft 
he ever be expofed to the rays of the fun. 
He never cuts his hair, nor his beard, por | 
his nails; and all his vi@tuals muft be dreft | 
in new veffels, When he goes abroad,

The emperor — 
of Japan is a fovereign monarch, and all — 
the petty kings are his vaffals, His army 
generally confifts of 100,000 foot, and 
20,000 horfe, which, with thofe maintain- 
ed by his vaffals, amount to 268,000 foot, 
38,000 horfe, and 2000 vaffals, His ordi- 
nary revenue is immenfe, but it is hard to 
fay what it is exaétly. The palace of the 
emperor is at Jeddo, in the ifland of Ni- 
phon, and it is the capital of the whole, 
The only Europeans that trade with Japan 
are the Dutch; and whenever their fhips 
arrive they take away their guns, fatls, and 
helms, and carry them on fhore till they 
are ready to return back. In the abfence 
of the fhips the factors are fhut up ina 
fmall peninfula, and are not fuffered fo 
much as to have a lighted candle in their 
houfes in the night-time. The merchandifes 
which the Dutch carry to Japan are fpices, 
fugar, filks, linen and woollen cloth, ele-_ 
phants teeth, and haberdafhery wares; for 
which they receive gold, filver, cabinets, 
and other japanned and lacquered ware. 
The Japanefe have neither tables, beds, nor 
chairs; but they fit and lie on carpets and 
mats in the manner the Turks. 

Japara, a fea-port town of Afia, in 
the Eaft Indies, and in the ifland of Java, 
feated on the N. céaft, with a good har- 
bour. This was capital of a confiderable 
kingdom till the Dutch made themfelves 
mafters of it; and now they have a colony 
there, and a confiderable trade. There are 
a vaft number of Mahometans here, and 
the women are very ugly and very debauch- 
ed.

Java, an ifland of Afia, in the Eaft In- 
dies, lying to the S. of the equator. It is 
generally known by the name of Great Ja- 
va, to diftinguifh it from Bali, by fome 
named the Leffler Java; and is about 420 
miles in length, and of a very different 
breadth. The N. coaft has a great many 
commodious. creeks, bays, harbours, and 
towns, with many little iflands near the 
fhore. In former times it had as many 
petty kings as there were large towns; but 
now it has two kingdoms only; one of 
which is under the jurifdiétion of the king 
of Mataram, and the other under the king 
of Bantam. ‘The inhabitants are a barbare 
ous, proud, and fierce people, of a brown 
complexion, flat faces, fhort coal-black hair, 
Jarge eye- brows, and large cheeks, with {mall 
eyes, and large eye-lids. The men are very 
yobuft and Rrong-limbed, and very proper 
for war; but the women are fmall. The 
men wear a piece of callicoe wrapt two or 
three times round their middies ; and the 
women wear them from their arm-pits 
down to their knees ; but all other parts 
are bare. The'men have two or three 
wives, and feveral concubines, according to 
their abilities. Thofe living near the fea- 
fide are generally Mahometans ; but within 
land they are Gentoos, abftaining from fleth 
of all kinds. It is a very fertile ifand, and 
has very high mountains, reaching to the 
clouds, particularly the pepper-mountain on 
the S. fide of the ifland. It has likewife 
impaffable forefts and wilderneffes; but to 
the N. between Batavia and Bantam, is a 
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very populous country, full of rice-fields, 
and all forts of tame and wild animals. Here 
alfo is plenty of falt and pepper, befides moft 
forts of fruits proper to the climate. They 
have alfo plenty of hogs, beeves, and fheep, 
with other tame creatures. They have like- 
wife fowl}, both wild-and tame, in great 
abnndance ; and in the woods there are 
large tigers, rhinocerofes, and other wild 
beafts ; and in the rivers there are croco- 
diles, The air is as temperate and healthy 
as any part of the Eaft Indies, The moft 
agreeable feafon begins in May, with the 
eaftern breezes, and a very ferene fky till 
November ; and then the rains begin, which 
lay the low grounds under water, and kill 
the infects, and continue till May. In 
March they begin to fow, and in July the 
fugar and rice begin to ripen ; but Septem- 
ber and OGtober are the beft months for all 
forts of fruits. It has a river which rifes 
in the mountains, and, dividing itfelf into 
many branches, waters the circumjacent 
country, which afterwards re-unite, and 
pafs through the midft of Batavia, dividing 
itinto two parts, This ifland is moftly un- 
der the dominion of the Dutch; and, bee 
fides the native Javanefe, it is inhabited by 


}Chinefe, Malayans, Amboynefe, Topafies, 


Bugaffes, Timoreans, and many other peo- 
ple, brought from diftant countries by the 
Dutch, who have fuch large fleets here that 
they command the coaft of Afia and Africa, 
In 1740 the Dutch pretended that the Chi- 


nefe were going to make an infurreétion, 


and upon that account difarmed them ; and 
yet after that barbaroufly maffacred them 
all, to the number of 20,000 men, women, 
and children, and feized their effeéts. Lon.

The middle of this ifland is moun- 
tainous, ftony, and barren; but in fome 
places there are excellent paftures, and the 
grafs has a fine fmell. The ice, which gets 
Joofe from the more northern country in 
May, brings with it a large quantity of 
wood, and feveral animals, fuch as foxes, 
wolves, and bears. Mount Hecla is the 
moft noted mountain, and is a volcano 
which fometimes throws out fulphureous 
torrents. The inhabitants believe that fome 
of the fouls of the damned go to this moun- 
tain, and that others are confined to the ice 
near this ifland. Their houfes are fcattered 
about at a diftance from each other, and 
many of them are deep in the ground, but 
they are all miferable huts, covered with 
fkins. Many of the inhabitants profefs 
Chriftianity ; but thofe that live at a dif 
tance are Pagans. They are moftly cloathed 
with the {kins of beafts. The Danes trade 
with the natives for hides, tallow, train-oil, 
whalebone, and fea-horfes teeth, which are 
as good asivory, They are faid to live 100 
years, without either phyficians or medicines, 
Lat. from 64. to 67.

IcnwezL, a village in Bedfordshire, 
with one fair, on April 5, for cattle of all 
forts.

All the cattle that are bred 
on it are a few paltry horfes, fome fheep, 
and half-flarved goats. 

Ipa, a mountain in Natolia, famous for 
the judgment of Paris, who was to deter- 
mine whether Juno, Pallas, or Venus, was 
moft beautiful ? He determined it in fa- 
vour of the laft, and gave her the golden 
apple. 

IDANHA-LA-NUEVA, a town of Portu- 
gal, in the province of Beira, 3 miles S. W.

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IpANHA-VELLA, a town of Portugal, in 
the province of Beira, near the confines of 
Ettremadura.

Jeppo, the capital town or city of the 
iflands of Japan, where the emperor refides. 
Itis open on all fides, having neither walls 
nor ramparts, and the houfes are built 
with earth, and boarded on the out-fide, 
to prevent the rain from deftroying the 
walls. Inevery ftreet there is an iron gate, 
which is fhut up in the night, and a kind 
of cuftom-houfe or magazine, to put mer- 
chandizes in. It is-a large place, being 9 
miles in Jength, and 6 in breadth, and con- 
tains 1,000,000 inhabitants. A fire hap- 
pened in 1658, which, in the fpace of 48 
hours, burnt down 100,000 houfes, and in 
which a va(t number of the inhabitants pe- 
‘xifhed. The emperor’s palace, and al! the 
reft were reduced to afhes ; but they are all 
rebuilt again, The royal palace is in the 
middle of the town, and is defended with 
walls, ditches, towers, and baftions. Where 
the emperor refides, there are three towers, 
nine ftories high, each covered with plates 
of gold; and the hall of audience. is fup- 
ported by pillars of maffy gold. Near the 
palace are feveral others, where the rela- 
tions of the emperor live. The emprefs has 
a palace of her own, and there are 20 {mall 
‘enes for the concubines. Befides, all the 


valfal kings have each a palace in the city, | 


with a handfome garden, and ftables for 
2000 horfes. The houfes of the common 
fort are nothing but a ground-floor, and 
the rooms are parted by folding fcreens; 
fo that they can make the rooms larger or 
{maller at pleafure. It is feated in an agree- 
able plain, at the bottom of a fine bay ; 
and the river which croffes it, is divided 
into feveral canals.

* Jerostaw, a town of the Ruffian 
empire, and capital of a duchy of the fame 
name on the river Volga, Lon.

Jersey, an ‘fland i in the Englifh Chan- 
nel, 12 miles from the coaft of Normandy in 
France, and 25 from the coaft of Brittany, 
fubje&t to the Englith. It is about 30 miles 
in circumference, and difficult of accefs, on 
account of the rocks, fands, and forts 
erected for its defence. It contains 12 pa- 
rifhes ; and the chief town is St. Hilary, in 
the S, part of the ifland. It lies extremely 
well for trade in time of peace, and to an- 
noy the French privateers in time of war. 
It is well watered with rivulets, and is pretty 
well ftocked with fruit-trees. They have a 
moted manufa€tory for woollen. ftockings 
and caps, and are ftill governed by the an- 
cient Norman laws, the courts of England 
having no jurifdiction here. 

Jersey, New, an Englith fettlement in 
N. America, bounded on the W. by Penfil- 
vania, on the S. by Maryland, on the N. by 
New-York, and on the E, by the Ocean ; 
and is about 140 miles in length, from N, 
to §. and 60 in breadth, from E. to W. 
The governor and council are appointed by 
the king, and their reprefentatives are cho- 
fen by the freemen. The chief towns are 
Burlington, Perth-Amboy, and Elizabeth- 
town. It is divided into E. and W. Jerfey ; 
and the produce of both is the Indian corn, 
wheat, peafe, beans, barley, oats, horfes, 
black cattle, furrs, and pipe ftaves They 
fend to the Caribbee iflands bread, corn, 
flour, falt beef, pork, and fifth; and, in 
return, receive rum, fugar, and the other 
produce of thofeiflands. To England they 
fend furrs and fkins ; for which they have 
furniture and cloaths in return. 

* JERVENLAND, a fmall canton of Eu- 
rope, in Livonia, and in the diftrict of 
Eftonia fubje&t to the Ruffians. ‘The ca- 
ftle of Witteftein, and the town of Oberba- 
len are the principal places. 

JerusaLem, an ancient and famous 
town of Afia, formerly capital of Judea, af- 
ter David had conquered the Jebufives. It 
was taken by Nebuchadnezzar in the 
eleventh year of the reign of Zedekiah, and 
the Jews were led captive to Babylon. It 
was afterwards taken by the Romans, and 
ruined together with the Temple, 70 years 
after the birth of Chrift, being one of the 
moft remarkable fieges in hiftory. The 
emperor Adrian built a new city, near the 
ruins of ancient Jerufalem. It was taken 
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In 1099 it was retaken by the Lae 
tins, who founded a new kingdom, which 
lafted 88 years, under g Kings. Saladin, 
king of Egypt and Syria, got poffeffion of it 
in 1187. The Turks drove away the Sara- 
cens in 1217, and have Kept poffeffion of it 
ever fince, who call it Exons, that is, 
The Holy City. It is now inhabited by 
Turks, Arabs, Jews, and Chriftians. It 
ftands ona high rock, with fteep afcents on 
every fide, except to the N. = It is almoft 
furrounded with valleys encompatfed with 
mountains, fo that it feems to ftand in the 
middie of an amphiteatre.- It is at prefent 
about three miles in circumference, and in- 
cludes Mount Calvary, which was formerly 
without the walls. The only thing that ren- 
ders it confiderable is the great refort of pil- 
gtims, for the inhabitants accommodate 
them with lodgings and provifions, which 
is their chief bufinefs. A bafhaw, with a 
guard of Janifaries, always refides here, to 
protect them from the infults of the Arabs. 
The church of the Holy Sepulchre, which 
the pilgrims chiefly come to vifit, is a large 
ftructure, with a round nave, which has no 
light but what comes through the top, like 
the Rotunda at Rome, The dome is co- 
vered on the out-fide with lead, and within 
with cedar. wood. The opening of the 
dome is clofed with a net of wire, to hin-

der the birds from coming into the church, 
In the middie of the nave, and dire€tly un- 
der the opening of the dome, is the Holy 
Sepulchre, which is placed in a chapel, 
whofe door is 3 feet high, and 2 broad. It | 
is fo {mall, that it will hold but three per- 
fons on their knees ata time. At the en- 
trance on the right hand is the place where — 
the body of our Saviour was laid, and not 
in the middle as many have th augue The 
table which he was laid on at firft, is two 
feet and a half high from the pavement, 
which is now covered with white marble, 
becaufe the Chriftians who come to vific 
it were all for carrying away a {mall bic. 
This chapel ts cut out of the rock; and there 
are three holes in the roof, to let out the 
fmoke of the lamps, which are 44 in num- 
ber, and alwa;s kept lighted. The whole 
is covered with white marble both within 
and without ; and, on the out-fide, there 
are 10 fine columns of the fame. Iris co- 
vered with a pla'form, the middle of which 
is exactly. above the three holes, and forms 
a {mall dome, 6 feet in height, covered 
with lead, and fupported with 12 columns 
of porphyry, placed by pairs on the plats 
form, and fo making 6 arches, having 3 
lamps undereach.

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two men ‘cannot fathom it: 
have had a mind feveral times to carry off 
this lamp, and fend it to Mecca. We have 
not room to mention other particulars ; and 
therefore we fhall only take notice, that 
every year, on Good-Friday, all parts of 
our Saviour’s paffion are folemnized, and 
acted. They have firft a fermon, and then 
every one takes a likhted taper in his band, 
with crucifixes and other things to begin the 
procefiion. Among the crucifixes, there is 

one as large as the life, exceedingly well 
done, being crowned with thorns, and be- 
fmeared with blood. They vifit firft the 
pillar of flagellation ; next the prifon ; af. 
terwards the altar of the divifion of Chrift’s 
garments; then they advance to the chapel 
of derifion, and from thence to Mount Cal- 
vary, leaving their fhoes at the bottom of 
the {tairs, Here are two altars ; one where 
our Lord was fuppofed to be nailed to the 
crofs ; and another where it was ereéted, 
and where they fet up the crucified image, 
which finifhes the ceremony: only they pull 
out the nails, take down the body, and 
wrap it in a winding fheet. Itis 102 miles

The air 
4s mild and temperate, being cooler in fum- 
mer, and warmer in winter thanin England ; 
though it is not fo clear and pure, nor fo 
proper for ripening corn and fruits. It is 
more moift thanin England ; for which rea- 
fon, ftrangers at firft are very liable to 
doofeneffes and colds; but this quality is 
pretty much mended, and will be more fo, 
-when: the bogs and moraffes come to be 
drained. In general, it is a fruitful, level 
country, and well watered with lakes and 
rivers: and the foil, in moft parts, is very 
‘good and fertile; even in thofe places, 
where the bogs and moraffes have been 
drained, there is good meadow ground. It 
-produces corn, paftures, hemp, and flax, in 
great plenty ; and there are fo many cattle, 
that their beef and butter is tranfported into 
divers countries ; and not only the Englith, 
but other fhips, frequently come to be victu- 
alled bere. They. have large quantities of 
excellent wool, which is not of fo great ad- 
vantage to them as it would be, .if they 
‘were allowed to manufaGure it; however, 
by a late act of parliament, they are permit- 
ted to fend their woollen-yarn into Eng- 
dand ; but it is tobe feared that will not pre- 
-vent them from felling their wool to the 
French in time of peace, as they have done 
hitherto, which enables them to fell their 
woollen manufactures cheaper than us in 
foreign markets. The principal riches and 
commodities of Ireland are, cattle, hides, 
tallow, fuet, buiter, cheefe, wood, falt, ho- 
ney, wax, furrs, hemp, and, moreefpecially, 
fine linen-clotb, which they have brought to 
great perfeGtion, and their trade in it is 
valtly increafed. It is faid by fome, that 
there are mines of iron, Giver, and lead : but 
if there are, they are not worked, and con- 
fequently of no benefit. The moft remark- 
able thing is, that there are no venomous 
creatures in this country ; and if they are

country is exceeding well fituated for foreign 
trade, on account of their many fecure and 
commodious harbours, Their laws differ 
but little from thofe of England; and their 
eftablithed religion is the fame, However, 
as.this kingdom is fubordinate to that of 
Great Britain, all their aéts of parliament 
muft be approved of by the King in coun- 
cil: and an aét of the Britith parliament can 
repeal or alter any of their laws. They 
can alfo appeal from a fentence of their 
courts to the courts of law, and to the 
houfe of peers, in Great Britain. ‘The 
members that ferve in parliament were fore 
merly for life, unlefs upon the demife of the 
King of Great Britain; but by a late aét their 
parliaments are made oGtennial. The lord- 
lieutenant of Ireland, as well as the council; 
are appointed from time to time by the King, 
There is ufually a body of 12,000 men kept in 
pay on the Irifh eftablifhment. They are not 
quartered in public houfes, but lodge in 
barracks built for that purpofe. There are 
a great number of Roman Catholics in this 
country, whofe religion is tolerated; be» 
fides a great number of Diffenters in the N. 
of Ireland. Dublin is the only univerfity in 
the kingdom; and that confifts of one col- 
lege, in which there are about 600 fludents. 
The common people are fo poor, and it is 
fo hard for them to get a livelihood, that 
they frequently go into other countries to 
feek their fortunes ; and particularly, great 
numbers go over to the plantations in Ame- 
rica, That part of the inhabitants, called 
the Wild Irith, were formerly as favage as 
the native Americans; and, like them; 
lived in huts, making a fire in the middle of 
them: but it is to be hoped, that all the 
rude and barbarous cuftoms, fo common 
among them, will in a fhort time entirely 
ceafe. It has been common for the nobility 
and men of fortune to refide in London 3 
but the inhabitants of Dublin, by provid- 
ing plays and other polite diverfions, endea- 
vour to keep them at Home as much ‘as pof~ 
fible. The number of houfes in Ireland 
were computed to be 357,660, in 17440 
Butin 1753 they were found to be 595,43

The fo- 
refts are full of ali forts of game, and on the 
mountains are fine paftares, which feed a 
great many cattle, Here are alfo mines of 
fulphar, iron, feveral quarries of alabafter, 
jafper, and all kinds of marble, - Italy is a 
mountainous country, for befides the Alps, 
which bound it on the N. the.* are the Ap- 
pennines, running quite acrofs it from Ev to 
W.as well as mount Vefuvius, which is a 
volcano, and vomits flames ; befides feveral 
others. . The principal rivers are, the Po, 
the Tiber or Tivere, the Arno, the Adda, 
and the Adige. The lakes aré, the Lago 
Maggiore, the Lago.di Como, di Guarda, di 
Lugano, di Perugia, d’Ifeo, di Bolfera, “di 
Bracciano, di Celano, and feveral others. 
As Italy reprefents the form of a boot, from 
hence it is divided into three parts; and the 
fop of the boot contains ancient Lombardy; 
in the upper part of the-leg aré tle territo- 
ries of the Church and of Tafcany, and the 
fall of the leg and foot make the kingdom 
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of Naples 3 to thefe may be added a fourth 
part, which comprehends the iflands of 
Italy, of which Sicily, Safdinia, Corfica, 
and the ifle of Lippary, are the principal. 
Others divide the country in this manner,’ 
faying, the top of the boot comprehends the 
republic of Genoa, Piedmont, the Mila 
nefe, the republic of Wenice, the duchies 
ot Mantua, Ferrara, Parma, and Modena; 
the calf of the leg includes the Marca or 
Marche of Ancona, and Abruzzo Ultra; the 
fpur comprehends the Capitanata; the heel 
the Terra d’ Otranto; the fole-the Bafili- 
cata; the buckle the city of Naples, with 
the ile Profita and Ifchia; the duchy of 
Tufsany and the territories of the Church 
reprefent the fore-part of the leg. Befides 
thefe, there are other difri€s, which will 
be taken notice of in their proper places 
for there is no country in Europe which is 
fo full of principalities, duchies, marqui- 
fates, and counties. The arehbifhopricks 
and bifhopricks aré alfo very numerous, and 
there are feveral famous univerfities. They 
have only one language, which is a corrups 
tion of the Latin, and is faid to be moft pure 
in Tufcany, They have an inquifition, but 
not fo fevere as that of Spain; however, 
rhere is no religion tolerated but the Jewifh, 
all the reft of the inhabitants being Roman 
Catholics, except the Vaudois in Pied 
mont, and a few Proteftants in maritime 
towns, who are fuffered to live there on ac- 
count of trade, Rome is faid to be the ca= 
pital city, though fome will hardly allow it. 
They diftinguifh feveral of them by certain 
epithets, as Rome the holy, Naples the no- 
ile, Florence the beautiful, Genoa the fu- 
perb, Ravenna the ancient, Milan the great, 
Venice the rich, Padua thé learned, Bo- 
logna the fat, Leghorn the trading, Verona 
the charming, Lucca the handfome, and 
Cafal the ftrong. But this laft has loft its 
tifle with its fortifications, for they were 
demolifhed in 1694. The inhabitants have 
a great many good qualities as well as bad 
ones; they are polite, active, prudent, in- 
genious, and politics; but then they are 
luxurious, effeminate, addiéted to the moft 
criminal pleafures, révengeful, and ufe all 
forts of artifices to deftroy their enemies 5 
which produce a greab number of affaffina- 
tions, Two, things contribute to this,namely, 
tte {mallnefs of the ftates, fo that they can 
bafily fly from-one into another, and the 
great number of afylums; for all chapels, 
convents, churches, and even church-yards, 
are places of fecurity. Add to thefe, that 
they are extremely jealous, and keep their 
wives and daughters always fhut up, info- 
nauch that they cannot go to church without 
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fomebody to watchthem. However, there 
is no place in the world where impurity 
abounds fo much as in Italy, for there are 
great numbers of bawdy-houfes and cour- 
tezans, who are tolerated by the magi- 
firates. 

IrzreHoa, an ancient and handfome 
town of Germany, in the circle of Lower 
Saxony, and duchy of Holftein. It belongs 
to the king of Denmark, and is feated on 
the river Stoer, 12 miles N. E. of Gluck- 
ftadt, and 30 N. W. of Hamburg.

* JuAN DE LA FRontTeERA, St, atown 
of America, in Chili, in the province of 
Chiguito, near the lake Guanacho.

It contains mines of gold, and a 
kind of almonds that are very delicate ; is 
feated at the foot of the Andes, 60 miles N. 
W. of Mendoza, and 88 N, E. of St. Jago.

Juan ve Porto Ricco, an ifland of 
America, and one of the Caribbees, being 
100 miles in length, and soin breadth. It 
belongs to the Spaniards, and is full of very 
bigh mountains, and extremely fertile val- 
leys, interfperfed with woods, and well wa- 
tered with fprings and rivulets. It produces 
fugar, rum, ginger, corn, and fruits, partly 
proper to the climate, and partly introduced 
from Spain, Befides, there are fo many 
cattle, that they often kill them for the fake 
of the fkies alone. Here are a great number 
of uncommon trees, and there isa little gold 
in the N. part of the ifland. I: is commonly 
faid that the air is healthy, and yet the earl 
of Cumberland, when he had taken this 
ifland, loft moft of his men by ficknefs, and 
for that reafon was forced to abandon it. 
‘This happened in the reign of queen Eliza- 
beth. It is fubje& to ftorms and hurricanes, 
like the reft of thefe iflands, and the capi- 
taltown is ofthefame mame. It lies to the 
E. of Hifpaniola, at the diftance of 50 miles.

It has a Roman- 
Catholick archbifhop, and an Armenian, 
as well as a Ruffian bifhop ; but the Pro- 
teftants are not tolerated. The city was 
reduced to the laft extremity by the rebel 
Coffacks and Tartars, and was forced to re« 
deem itfelf with a large fum of money. In

On the fides of the river there are 
fine walks, where the ladies often divert 
themfelves, It is commonly faid of this 
city, Thatit is the Hell of Women, becavfe 
they are obliged to live a laborious life ; the 
Purgatory of Men, becaufe they are almoit 
all governed by their wives; and the Para- 
dife of Monks, on account of their rich be- 
nefices, Here is alfoa famous univerfity, 
and aconvent of Englifhnuns. This place 
is about 4 miles in circumference, and has 
150 ftreets, and 16 gates. They make a 
great many fire. arms here, which are tranf- 
ported to different countries, It was bom- 
barded in 1691, and delivered up to the 
French in 1701. The allies reteok it in 
1702 ; and the French befieged it again in 
1705, but were obliged to raife the fiege at 
the approach of the duke of Marlborough. 
In March 1734, a fire happened here, which 
confumed the bifhop’s palace, with all the 
furniture and writings.. The bithop is one 
of the moft confiderable ecclefiaftica] princes 
of Germany, and has an annual revenue of 
300,000 ducats.

Sion- 
college ftands by London-wall, and has a 
library appropriated to the ufe of the Lon- 
don clergy; and under it is an alms-houfe, 
containing ro poor men, and as many 
women, each of whom are allowed fix 
pounds a-year. St. Paul’s cathedral is al- 
lowed to be the fineft Proteftant church in 
the world, and was built after a mode] done 
by Sir Chriftopher Wren ; its length from E, 
to W. is 463 feet, and, including the por- 
tico, 500; and the height, from the 


ground to the top of the crofs, 344 feet. 


In Warwick-lane is the Phyficians college, 
where two of the fellows meet twice ina 
week, to give medicines to the poor, gratis ; 
the ftructure is very fine, but it is in a man- 
mer hid, Surgeons-hall is in the Old- 
Baily, and is built in the modern tafte, 
fince the furgeons company feparated from 
that of the barbers. Chrift’s-Hofpital was 
formerly a houfe of the Grey-friars, and 
was founded by Edward VI. for the enter- 
tainment and education of the poor children 
of citizens, of both fexes: a mathematical 
{chool was founded here in 1673, and a

writing fchool in 1694, and tHe charity had : 


been otherwife increafed, by a great many. 
noble benefactions. Doétors-Commons is 


not far from St. Paul’s, and is a fpaciousy 


commodious ftru@ture, with feveral hand- 
fome courts, where the judges of admiralty, 
court of delegates, court of arches, &c. meet. 
Near it is the Herald’s college, to which be- 
long three kings at arms, namely, Garter, 
Clarencieux, and Norroy, with fix heralds, 
four purfuivants, and eight proétors, It is 
a fpacious building, with convenient apart- 


ments, a good library relating to heraldry, | 


and the coats of arms are kept of all the 
families of note in England. Near Temple- 
Bar are the Inner and Middle Temple, which 
are both inns of court, for the ftudy of the 
law. The Temple-church was founded at 
firftt by the knights templars, in 1185, and 
it is now one of the moft beautiful Gothic 
ftru€tures in England. There are twelve 


other inns of court, which it would be too 


long todwellupon. There is alfo a magnifi- 


cent ftone-bridge over the river Thames, at 


Black Friars. The feffions-houfe is in the 
Old-Baily, where they hear and determine 
criminal caufes eight times a-year. Fleet- 
prifon is by Fleet-market, and Bridewell by 
Fleet-ditch, which is an hofpital, and a 
houfe of correction, St. Bartholomew’s 
hofpital is near W. Smithfield, and conti- 
guous to Chrift’s bofpital, and it is defigned 


for the relief of the fick and lame: the — 


buildings have been greatly enlarged of lates 
The Lock-hofpital is in Kent-ftreet, South= 
wark; the Smallpox-hofpital in Cold- 
bath-fields, the Lying-in-hofpital in Brown- 
low-ftreet, and another in Alderfgate-ftreet. 
Befides thefe, there are St. Thomas’s and 
Guy’s hofpitals, in Southwark, St. George’s 
hofpital at Hyde-park-eorner, Middlefex- 


hofpital in Tottenham-court-road, and the 


London-hofpitai at Mile-End. Add to thefe 
Bedlam, or Bethelem-hofpital, for mad-peo~ 
ple, in Lower Moorfields, and St. Luke’s, 
for the fame purpofe, in Upper Moorfields. 
To which add the magnificent ftru@ure in 
Lamb’s Conduit-fields, called the Found- 
ling-hofpital. Weftminfter is generally 
reckoned part of London, though under a 
diftin@& government, and has long been fa- 
mous for the palaces of our kings, the feat 
of our law-tribunals, and of the high court 
of parliament. It is named from its abbey, 
formerly called a Minfter, and from its W. 
fituation in regard to St. Paul’s. The ab- 
bey is a truly venerable pile of building, in 
the Gothic tafte, where moft of our mo- 
narchs have been crowned and buried. It 
was founded before the year 850, but the 


prefent fabrick was’ erected by Henry a. 
’ t 
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ft i¢ 489 feet in length, and 66 in breadth 
at the W, end, but the crofs ifle is 189 feet 
Broad, and. the height of the middle roof 
“2 feet. At the E. end is the chapel of 
Henry VII. which is fo artificially wrought, 
that Leland calls it the miracle of the world. 
"The fcreen or fence is entirely brafs, and 
within are the figures of Henry VH., and his 
queen, of folid brafs, gilt with gold: but 
the magnificent monuments in the abbey are 
fo numerous, that it would require a volume 
to defcribe them. Weftminfter-hall is near 
the abbey, and is one of the largeft rooms 
in Europe, whofe roof is not fupported by 
pillars, Here the law-courts are kept, and 
adjoining are the houfes of the lords and 
commons. Weftminfter bridge, over the 
Thames, is univerfally acknowledged to be 
a mafter-piece of art, and fuperior to any 
thing of this kind hitherto erefted. The 
mew buildings in the liberty of Weftminfter 
are increafed to a prodigious degree, info- 

much that they reach as far as Marybone to 
the N. Piccadilly to the S. and Hyde-park- 
wall to the W, among them are feveral 
Magnificent fquares, as thofe of Hanover, 

Grofvenor, Berkeley, and Cavendifh. St. 

James’s, Soho, Leicefter, Golding, and 
Bloomfbury are old fquares. To thefe may 
be added the magnificent fquare called Lin 

éolns-Inn-Fields, and fevera! others of lefs 
note, both in the city and fuburbs. As 
_there are feveral fpots of ground within the 
city very proper to build fquares on, it is 
hoped the maziftrates will take this affair 
into confideration, to prevent the rich citt- 
zens from’ removing to the court end of the 
‘town, There were two exchanges in the li- 
berties of Wefiminfler, of which one called 
Wew-Exchange is pulled down, and the 
other is not worth notice. Lately the num- 
ber of houfes in the cities of London and 
Weftminfter, and their liberties, were com- 

puted at 122,930, which, multiplied by to, 
the number of people in each houfe, the in- 
habitants will amount to 1,229,300. But, 
if there is no more than 8 perfons ina howe, 
the total will be 983,440, that is 16, 560 lefs 
than a million. As to the number of pa- 

rifhes, there aré 97 within the walls, 16 
without, 16 in the out-parifhes of Middle- 

fex, and 11 in the city and liberties of Weft- 

minfter, which, added together, make

After the death of 
the great duke of Tufcany, in 1737, king 
Staniflaus and the duke of Lorrain took 
poffeffion of their :efpective dominions, and 
the ceffion was confirmed and guarantied 
by a treaty in 1738. The inhabitants are 
laborious and valiant, and their religion is 
the Roman Catholic. They have but little 
trade with frangers, becaufe they have no 
navigable rivers, and becaufe they have all 
meceffaries within themielves: but what 
little trade they have confifts of corn and 
linen-cloth.

Here 
is alfo a fine exchange, which was built in 
1683. The fenate is compofed of 20 per- 
fons, 4 of which are burgomafters, the 
other confift of the nobility, men of letters, 
and merchants, Add to thefe a fyndic, a 
prothonotary, and 4 fecretaries. The inhae 
bitants are all Lutherans ; and there are 2x 
preachers, whofe chief has the title of fu- 
perintendant. There are five large churches 
and palaces, one of which is the cathedral, 
whofe body is of an extraordinary length, 
containing feveral curiofities; fuch as, an | 
handfome ftatue of the Virgin Mary, a cu- 
rious clock, and a prodigious large organ. 
There were formerly 4 convents ; and, in 
that of St. John, there are ftill 22 proteflant 
girls, under the government of an abbefs. 
That of St. Mary Magdalen is turned into 
an hofpital ; that of St. Anne is made ahoufe 
of correction ; and of the monaftery of St. 
Catherine they have made an handfome col- 
lege. Inthe great hofpital there is always 
a confiderable number of poor men and wo- 
men. Befides thefe, there are 14 other hof- 
pitals, one for lunatics, a peft-houfe, and 4.

and return back with filver. The Spaniards 
have an inquifition here, but it does not af- 
fect the natives and the Mahometans. In

the large Aquapulco fhip, which was loaded 
with a va(t deal of treafure, which he:

The inhabitants are gene- 
rally black, treacherous, favaze, and cruel, 
Their hair is lone and curled, at leaft-on 
the coafts, for they feem to have had a great 
many Arabs among them, with whom they 
are amixed ; and there are fome likewife of 
a yellowifh complexion, who have better 
features than the reft. It is a populous 
country, but they have no cities or towns, 
but a great number of villages a fall di- 
ftance from each other. Their houfes are 
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pitiful huts, with doors fo low, that a boy 
of 12 years old cannot enter them without 
ftooping. 
chimneys, andthe roofs are covered with 
reeds or leaves. Their furniture confilts of 
a few bafkeis, to put their neceflaries in, 
and they can change their habitations when 
they pleafe. Thofe that are dreft in the beft 
manner have a piece of cotton-cloth, or filk, 
wrapt round their midd}e, but the common 
fort have fcarce fufficient to hide their naked- 
nefs, Both men and women are fond of 
bracelets and necklaces, and they anoint 
their bodies with Rinking greafe or oil. 
Their beds are only mats fpread upon 
boards, and a piece of wood or ftone ferves 
them fora bolfter. There are a great many 
petty kings, whofe riches confift in cattle 
and flaves, and they are always at war with 
one another, The firft horfethat was ever 


| feenin this ifland was brought over from the 


E. Indies by a Frenchman. It is hard to fay 


what their religion is, for they have neither 


churches nor priefts, They have no rules 
relating to marriage, for the men and wo- 
men cohabit together for fome time, and 
then leave each other as freely again. Here 
are a great number of locufts, crocodiles, 
camelions, and other animals common ta 
Africa, They have corn and grapes, and 
‘feveral forts of excellent honey ; as alfo mi- 
nerais and precious flones. The inhabi- 
tants are generally circumcifed, .but for 
what reafon is hard to fay. The French 
have attempted to fettie here, but have al- 

ways been driven from hence. ‘There is ro 
doubt to be made but there muft be different

The Houfes 
are all built with bricks, and the ftreets are 
Yong, broad, and ftrait; being adorned at 
proper diftances with handfome fountains. 
There are above 100 towers or fteeples, in 
different places, which contribute greatly 
to the embellifhment of the city.

The vileft and moft 
contemptible of thefe are the poulyats, who 
ate defpifed by all the reft, infomuch that 
it is looked upon as fcandalous to have any 
converfation with them, or even to ap- 
proachthem. They live in the fields where the 
the rice grows, and often move from one 
place to another, their houfes being nothing 
but cabins mide with palm-ieaves. 
Maracca, a large peoinfula in the E. 
Indies, beyond the Ganges, about 675 miles 
in length, and has a kingdom of the fame 
name. It is bounded by Siam on the N. 
by the ocean on the I. and by the ftrais 
of Malacca, which feparate it from Suma'ra 
on the S. W. being about 600 miles in 
length, and 200 in breadth. It produces 
few commodities for trade, except tin and 
elephants teeth 5 but there are a great many 
excellent fruits and roots, which yield good 
refiefhments for fliangers that call here, 
Tie 
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The pine-apple is the beft in the world, 
and the manjoftane is a delicious fruit, in 
the fhape of an apple, whofe {kin is thick 
and red. The ramboftan is of the fize of 
a walnut, with a very agreeable pulp, and 
the durian, tho’ it has not a pleafant fmell, 
yet has a very delightful tafte. They have 
plenty of cocoa-nuts, and their fhells will 
hold an Englith quart; befides lemons, 
oranges, limes, fugar-canes, and mangoes. 
There is but little corn, and fheep and bul 
locks are fcarce, but pork, poultry, and fith, 
are pretty plentiful. The religion of the 
matives is a mixture of Mahometanifm, and 
they are mightily addicted to juggling, 
which fome miftake for conjuration. The} 
inland inhabitants are a favage, barbarous | 
people, who take great delight in doing 
mifchief to their neighbours. The Dutch 
have a factory in the town of Malacca, 
which they took from the Portuguefe in 
1640.

Matta, an ifland of the Mediterranean 
Sea, between Africa and Sicily, 20 miles in 
length, and zz in breadth 3 formerly 
reckoned a part of Africa, but now belongs 
to Europe. It was anciently little elfe than 
a barren rock ; but there has been brought 
froma Africa fuch quantities of foil, that it is 
now become a fertile ifland. However, 
they fow but little corn, becaufe they can 
purchafe it cheap in Sicily; but they culti- 
vate large quantities of lemon, cotton trees, 
and vines, which produce excellent wine. 
The heat is fo exceffive, both day and 
night, that the water breeds great numbers 
of gnats, which are the plague of the coun- 
try, The number of the inhabitants are 
faid to be about 90,000 ; and they are much 
fuch fort of peopie as thofe of Sicily. The 
common people {peak Arabic, but the bet 
ter fort Italian. After the taking of Rhodes, 
the emperor Charles V. gave this ifland to 
the grand mafter of the order of St. John of 
Jerufalem, and it is extremely well forti- 
hed. It was attacked by the Turks in 
1565, who were obliged to abandon the en- 
terprize with the lofs of 3c,ooomen. The 
Knights of Malta formerly confified of eight 
nations; but now they are but feven, be- 
caufe the Englifh have forfaxen them, They 
are obliged to fupprefs all pyrates, and are 
at perpetual war with the Turks and other 
Mahometans. They are all under a vow of 
celibacy and chaftity ; and yet they make 
no fcruple of taking Grecian women for 
miftreffes. It is about 60 miles S. of Sici- 
ly, and 200 E. of Tunis in Africa. 

Marva, orrather VaLETTAa, an ex- 
ceeding ftrong and very confiderab!e town of 
the ifland of Malta, of which it is the capi- 
tal, and well fortified. It is a bithop’s fee, 
is the refidence of the grand mafter and 
knights of the order, and has a magnificent 
hofpital. It is divided into three parts, 
which are fo many peninfulas, confifting of 
folid rock, and feparated from each other by 
channels, capable of receiving large fleets, 
The ftreets are fpacious, and the houfes 
built with white ftone.

The weather is fo hot from May 
to September, that no people are to be feen 
in the ftreets from 10 in the morning till 4 
in the afternoon. The bazars or market- 
places are covered with the leaves of date- 
trees, laid on beams which reach from the 
houfe-tops on one fide to thofe on the other, 
_The roofs are all flat, and they lodge on 


their bodies by a fath, and they have a 
large turban, carelefly wreathed about 
their heads, with a dagger ftuck in their 
girdles. In cold weather they ufe a fort of 
a loofe coat, made of camels-wool without 
fleeves. The women’s drefs is much the 
fame, only the vefts fit their bodies better. 
The produét of the country is horfes, dates, 
fine brimftone, coffee, and ruinofs, a root 
that dyes red.

Meavx, an ancient town of France, in 
Brie, with a bifhop’s fee, feated in a place 
abounding in corn and cattle, on the river 
Marne, which divides it into two parts, and 
its trade confifts in corn, wool, and cheefe.

Mecca, an ancient and very famous 
town of Afia, in Arabia the Happy ; feated 
on a barren fpot, in a valley, furrounded 


with little hills, about a days journey from — 
It is a place of no ftrength, 


the Red-Sea. 
having meither walls nor gates, and the 
buildings are very mean. That which fup- 
ports itis the refort of a great many thoufand 
pilgrims annually, for the fhops are fcarcely 
open all the year befides. The inhabitants 
are poor, very thin, lean, and fwarthy. 
The hills about the town are very nume- 
rous, and all confift of a blackifh rock, and 
fome of them are half a mile in circumfer- 
ence. On the top of one of themis acave, 
where they pretend Mahomet ufually retired 
to perform his devotions, and hither they 
affirm the greateft partof the Alcoran was 
brought him by the angel Gabriel. The 
town has plenty of water, and yet little 
garden-ftuff ; but there are feveral forts of 
good fruits to be had, fuch as grapes, me- 
lons, water-melons, and cucumbers, There 
are alfo plenty of fheep brought thither to be 
fold to the pilgrims, It ftands in a very hot 
climate, and the inhabitants ufually fleep 
on the tops of their houfes, fot the fake of 
coolnefs. 
doors, and its form refembles the Royal Ex- 
change in London, but is near ten times as 
large. It is open in the middle, and the 
ground covered with gravel, except in two 
or three places that lead to the Beat-Allah 
through certain doors, and thefe are paved 
with fhort ftones. There are cloifters alk 
round, and in the fides are little rooms or 
cells for thofe that live a monaftic life. 
The Beat-Allah ftands in the middle of the 
temple, isa fquare ftruCture, each fide about 


a0 paces long, and 24 feet high ; covered 


all over from top to bottem with a thick fort of 
filk, and the middle embroidered with letters 
of gold, each letter being about two feet in 
length, and two inches broad. The door is 


covered with filver-plates, and there is a 


curtain before it thick with gold embroidery. 
This Beat is the principal object of the pil- 


grims devotion, and is open but two days. 


in the fpace of fix weeks, namely, one day 
for the men, and’ the next for the women.

The temple of Mecca has 42 
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the middle to fupport the roof, with a bar 
of iron faftened thereto, on which hang 
three or four filver lamps. The walls on the 
infide are marble, and covered with filk, 
unlefs when the pilgrims enter. About 12 
paces from the Beat is the fepulchre of Abra- 
ham, as they pretend, and they affirm that 
he erected the Beat-Allah. The tomb is 
handfome enough, and not unlike thofe of 
people of fafhion in England. When they 
have performed their devotions here, they 
repair to a gibel or hill, which however is 
mot large enougk to contain them all at 
once, for there are no lefs than 70000 pil- 
grims every year, When certain ceremo- 
mies are over, they then receive the title of 
hadgies or faints, and the next morning they 
move to a place where they fay Abraham 
went to offer up his fon Ifaac, which is 
about two or three miles from Mecca; 
here they pitch their tents, and then throw 
feven fmall ftones againft a little {quare 
{tone building. This, as they affirm, is 
performed in defiance of the devil. Every 
one then purchafes a fheep, which is brought 
for that purpofe, eating fome of it them- 
elves, and giving the reft to the poor peo- 
ple who attend upon that occafion. Indeed 
thefe are miferable objects, and fuch ftarved 
creatures, that they feem ready to devour 
each other. After all one would imagine 
that this was avery fanétified place, and 
yet a renegado who went in pilgrimage thi- 
ther affirms there is as much debauchery 
practifed here asin any part of the Turkith 
dominions. Itis 25 miles from Jodda, the 
fea-port town of Mecca, and 220 S. E. of 
Medina, Lon. 40. 55. E. lat. 21. 45. N, 
MEcHLENBUuRG, a duchy of Germany, 
in Lower Saxony, bounded on the N. by the 
Baltick-Sea ; on the E. by Pomerania ; on 
the S. by Brandenburg ; and on the W. by 
the duchies of Holftein, Lunenburg, and 
Lauenburge ; being about soo miles in 
length, and 60in breadth. It is thought to 
be one of the moft fruitful countries in Ger- 
many, for it abounds in corn, paftures, and 
game ; and it is very well feated on the Bal- 
tick for foreign trade. It is fubjeét to a 
duke, who, by a decree of the Aulic coun- 
cil, is not permitted to tax his fubjects 
above a certain fum. It takes its name 
froma town which was very flourithing for- 
_merly, but now is reduced toa little village. 
Mercuiin, or Marines, a handfome 
city of the Auftrian Netherlands, and capi- 
tal of a difiri& of the fame name, with an 
archbifhop’s fee ; is a large and well-built 
place, with clean, well-paved ftreets It 
confifts of feveral {mall iflands made by arti- 
ficial canals, over whigh there are a great 
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' many bridges, The cathedral church is a ~ 
fuperb ftructure, with a very high fteeple, 
in which are harmonious chimes. There is 
a very large houfe, in which are brought up 
800 or 1000 young gitls. It is a place of 
great trade, and they caft a great many cane 
nons and mortars here, as well as ail forts 
of arms. It is very famous for its fine lace, 
and they brew a fort of beer, which is fent 
into the neighbouring provinces, The terri- 
tery of this town is a lordfhip, which com- 
prehends two fmall diftritts, containing g 
towns of little confequence, and fome vil- 
lages, It fubmitted to the duke of Marl- _ 
borough in 1706, and_was retaken by the 
French in 1746. It is o miles N. W. of 
Louvain, 10 N. E. of Bruffels, and 1g S.

MECHOACAN, a province of N. Ameri- 
ca, in New-Spain, bounded on the N. by 
Panuco; onthe E. by Proper-Mexico; on 
the S. by the 5.

It is about 200 miles in cir- 
cumference, and is very rich, abounding in 
all the meceffaries of life. It has alfo mines 
of filver, copper, and great plenty of cocoa 
nuts, befides a great deal of filk.

beyond the Ganges, which, rifing in the N.

MEDELIN, a town of Spain, in Eftre- 
madura, feated in a fertile country, on the 
river Guadiana, 20 miles E. of Merida.

MeEpELPADIA, a maritime province of 
Sweden, on the gulph of Bothnia, full of 
mountains and forefts. Sundevald is the cae 
pital town. 

MeEpemMBricK, a town of the United 
Provinces, in W. Friefland, feated on the 
Zuider-Zee, with a good harbour. It bas 
a houfe belonging to the E. India company, 
and fends deputies to the ftates of the pro- 
vince ; is 9 miles N. of Hoorn, and 22 N.

MepeEwrt, a famous medicinal fpring of 
Sweden, in E, Gothland, in a pleafant fitu- 
ation, 3 miles from Wadftena. 

Meptra, formerly a kingdom of Afia, 
bounded on the E, by Hircania and Par- 
thia, on the S. by Proper Perfia and Sufi- 
ana; on the W. by Affyria and Armenia ; 
and on the N, by the Cafpian-Sea. Ecba- 
tana, was the capital town, which fome 
take 
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take to be Tauris, and others Cafbin. It is 
‘fuppofed to contain Shirvan, Aderbeitzan, 
“and the weftern part of Irac-Agemi, pro- 
vinces of Perfia. 

Mezpina-TALNARS, a famous town of 
Afia, in Arabia, between Arabia Deferta 
and Arabia the Happy, celebrated for being 
the burying-place ot Mahomet. It is buta 
‘fmall, poor place, and yet is walled round, 
and has a large mofgque, but nothing hke 
the temple at Mecca, In one corner is a 
place 14 pates fquare, with great windows, | 
and brafs gates, and in the middle the tomb 
of Mahomet, enclofed with curtains like a 
bed. Some affirm theré.are 3000 lamps 
about it, but an eye- -witnefs” declares there 
is not 1co. The tomb is not expofed to 
any, except the cunuchs appointed to take 
care of it, and to light the lamps. The 
fhory of its being fufpended in the air by a 
Toadftone is now well known to be a fable. 
Provifions are brought to this place out of 
Wubia, acrofs the Red-Sea, in odd fort of 
vefie!s, whofe fails are made of mats; it is 
called the gity of the prophet, becaufe here 
he was sroreced by the inhabitan’s when 
hie fled from Mecca, and here he was firit 
invefied with regal power, The time of 


fhis death wasin 6373; but the Mahometan | 


sera begins in 622, from the time of his 
fight. It is feated on a plain, abounding 
in palm-trees, 220 miles N. W. of Mecca.

No defcrip- 
tion of it can be fo clear, as that gained by 
viewing a map thereof, There is no tide in 
it, or at leaft fo fmall, that it is fcarcely 
perceptible. Some have puzzled themfelves 
by endeavouring to find out the caufe of its 
keeping to the fame Jevel ; but the evident 
reafon is its evaporation by the fun, and the 
particles carried off by the blowing of the 
winds, :

In the middle 
of the city the Jews have a place to them- 
felves, the gates of which are locked every 
night; and there is an alcayd to guard and 
to protect them againft the common peo- 
ple, who otherwife would plunder their 
fubfance. It is death for them to curfe or 
lift up a hand againft the meaneft Moor, 
infomuch that their boys kick them about 
at their pleafure. They are obliged to 
wear black cicaths and caps, and to pull off 
their thoes whenever they pafs by a mofque. 
Clofe to Mequinez, on the N. W. fide, 


ftands a large negro town, which takes up |} 


as much ground as the city, but the houfes 
are not fo high, nor fo well built. The 
iahabitants are all blacks, or of adark taw- 
my colour; and from thence the emperor 
recruits the foldiers for his court. The pa- 
lace ftands on the S. fide, and is guarded 
by feveral hundreds of black eunuchs, who 
are cleanly dreffed, and their knives and 
fcymetars covered with wrought filver. 
The houfes are very good, but the ftreets 
exceeding narrow, and hardly any of the 
‘windows to be feen, except little holes to 
look out at. The light comes in at the 
-ba K-fide of their houfes, where there is a 
fquare court-yard open at the top, with 
pulars fupporting galleries and painted 
wooden balluftrades round the infide of 
the houfe, like fome of our inns. In the

middle of the yard is a fountain, if the 
houfe belongs to a perfon of any confide- 
ration. They are flat at the top, fo that 
in many places they can walk a great way 
upon them, The women live in the upper 
apartments, and often vifit each other from 
the tops uf the houfes. _When thefe go 
abroad, they have their heads covered with 
their outward garment, which comes down 
clofe to their eyes; and underneath they 
tie a piece of white cloth, to hide the lower 
part of their faces. They are quite covered 
all over, except their legs, which are gene- 
rally naked ; but within doors they appear 
in their hair, and have only a fingle fillet 
over their foreheads. The Moors are un- 
willing to let their women be feen; how- 
ever, when there is none of their own peo- 
ple near, they will unveil, and behave wan. 
tonly befure Europeans. As to their cuf- 
tyms and manners, they are much the fame 
as thefe of other Mahometans, Lon.

It is at prefent about 5 miles 
in circumference, and has four large fub- 
urbs.. The public buildings and the mona- 
fteries, which are very numerous, are mag- 
nificent, and it contains about 60,000 in- 
habitants. The harbour, whofe quay is 
above a mile in length, is one of the fafeft 
in the Mediterranean, and in the form of 
a half-moon. Itis 5 miles in circumfer- 
ence, and extremely deep. The entrance 
ais difficult, om account of the gulph Cha- 
rybdis, which is near it; but there are al- 
ways good pilots, who condué the thips 
in without any danger. The viceroy of Si- 
cily refides here 6 months in the year ; and 
it is a place of great trade in filk, oil, fruit, 
corn, and excellent wine, efpecially fince 
it has been declared a free port.

Mexico, a town of N. America, capital 
of New Spain. 
before the Spaniards entered the country, 
and feated on an ifland in a falt-water lake, 
to which there was no entrance, but by 
three caufeways, above two miles in length 
each. It contained about 80,000 houfes, 
with feveral large temples, full of rich idols, 
and three palaces, where the emperor of 
Mexico refided. It was taken by Ferdi- 
nando Cortez in 1521, after a fiege of three 
months. As the Mexicans defended them- 
-felves from fireet to ftreet, it was almoft 
ruined, but afterwards rebuilt by the Spa- 
niards. It now contains about 35,000 
houfes, built of ftone and brick, to whieh 
they have added a fuburb of 3000 houfes, 
inhabited by the native Americans, It is 
a very handfome place, with large, clean, 
wide ftreets, in which are a great number 
of magnificent ftruQures, palaces, churches, 
and convents. It is the ufval refidence of 


It was a flourifhing place 
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inlength, fupported by arches, under which 
people may walk. The Spaniards do not 


make a tenth part of the inhabitants, the 
other nine being Negroes, Mulattoes, native 
Americans, and a mixture of them all. It 
is 2co miles E. N. E. of St. John de Ulva, 
on the N. Sea, and 200 N. by E. of Acapul« 
co on the S, Sea.

Mexico, a large country of N. Ameri- 
ca, otherwife called New-Spain; bounded 
on the N. by New-Mexico, on the E. by the 
gulph of Mexico, and the N. Sea, and on 
theS. and W. by S. America and the S. Sea, 
being above 2000 miles in length, and from 
60 to 600 in breadth. It is divided into 
23 provinces, the principal of which is that 
of Mexico, and contains many: mines of 
gold, filver, iron, and allum; befides In- 
dian-corn, cabbage-trees, chocolate, nuts, 
vanellas, plantains, pine-apples, cochineal, 
and feveral other fruits, gums, and drugs 
proper to the climate. Before the Spaniards 
came here they had no animals, of any fort 
exactly like thofe in Europe; they had a 
fort of dogs which did not bark, but howled 
like wolves, and alfo tigers, bears, elks, or 
moofe- deer, pecaries, warvees, beavers, opot- 
fums, armadillos, guanoes, flying fquirrels, 


facoons, crocodiles, manattees, monkeys, 


parrots, macaws, pelicans, cormorants, and 
great variety of other birds, fnakes, fcor- 
pions, and other infe&ts, It is goverened by 
a Spanifh viceroy, who is changed every 
five years, and all the people are papifts, 
or at leaft profefs to be fo, on account of 
the inquifition. The Spanith clergy are very 
numerous, and there are a great.number of 
monafteries and nunneries ; however, none 
of them arefamous for the holinefs of their 
lives. They have not many fortified towns, 
and the beft of the fea-ports have been

The goldfmiths here are im- 
menfely rich, and it carries on a great trade 
to Europe by St, Jolnde Ulva, and to Afia 
by Acapulco. This place was overflowed 
by an inundation in OGober 1629, is which 
40,000 perfons were drowned. This obliged 
the Spaniards to make a great conduit thro’ 
a mountain, in order to empty the lake, 
which being done, part of the town be- 
came feated on dry land, without walls, or 
any other defence. Mexico is fupplied with 
fweet water by an aquedud of three miles 


termixed with many rich vallies; but the 
highe(t mountains are near the coaft of the 
S. Sea, many of which are volcanoes, The 
eaftern fhore is a flat, level country, full 
of bogs and moraffes, overflowed in the 
rainy feafon, which is at che fame time as 
ourfummer, The bills between the moun- 
tains and the flat country are-beft inhabit- 
ed, becaufe there the air is moft temperate. 
The revenues of the crown are vaftly 
great, which arife fromthe fifth part of the 
gold and filver, and from the duties and 
cuftoms, as well as the lands, held of the 
crown. 

Mrxrco, New, otherwife called, The 
New Kingdom of Granada, a large country 
of N, America, difcovered by the Spaniards 
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ip. 3598. It is bounded on the W. by the 
Vermeil Sea, on the S, by New-Spain, on 
the E. by Florida, and on the N. by an 
unknown country. The air is very tem- 
perate, and the foil generally fertile. It is 
inhabited by a great number of people, 
whofe languages and cuftoms are very dif- 
ferent ; fome wander about, and fome dwell 
in towns and villages. The principal of the 
Spanith colonies are thofe of St. Barbe and 
Santa Fe, the capital town. 

* Mexico, the gulph fo called, is part 
of the fea of Mexico, and lies between the

There is 
a citadel in the middle of the city to keep it 
in awe, and a large {quare before it, where 
great numbers of the better fort go to walk. 
The principal gate is defended by two tow- 
ers, built with Iarge ftones, and after hav- 
ing crofied a large ditch is another thick, 
high wall, flanked with feveral towers. Bee 
hind it is a covered gallery, fupported by 
brick pillars, on which are 200 pieces of 
cannon. Near this is the palace of the an- 
cient dukes of Milan, which is a brick 
building, and in the great hall are feveral 
forts of arms, very ancient and valuable, 
fufficient to arm to or 12,00c men. Milan 
has 25,000 inhabitants, #2 gates, 230 
churches, 96 parithes, 90 religious houfes, 
100 fraternities, 120 fchools, and to hof- 
pitals, which maintain 9000 poor or fick 
people, at the public expence, and there 
are often 4000 in the grand Hofpital. The 
cathedral church is the fineft Rru€ture, be- 
ing 500 feet long; 200 broad, and 400 
high. Though it is not fo jarge as St. Pe» 
ter’s at Rome, it far furpaffes it in the num- 
ber and excellence of its fculptures, and the 
beauty of its ornaments. It is cafed both 
within and without with white marble. 
The roof, which is vaftly high, is fupported 
by 160 columns of white marble, fo large, 
that three men can fcarce fathom one of 
them. There are 600 ftatues, each of which — 
coft above tooo crowns, and the. crofs 
which adorns the great altar coft above 
200,000 crowns, This church, which may 
be looked upon as the eighth wonder of the 
world, is dedicated ¥° the Virgin Mary, 
and to St. Theklay. The college of St,Am- 
brofe has 16 profeffors, who Jead leGures 
every day, and a fine library belongs there- 
to, which, befides a prodigious number of 
manufcripts, contains 48,000 printed books 
Its fuperb gallery is adorned with rich paint~ 
ings, which deferve to be taken notice of 
by travellers, The moft confidetable come 
merce of the inhabitants is in wine, corn, 
cheefe, faufages, hard-ware, filk, and cot- 
ton-ftuffs, all forts of artificial flowers, pas 
per, pens, filverfmith’s work, and more 
particularly in cloths, and lace of gold and 
Notwithftanding the largenefs of 
the place, it is governed only by a prefident 
and 12 fenators.

appear near the coaft. They have horfes, 
beeves, buffaloes, goats, deer, monkeys, 
guanoes, lizards, and fnakes; but _ they 
have neither lions nor tygers, Their hogs 
are very ugly creatures; and they have all 
great knobs growing over their eyes; howe 
ever, their fleth is fweet. Their fowls are 
ducks, hens, pigeons, parrots, paroqueets, 
turtle-doves, and bats as large as kites, be- 
fides many {mall birds, The air is tempe- 
rate, they having breezes by day, and caol- 
ing land-winds at night, The winds are 
eafterly one part of the year, and wefterly 
the other : : while the former blow, it is 
fair weather; but while the latter, it is 
rainy, ftormy, and tempeftuous, ‘The in- 
habitants are of a mean low {ftature, with 
fmall limbs and little heads, Their faces 
are oval, with flat foreheads, black fmall 
eyes, fhort low nofes, and pretty large 
mouths.. Their hair is black and firait, 
and their complexion tawney, but more ine 
clining to yellow than that of other Indians. 
The women are very defirovs of the com- 
pany of ftrangers, efpecialiy white men. 
The chief trades are goldfmiths, black- 
fmiths, and carpenters, and they can build 
pretty good veffels for the fea. Their di- 
{tempers are as in other places, except the 
leprofy,-which is very common here. The 
fultan has a queen, befides twenty other 
women, and all the men have feveral wives ; 
for their religion is Mahometanifm. Their 
houfes are built on pofts, from 14 to 20 © 
feet high; and they have ladders to go up 
out of the ftreets, They have but one floor, 
which is divided into feveral rooms, and 
the roofs are covered with palmeto leaves. 
Thofe that have been far up in the country 
fay, that the people are all blacks, and go

They think it a charity to 
make away with new-born children, when 
the parents cannot maintain them, Their 
common bufinefs is hunting ; and they think 
themfelyes rich if they‘have a horfe, a good 
dog, anda falcon. Their religion has fome 
relation to that of the Grecks, but is mixed 
with variety of fuperftitions, They have 
neither towns nor villages ; but a prince 
who is tributary tothe Perfians.

It is one of the moft confderable 
places in the kingdom, and cortains the 
richeft merchants ; was formerly the refi- 
dence of the dukes of Bre'agne, where they 
built a very ftrong caftle on the fide of the 
river, and which is Q:ong'y fortified. There 
are feveral parifhes, and a great many religi- 
ous houfes, and the cathedral contains the 
tombs of the ancient dukes. here are fe- 
veral fine bridges over the river Loire, which 
is navigable, The fuburbs are fo large, on 
account of the number of people that come 
from all parts to fettle here, that they ex- 
ceed the city. The Spaniards trade here 
with wine, fine wool, iron, filk, oil, oranges, 
and lemons, and they carry back cloth, 
ftuffs, corn, and hard-ware. The Dutch 
fend falt-fith,'and ail forts of {pices 3 andin 
return have wine and brandy. The Swedes 
bring copper, and the Englith lead, tin, and 
pit coal. It was in this place that Henry 
IV. promulgated the famous edi of Nantes, 
in 1598, and which was revoked in 1685.

Thé 
convents and churches are furprizingly rich;

furpafs them or not. The fineft of all is 
the cathedral, and the chapel where thé 
blood of St. Januariusis kept. It is built in 
the modern tafte, and is remarkable, as welt

Befides thefe they have fugar, 
anifeed, pepper, and manna. The wine 
produced here is excellent; and the beft of 
this is called Lacrymez Chrifti, This coun- 
try is not lefs rich in flax, hemp, cotton, oil- 
clive, honey, wax, iron, and allum: like- 
wife deer, fifh, and fowls, are very common. 
The Neapolitan horfes are in high efteem. 
As this kingdom has been peopled by differ- 
ent nations, one may readily conclude, that 
this mixture has produced ftrange effects ; 
for the Neapolitans have not only the vices 
of the original natives, but thofe of feveral 
other foreign nations. Thofe who live in 
the country are greatly addi&ted to hunting, 
and very fond of horfes; but thofe in the 
cities pafs their time in going to fhews and 
fpectacles, The ladiesare greatly addidted 
to gallantry ; and though their kufbands are

NEGROLAND, or Nicrittia, is a tract 
of land in Africa, through which the river 
Niger is fuppofed to run ; but this is uncer- 
tain. It has the great defert called Zara 
on the N. and ftretches far to the S. but 
the inland parts are very little known, 
However, the Europeans have many fet- 
tlements on the weftern coaft, and the Por- 
tuguefe have fome on the eaftern, where 
they barter European goods for flaves, gold- 
duft, and elephants teeth. 

Necropont, anifland of Turky in Eu- 
rope, and, the largeft in the Archipelago, 
It was anciently called Euboea, and is near 
the N. coaft of Livadia, from which it is 

_feparated by a ftrait, over which there is a 
bridge. It is about 90 miles in length, and 
25 in breadth, though in fome places much 
narrower. The Turks took it from the 
Venetians in 1469. It abounds in corn, 
wine, fruits, flefh, fith, and fowls, and is 
remarkable for the irregularity of the tices, 
qk. 
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which however do not rife abové a foct. 

NeGroponT, a large and ftrong town 
of Turky in Afia, and capital of the ifland 
of that name, with a harbour, which is 
commonly the ftation of the Turkifh thips. 
The walls of the town, in which the Turks 
and Jews refide, are about two miles and 
an half in circumference, but the fuburbs, 
where the Chriftians live, are much larger. 
The captain-bathaw refides here, who com- 
mands the whole ifland. The bridge, taken 
notice of above, reaches from this city to 
the continent. It has a Greek archbifhop’s 
fee, and provifions here are very cheap, It 
was taken from the Venetians in 1469, by 
the Turks, after fix months fiege, at the 
coft of 40,000 men. The Venetians at- 
tempted to retake it in 1688, without ef- 
fe&, Itis feated on a ftrait of the fame 
name, 30 miles N. E. of Setines or Athens, 
and 260 S, W. of Conftantinople, Lon.

Nezrsse, a handfome town of Germany, 
in Silefia, It is farrounded with thick walls 
and deep ditches, and moft of the houfes 
are well built. The bithop of Breflaw gee 
nerally refides here, and bas a magnificent 
palace. ‘The air is very wholefome, provi- 
fions cheap, and the inhabitants carry on a 
confiderable trade in linens and wine, 
This place fuffered greatly in 1729, by an 
inundation, and a fire, It was taken by 
the Pruffians in 1741, who augmented the 
fortifications after the peace in 1742, and 
built a citadel, to which they gave the name 
of Pruffia. It is feated on a river of the 
fame name, 35 miles S. E, of Breflaw, and 
27N.E, of Glatz.

. * Neots, St. a town of Huntingdon- 
Shire, with a market on Thurfdays, and 
four fairs, on Holy-Thurfday, June 30, Au- 
guit 1, and December 17, for all forts of 
cattle. Itisa large, well-built town, feated 
on the river Oufe, over which there is a 
Rone-bridge. It is adorned with a hand- 
fome church, which has a fine fteeple, and 
the market is very confiderable.

of Daurian Coffacks, It is feated among 
high mountains, and yet there is low ground 
enough to feed a great number of camels, 
horfes, and cows. Here are great quanti- 
ties of red and white pionies, which have 
a fine fmeil, befides rofemary, thyme, mar- 
joram, lavender, and feveral unknown | 
plants; but their only fruits are red and 

black currants. The people that live near 

it are all idolaters, and fubfit on their cat- 

tle and fable hunting. They all live in huts 

compofed of poles fixed in the ground, and 

joined together at the top, where there is a 

hole to let out the fmoke, the fire being in 

the micft of the hut.

In procefs of time the 
houfe of Burgundy purchafed many of them, 
and was about to form tiem, with Burgun- 
dy, into a kingdom ; but Charles the Hard), 
the jaft duke of Burgundy, being killed by 
the Swifs in 1477, his part of the Nether- 
lands {ell to his daughter Mary, having no 
male iffue, and fhe marrying the emperor 
Maximilian, the Netherlands fell to the 
houfe of Auftria. Sometime after the em- 
‘per Charles V. re-united them all under the 
title of the circle of Burgundy, making it a 
part ef the Roman empire. This circle 
was then compofed of 17 provinces, name- 
ly, Brabant, Limburg, Luxemburg, Guel- 
derland, Flanders, Artois, Hainault, Hol. 
Jand, Zealand, Namur, Zutphen, Friefland, 
Mechlin, Utrecht, Overyffcl, Groningen, and 
Antwerp. After his death his dominions 
were divided between his brother Fe:dinand 
J. and*his foa Philip II, fo that the Nether- 
lands feli to the fhare of Philip, and united 
to Spain. This monarch was defirous of 
founding a fifth monarchy, and made choice 
of the Netherlands to begin his proje@. But 
forefecing that he could not make this coun- 
try a feat of war by fea and land, while the 
inhabitants enjoyed their ancient privileges, 
he undertook to deftroy them. For this 
-purpofe he fent the duke d’Aiba, well 
known for his cruel difpofition. This duke 
went from place to place, exercifing unheard 
of cruelties, in order to obtain bis ends 
After he had murdered above 100,000 pec- 
ple, and had executed near z000 by the 
hands of the common hangman, feven of 
thefe provinces. were determined to throw 
off the yoke, and an agreement was made 
at Utrecht in' 1579. Spain endeavoured for 
70 years together to reduce them to their 
obedience, but all in vain ; and from this 
time the Seven United Provinces became a 
free and independent republic, which was 
confirmed by the treaty of Weftphalia in 
1648. After all thefe viciffitudes the Ne- 
therlands had yet another to come, which 
happened at the death of Charles II. king of 
Spain, in 1700; for then the Spanifh pro- 
vinces fell to the fhare of the houfe of Au- 
ftria, and thence came the denomination of 
the Auftrian Netherlands and the United 
Provinces.. To the Auftrians belong the 
counties of Artois, Flanders, Hainault, and 
Namur, the duchies of Luxemburg, Lim- 
burg, Guelderland, Brabant, and Mechlin, 
as alfo the marquifate of Antwerp; which 
fee in their proper places. The French have 
alfo fome part of the Netherlands, The 
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Netherlands in general are bounded by thé 
N. Sea, which gives the inhabitants ‘the 
means of trading to all parts of the world; 
oh the E. by Gertnany, Weit-Friefland, the 
territories of Munfter, Cleves, Juliers, and 
Triers 3; and on the S, by France and Lor- 
rain. As the fituation 1s dangerous, they 
have raifed up dykes on the fide of the fg, 
and on the other fide are numerous fortrefics 
to oppofe the invafion of their enemies. It 
is about 300 miles in length on the fide of 
che ocean, and about 140 on theS. fide; is 
full of large, cities, towns, and villages, 
which put it upon a par with the largeft 
kingdoms. The harbcurs are not fo deep 
as might be expeéted, on account of the 
tide, which biings in large quantities of 
fand, mud, and fhells; befides, ic is fo 
cold, that they are frozen up in the winter, 
In this country there is an inlet of the 
ocean, 75 miles in length, and 250 in cir- 
cumference, called the Zuyder-zee, and 
within this the merchant-fhips take in their 
loading. The principal rivers are, the 
Schelde, the Maefe, the Rhine, and the Mo- 
felle, The Auftrian Netherlands are about 
roo miles in length, and 150 in breadth, 
and the air temperate, being neither tco hag 
nor too cold. he foil produces no wine, 
but a great deal of corn and rich paftures, as 
well as feveral fine fruits. There are fcarce 
any hills, but very fine forefts, which fups 
ply wood tor building, and fuel. In fine 
weather it is a good country to travel in, 
for you are fcarce out of one city but you are 
near another; but in the rainy feafon, the 
roads are almoft impaffable. In feveral 
places they cultivate a great deal of flax and 
hemp, and have fine manufactures of linen 
and lace, particularly lawns, cambricks, 
Mechlin and Bruffels lace. They alfo make 
very rich tapeftry, and have ftill good 
woollen manufatories, efpecially camblets 
and light ftuffs. Their numerous rivers 
and navigable canals are of great advantage 
to trade, as the carriage is fo exceeding 
cheap. This country has often been the 
theatre of war, which has not had fuch tere 
tible confequences as in other places, for the 
inhabitants always grow the richer by A 
Their principa! application is to trade, and 
there is {carce a city or town which has not 
very flourifiing manufaaures.

It had 
its own counts for a long time, and the laft 
of thefe dying in 1694, without iffue, it 
came to Mary of Orleans, duchefs of Ne- 
mours, his only fifter, who died without 
iffue in 1703; there were then 13.competi< — 
tors, but, at an affembly of the States in - 
1707, they unanimoufly chofe the king of 
Proffia for their fovereign, who has placed a 
governor therein, It is well peopled, and 
contains three cities, one town, go villages, 
and about 3000 houfes, difperfed in the 
mountains. The inhabitants are all Pro- 
teftants, except two Roman Catholick vil- 
lages, and.in 1529 they entered into a rid 
alliance with the cantons of Bern, Friburg, 
Soleure, and Lucern, The air is healthy 
and temperate, but the foil not every where 
equally fertile; however, there are large 
vineyards, which produce white and red 
wine, which laft is excellent. The pafiures 
on the mountains feed a great number of all 
forts of cattle, and there are plenty of deer 
in the foretts, befides iarge trouts, and other 
good fifth in the lakes andrivers, The peo- 
ple are ingenious, polite, aGive, induftri« 
ous, and laborious. 

NeurcuatTtrer, an handfome town of 
Swifferland, capital of a county of the fame 
name, There are feveral ancient ruins near 
it, which thew its former extent, and there 
are two large churches, befides a caitle, 
where the governor reGdes. It is feated on 
a lake of the fame name, 17 miles in length, 
and § in breadth, and the fide of the hare 
bour is the ufual walk of the inhabitants. 
It has a grand and little council; the firft is 
compofed of 40 perfons, with two mafters 
of the keys; the little council confifts of 24 
members, comprehending the mayor, who 
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is prefident. Thefe two councils affemble 
regularly every month, The ecclefiaftics 
likewife affemble once a month, to confult 
on affairs belonging to the chu:ch, and to 
fill up the places of minifters that die.

The church of 
Sanéta Sophia is an old Gothic ftruture,' 
which the Turks have turned into a mofque, 
and deftroyed the ornaments.

Among the public buildings the 
churches of St. Sebald and St. Lawrence de- 
- ferve the greateft attentien, they being very 
' handfome ftru@ures. The arfenal is one of 
the beft in Germany, and the town-houfe 
is greatly admired by travellers. The townf- 
men are divided into 8 quarters, each of 
which has a captain. The government is 
-ariftocratical ; and, by the authority and 
prudence of the magifirates, every thing is 
well regulated, The great council is com- 
pofed of 200 perfons, and the fupreme 
¢ouncil of 34 patricians, and of 8 of the 
moft reputable tradefmen. 
\have two excellent qualities 5 they are very 
induftrious and the beft workmen.in arts. 
Their maps and: prints are in high efteem, 
as well as'their mufical and mathematical 
infiruments ; nor are they lefs curious in 
clock work, and in the feveral manufaGtures 
ef iron, fiecl, ivory, wood, and alabafter.

The bridge was buiit of ftone, and fupport- 
ed by fixteen arches. On it was the ftatue 
of the Virgin Mary in bronze, holding that 
of Jefus in her arms, as if going to be laid 
in his tomb. On one fide of her was the 
ftatue of Charles VII. on his knees, and on 
the other Joan of Arc, called the Maid of 
Orleans, dreffed in armour. Every year, 
on the izth of May, they make a folemn 
procefiion in memory of Joan. Her ftory 
és well known; and that the firft exploit 
fhe performed was the raifing the fiege of 
Orleans. But the bridge has been fince re- 
built, and was opened in Auguft 1760; and 
mow the French boaft that it is the fineft in 
the world.

They are of # 
middle fize, with broad faces and nofes, and 
yellowifh, or red hair. All their garments, 
from top to toe, are made of fith-fkins, for 
they have neither linen nor woollen ; and 
indeed they might almoft as well go naked. 
The greateft diverfion is déer hunting, and 
they go together in crowds, with a weapon 
like a large knife, fattened in a ftick, They 
have a fort of princes among them, in one 
of whofe houfes fome European travellers 
found four wives. One of thefe had a red 
cloth coat on, and was fet off with all forts 
of glafs beads. There was no other furni- 
ture than cradles and chefts, made of barks 
of trees, fewed together. Their beds con- 
fifted of wood-fhavings, almoft as foft as 
feathers, and their children lay naked upon 
them in cradles. They all take tobacco, 
and {wallow the fmoke, which puts them 
into fuch difordérs, that they foam at the 
mouth, They can neither write nor read 5 
nor do they cultivate the land; and feem to- 
tally ignorant of times paft. They have neis 
ther temples nor priefts, and their boats are 
only made of barks of trées, fewed together. 
In winter they live entirely under ground,and 
there is no other entrance into their caves 
than a hole atthe top. When they lie naked 
round the fire, as is their cuftom, the fnow 
will drive in upon them, and partly cover 
them, which they take little or no notice of.

PALATINATE, aconfiderable province 
of Germany, divided into the Upper.and 
Lower. The Upper Palatinate is alfo called 
the Palatinate of Bavaria; fee Bavarta. 
And the Lower Palatinate, or Palatinate of 
the Rhine, is an electorate. It is bounded 
on the N. by the archbifhopricks.of Mentz 
and Triers ; on the E. by the circles of Fran- 
conia and Suabia ; and on the W. andS. by 
Alfatia. Jt is about roo miles in length, 
and 70 in breadth, and the principal rivers 
are the Rhine and the Neckar, befides feve- 
ral other fmaller ftreams. It is not a very 
rich country, though there are very fine 
vineyards, fertile fields, handfome foretts, 


abound in fith; befides, there are cattle, 
game, and wild fowl ; without mentioning 
timber, which is very common: however, 
there are neither mines, nor falt-works. 
In general, the Lower Palatinate has fuf- 
fered more by the preceding wars with 
France, than all the provinces of Germany 
put togctuer, during the {pace of 30 years; 
for the French have plundered the country, 
and demolithed.fome of its fine towns, more 
than once.

It was the feat of the an- 
cient kings, and is 4 miles. in circumfer- 
ence. Itis a place of great trade, the ftreets 
handfome, and houfes fuperb, weil forti-= 
fied, and very populous. The public 
buildings, fquares, churches, and fountains, 
are extremely fine. The fountain in the 
great fquare is thought to be the fineft in all 
Italy. The number of the inhabitants is 
above 200,0c0, and the harbour is very 
large, having a mole 1300 geometrical paces 
in length; but the veffels that ride therein 
are not always very fafe. There is a mag- 
nificent caftle built near the fea-fide, wherein, 
the viceroy refides fix months in the year 3, 
anid his prefence draws a great number of. 
the nobility to this place. The laft king 
was crowned at Palermo in July 1735. 
This city has fuffered greatly by earthquakes, 
particularly in 16933. and it was greatly 
damaged by a fire in 1730, when a maga- 
zine of powder was blown up, ‘containing

At prefent they 
beftow the name of this territory likewife 
on Judea, and therefore, taking in the 
whole extent, it is. bounded on the N. by 
Mount Libanus ; on the E. by mount Her- 
mon, which feparates it from Arabia De- 
ferta; on the S. by Arabia Petrea ; and on 
the W. by the Mediterranean Sea. It was 
called Paleftine from the Philiftines, who 
inhabited the fea-coaft, and Judea from Ju- 
dah ; as alfo the Holy Land, becaufe it was 
the fcene of the birth and fufferings of Jefus 
Chrift, At prefent it is a poor, barren 
country, which perhaps may be owing to the 

-indolence of the inhabitants ; for it was for- 

merly called a Jand flowing with milk and 
honey. About Jerufalem the country ‘jis 
mountainous and rocky, which however 
ferves to feed fheep and cattle. 

PaLesTRina, a town of Italy, in the 
Campagna-di-Roma, with a bifhop’s fee. 
it is the capita! of a principality of the fame 
mame, and the bifhop is one of the fix car- 
dinals. It was anciently famous for the 
temple of Fortune, being then cailed Pre- 
nefte, and feated on the top cf a mountain, 
the ruins of which may yet be feen. The 
prefent place is built to the S. of the fame 
mountain, 25 miles E. of Rome, Lon.

fertile, and produces not-only the vegetables 


and fruits peculiar to America, but alfe 
thofe of Europe which have been introduced 
here. . The chief articles of their trade are, 
cotton, tobacco, fome fugar, and the herb 
called Paraguay. Every town gathers an- 
nually 2000 arobas of cotton, 25 pounds 
weight each, which the native Americans 
manufacture into cloth. There are alfo 
great quantities of tobacco produced; but 
the chief article is the herb Paraguay, which 
only grows in this country, and the infu~ 
fion of it. is drank in all the Spanifh pro- 
vinces of S. America, inftead of tea and 
chocolate. it is now about a century and 
a half fince the Jefuits entered this province, 
and the inhabitants confift of Guaranees, 
which the impolitic Portugueze drove from 
their. native country by their oppreffions 5 
as alfo of the natives of Tape. According 
to a very exact account in 1734, there were 
32 towns of the Guaranées, inhabited by 
30,000 workmen, ‘The miffions of Para- 
guay are furrounded on ail fides by favage 
Americans, fome of which live in friendfhip 
with thofe towns, and others harrafs them 
by frequent incurfions; for which reafon 
every town has its magazine, in which are 
their fire-arms and other weapons. The 
militia is compofed of all that are able to 
bear arms,.and they are formed into com- 
panies, each of which hath proper officers. 
They have alfo fchools in each town, where 
the common people are taught reading and 
writing, as well as mufic and. dancing. 
The churches are large,.well built, finely 
adorned and enlightened, and each has a 


choir of mufic, compofed of inftruments of |

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all forts. The houfes are as well built and 
farnithed as moft of the Spanith houfes in. 
Peru; the greateft part indeed have mud- 
Walls, and are covered with tiles ; but there 
are fome of brick’ and ftone, There is a 
fort of nunnery in every town, where wo 

men are confined who are loofe livers, and 
where thofe who have no family retire 
when their hufbands are abfent. The Gua- 
ranees are fo profufe and negligent, that 
the priefts are obliged to take all che manu- 
factures off their hands when they are ready 
for fale, othéiwife si would wafte and 
@eftroy ther.

Paris is an archbifhop- 
rick, and Noftre Dame is the metropolitan 
church ; it is a fuperb ftructure, fupported 
by 120 columns; the body of the churchis 
3474 feet in length, 60 in breadth, and 100 
in height; the towers or fteeples are alfo 
very fine. The univerfity at Paris is the 
moft*ancient in Europe, it having been 
founded by Charlemagne in 790 ; itis com- 
pofed of three colleges, of which that for di- 
vinity is called the Sorbonne. There are 
feveral famous academies, namely, the 
French academy, thofe of infcriptions and 
belles lettres, of {ciences, of painting, of 
Sculpture, of architecture, and of furgery. 
There are alfo feveral public libraries, the 
principal of which are, thofe of the King, of 
Mazarin, and of St, Vittor. The King’s 
gardens are full of all forts of plants; and 
there is a cabinet containing a vaft number 
of curiofities.. There area great number of 
manufactures of all kinds, and the hofpitals 
are well endowed ; the principal -of thefe 
are, the Hotel Diev, the General-Hofpital, 
the Salpetriere, the Hofpital for Foundlings, 
and for Lunatics, The moft remarkable 
buildings are, the Louvre, the palace of 
the Thuilleries, the royal palace of Luxem- 
burg, the hotel of invalids, the hotel of the 
city, or town-houfe, the Baflile, the hall 
where the courts of juftice fit, the Val-de-

The produét of 
this country is timber for building, elephants, 
elephants teeth, bees-wax, fticklac, iron, 
tin, petrolzum, very fine rubies, and fmall 
diamonds. They have alfo falpetre, and 
plenty of lead, of which they make their 
money. Itis very fruitful in corn, roo's, 
pulfe, and fruits, and wild game is very 
common. They have alfo good fith, pork, 
and poultry, They wear no European com- 
modities but hats and ribbands ; but they 

| have 
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“have cottons, filks, and filver from Bengal, 
and the neighbouring countries, The go- 
vernment is arbitrary, for the king’s will is 
a law ; and yet he does not often abufe his 
power. He has a large handfome ftone pa- 
Jace at Ava, with four gates, each of which 
is appropriated for people to pafs through 
upon different occafions,; None but ambaf- 
fadors pafs through the E. gate, which is 
alfo called the golden gate. The inhabi- 
tants are but thinly clad, and the beft 
among them wear neither fhoes nor ftock- 
ings. The Barmaes go almoft naked, and 
make figures on their {kins like the ancient 


Piats, by pricking them in with a bodkin, 


and rubbing them over with charcoal, The 
women are much whiter than the men, 
fmall, but well proportioned. They wear 
petticoats, which are open before; and this 
part of the drefs was faid to be invented by 
a queen of this country, to draw the men 
off from unnatural vices. The women are 
very fond of ftrangers; and any man may 

have a wife for the time he ftays there. 
” ‘The wife goes to market, dreffes the victuals, 
takes care of her hufband’s cloaths, and fells 
his goods by retail. If the proves falfe, the 
hufband may fell her for a flave ; and if he 
goes aftray, fhe will give him a dofe of poi- 
fon. There are a vaft number of temples 
in this country, but moft of wood, which 
are varnifhed and gilded. The priefts have 
ground allowed them, which they cultivate 
for their fubfiftence ; and they are faid to be 
ftri& obfervers of morality. They arecalled 
Talapoins, and inculcate charity as the 
higheft virtue, affirming that religion to be 
beft which teaches men to do moft good. 
They have idols in their temples in a fitting 
pofture, like taylors, and very large ears, 
They have various forts of mufic, but the 
pipe and tabor are éfteemed the beft. They 
have one inftrument fhaped like a galley, 
with about 20 bells of different fizes; and 
when they ftrike them, with a ftick they 
make no bad mufic. When any happen to 
be thipwrecked on the coaft, if they repair 
to the temples they will be taken care of, 
and fupplied with what they want. In the 
jow flat part of the country, which is liable 
to be overflowed, they. build their houfes 
upon ftakes; and then in time of inunda- 
tions they communicate with each other by 
boats. The king of Ava, who refides at 
the palace above-mentioned, is now matter 
of Pegu.

quered this empire; the other, called the 
Old City, is inhabited by the Chinefe. The 
circuit of both thefe together, is 52 Chinele’ 
lys, each of which contains 240 geometri~ 
cal places. The gates of this city are high 
and well arched, fupporting buildings of 
nine ftories high; the loweft of which is 
for the foldiers when they come off guard, 
The gates are nine in number ; and before 
each is an open fpace, which ferves fora 
parade. The fireets are as ftrait as a line, 
moft of which are three miles in length, and 
about 120 feet wide, with fhops on both 
fides ; but the houfes are poorly built, and 
have only a ground-floor. It is furprifing 
to fee what numbers of people there are in 
the fireets, and mot one woman .among 
them ; there is always a great confufion,- 
occafioned by the vaft numbers of horfes, 
camels, mules, affes, waggons, carts, and 
chairs, without reckoning the feveral mobs 
which gather about jugglers, baliad fingers, 
and the like. Perfons of diftin@ion have 
always a horfeman, who goes before them 
to clear the way. Ali the riches and mer- 
chandizes of the empire are continually 
pouring ito this city. There are always 
hackney-horfes and chairs in various parts, 
which ftand ready to be hired for a trifle; 
and the owners of them know every ftreet 
and houfe where any confiderable perfon 
lives. All the great flreets are guarded by 
foldiers, who patrole night and day with 
fwords by. their Gides, and whips in theic 
hands, to chaftife thofe who make any di- 
{turbance, or take them into cuftody. The 
little ftreets have lattice gates at their en- 
trance into the great ftreeis, which are fhut 
up at niglits, and guarded by foldiers, who 
fuffer no affemblies in the. ftreets at that 
time, and examine all that pafs along. The 
emperor’s palace is of vaft extent, and fur- 
rounded witb a brick wall, with pavilions 
at each corner, encompaffed by galleries 
fupported by columns. But it would be 
endiefs to give an account of the different 
apartments, with their ornaments and fure 
niture, as well as of the different magazines, 
and rich commodities kept therein ; not to 
mention the fupreme courts of juftice, 
which are e fix in number, and are only to 

be 
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be controuled by the emperof, and the 
“grand counci!, Thofe who have computed 
the compafs of this city a different way, ob- 
‘ferve, that it is 20 miles in circumference, 
and that the number of inhabitants is, at 
leaft, two millions ; that the walls are fo 
high that they cover the town, and are 
broad enough for feveral horfemen to ride 
a-breaft; and there are flrong towers a 
bow-fhot diftant from each other. The 
walls of the emperor’s palace, including 
that and the gardenss are about 2 miles in | 
Jeneth; and the architeCture of the ftruce 
tures entirely different from that of the Eu- 
ropeans, for they are covered with tilés of a 
fhining beautiful yellow. The temples, and 
the towers of this city, are fo numerous, 
that it is difficult to count them. The 
county about itis plain, but fandy, and 
not very fruitful, yet provifions of al] kinds 
are exceeding plentifel, they being, as ‘well 
‘as the metchandizes, brought from ot'er 
parts by means of canals cut from the rivers, 
and always crowded with veffels of differ- 
ent fizes, An earthquake which happened 
here in 1737, buried above 100,000 per- 
fons in the ruins of the houfes, which were 
thrown down.

‘The bats are of a mon- 
ftrous fize, and will fuck the blood of 
horfes, mules, and even of men who fleep 
in the fields ; and they have entirely de- 
ftroyed the great cattle which the miffion- 
aries had introduced into a country N. of 
Peru. The famous bird called a contor, 
or condor, is perhaps the largeft in the 
world, for it makes nothing of carrying 
eff a whole buck. The animal called the 
guanaco is peculiar to S. America, for none 
have ever been found in N. America, nor 
any other country ; it is commonly. called a 
camel-fheep, and bas fomethiog of the fhape 
of a camel, Without any buach on its back ; 
there are two forts of them, one covered 
with a very fine reddifh wool or hair, which 
is a valuable commodity. They are but 
{mall in comparifon' of a camel, and were 
ufed to carry burthens of about Sfty pounds 
weight, before horfes were introduced.

have no beards, nor hair on any part of 
their bodies except their heads, where it is 
black, long, and-coarfe. Thofe that are not 
much expofed to the weather, aré of a 
lighter colour than the reft. The natives 
who live at Quito feem to be of a different 


‘temper ; for they are all extremely idle, and 


fo ftupid, that they will fit whole days to- 
gether upon their heels, without ftirring or 
fpeaking, Their garment is a fort of a 
fack, with holes to put their arms through 5 
and this is given them by their mafters as 
part of their wages. From a mixture of the 
native Americans and the Spaniards there 
arifes a third kind, called Meftics, who 
are illegitimate: however, they have all the 
privileges of a Spaniard, and are the perfons 
who carry on all trades; for the Spaniards 
think i¢ beneath them to meddle with any 
thing of this fort: thefe behave in a more 
tyrannical manner over the real Americans, 
than even the Spaniards themfelves, info- 
much that the governor is obliged to re- 
prefs their infolence. It was faid above 
that it never rains, but this muft be undere 
ftood of the fouth parts; for in the north, 
where the mountains are not fo high, it 
often rains exceffively ; infomuch that thofe 
who gothither in fearch of gold, are often 
carried off by the unwholefomenefs.of the 
climate. Thofe that travel over the Andes, 
where they are paffable, find it fo cold that 
they are often froze to death; and if they 
are aware of a ftorm coming, they have no 
oiher way to fave themfelves, than by kill- 
ing their borfes and getting into their bel- 
lies. They have a great number of fruits, 
plants, and trees, not known in Europe ; 
however, fome of ttheir phyfical drugs are 
brought over, which are of excellent. ufe, 
and are well known in druggifts fhops, par- 
ticularly the Jefuits bark and Peruvian bal.

All the riches of China are brought 
into this province, particularly to Pekin, 
where the emperor refides, 
PETERBOROUGH, a city of Northamp- 
tonfhire, with a bifhop’s fee, a market on 
Saturdays, and two fairs, on July 10, and 
Oober 2, for all fort of ftock-wrought 
timber, and cheefe.

PeTersnurc, a large handfome city, 
the capital of Ruffia, built by Peter the 
Great, czar of Mufcovy, in 1703. It is of 
prodigious extent, and contained not long 
ago 60,000 houfes, great and fmall. It is 
feated in an ifland, which lies on the middle 
of the river Neiva, where the land has been 
confiderably raifed. The fort has fix batti« 
ons, and oppofite to it, on the Terra Firma, 
is acrown-work.

Paul, with a high fteeple, and defigned for 
the burying-place of the royal family. The 
_ roof of the ficeple is very finely gilt all over, 
and there are chimes which go every hour. 
Ja an armof the river, between the crown- 
work and the fort, the emperor’s galleys are 
Jaid up during the winter feafon. On this 
fide the fort, there are two quarters, called 
the Slabod of the Germans, and the Slabod 
of the Mufeovites. In the firft there are the 
furnmer and winter palaces, the boufes be- 
longing to the admiralty, a church, and a 
dock for building fhips: in the other Slabod 
is the palace of the emprefs, where the for- 
merly-refided. Beyond the forts are the 
Slabods of the Tartarsand Finlanders ; and 
in. both there are very fuperb firudtures. In 
1716 they began to cut canals in the ifland, 
to make Peterfburg refemble Amfterdam ; 
but the csar did not live to fee this project 
executed, There are built here many pa- 
laces, a college, a military fchool, and an 
exchange. The worft of this place is, that 
it is hot high enough to efcape inundations, 
which fometimes have occafioned the lofs of 
vaftfums of money. When the merchants 
perceive a flood is coming on, they make 
dykes before their houfes, to Keep out the 
water. At firft pbvifane were fcarce, and 
the trade was {mall, becaufe the lakes La- 
doga and Onega had not depth enough to 
carry large vefiels ; but Peter the Great re- 
Medied this inconveniency in 1720, by cut~ 
ting a canal from the lake Ladoga, of about 
75 miles in length and 70 feet wide, and to 
in depth. Ten years were employed in 
this work, but it was not finifhed till the 
next reap 3 and now Peterfburg may rea- 
dily be fupplied with provifion. Trade 
fiourifhes greatly here, becaufe it is the feat 
of government, and becaufe foreigners have 
the fame privileges as the natives of the 
place. All religions are tolerated, and there 
‘are pacquet-boats, by which intelligence is 
“conveyed to different places. The inhabi- 
tants alfo carry on a trade with the Chinefe 

and Perfians, They have woollen and li- 
nen manufaétures here, paper: mills, pow- 

der-mills, places for preparing faltpetre- 

brimftone, and elaboratories for fire- works. 

‘Here are alfo yards for making ropes, ca- 
‘bles, and tackling for fhips, a foundery, 
where cannon and mortars are caft; asalfo

“$ween Peterfburg and Mofsow, in a firait

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line acrofs the forefts, planted wlth trees 
on each fide, 555 miles in length. It was 
finifhed in 1718; and at the end of every 
5 miles are pofts fet up of $ feet high, 
which ferve to diredt travellers. This road 
is divided into 24 pofts, or ftations, at each 
of which are at leaft 20 horfes, kept ready 
faddied and bridled.. Some ttreets of this 
city are regular and well built ; and among 
the moft elegant ftrudtures may be reckoned 
the great chancellor’s houfe, that- of the 
vice chancellor, count Gallowin’s, and fome 
others. They are moftly brick plaiftered 
over; and though the climate is fo very 
cold, ‘yet they have more windows than 
they generally have in England, An Italian 
architect, who has been fettled here many 
years, has contributed not a little to the 
beauty of the city. The fummer palace, 
and gardens, lie to the E. where they are 
fine walks, and choice ftatues, Near it is 
the cholatites which was ereéted in the room 
of the wooden one, burnt down to the 
ground, Theexhibitions are French come~ 
dies, and Italian operas ; and all foreigners 
of diftinction are invited to partake of thefe 
diverfions, as well as to balls, mafquerades, 
and concerts, which are frequently given at 
court. There are 20 Ruffian churches, and 
4. Lutheran, befides thofe of the Calvinifts, 
Dutch, Englifh, and Roman Catholics ; and 
the number of inhabitants are now reckoned 
at 100,000, moft of whom came: to fettle 
here from other countries, there being not 
many original Ruflians among them.

The 
king is chofen by a general diet called toge- 
ther by the archbifhop of Gnefna, who is 
the chief of the republic during the inter- 
regnum. This diet is held in the open field, 
in a kind of Ja: ge hall erected for that pur- 
pofe, above a mile from Warfaw. When 
he is elected he is obliged to take an oath, 
that he will maintain the privileges of the 
republic called the Pacta Conventa. After 
his coronation he may difpofe of the vacant 
benefices, and the offices both civil and mi- 
lirary. He has a fettled revenue of 40,000! 
a-year, and cannot, by his own authority, 
raife any new taxes or change any law. 


The ariftocracy of this republic confifts inj 


the fenate and general diet. The fenate is 
compofed of the bifhops, great officers, pa- 
latines, and governors of towns, who, with 
the King, regulate the affairs of thé king- 
dom, and prevent him from doing any 
thing againft ths liberty of the country, 
The general diets, which are aflemblies of 
all the nobility, ought ‘to be held every two 
years; but they meet oftener when there is 
any imporant affair on the carpet,’ Before

Upon this there is a particular 
diet in every palatinate, wherein nothing 
can be determined without a general cone 
fent ; for if one gentleman oppofes the opi- 
nion of the affembly, it is obliged to hreak 
up; and that palatinate, from this time, 
can have no voice in the general diet, 
There likewife they muft be all unanimous ; 
for one fenator, or nuncio, can ftop the 
proceedings of the whole. The Poles, or 
Polanders, are large, well made, and ro- 
buft, and the nobility kind to ftrangers, and 
Senerally fpeak feveral languages, The 
burghers, or citizens, can have no eftates, 
but houfes in the towns, and a little land for 
about three miles round them. The pea- 
fants are poor, miferable, and clownith ; 
and as they poffefs nothing, they contribute 
nothing to the fupport of the government. 
They are flaves to the gentlemen, who 
treat them juft as they pleafe, It is not 
faid they have fo mucha year, but that they 
have fo many peafants under them. The 
air is generally coid, and they have but lit- 
tle wood ; however it is fo fertile in corn in 
many places, that it fupplies Sweden and 
Holland with large quantities. There are 
extenfive paftures, and they have a large 
quantity of leather, furs, hemp, flax, falt- 
petre, honey, and wax, There are fo many 
bees, efpecially in Lithuania, that their 
common drink is mead or metheglin. They 
have mines of falt, which are of a great 
depth, out of which they dig rock-falt. 
The prevailing religion is the Roman Ca- 
tholic, which the king moft always profefs : 
however, there are Lutherans, Calvinifts, 
anda great many Jews. There are three 
univerfities, at Cracow, Vilna, and Ko- 
ningfburg ;.two archbifhopricks, and fifteen 
bifhopricks The principal rivers are the 
Nieper, the Viftula, the Bug, the Niemen, 
and Neifter, and the Bog. Cracow is the 
capital town, but Warfaw is the general re- 
fidence of the king.

The 

French are greatly addicted to women, from 

whom they catch difeafes that render them’ 

pale, livid, and meagre, with a frightful 

afpect, However, feveral of the French 

are married to a fort of Portuguefe women, 

who are of a mixed breed, being a kind of 

Moulattoes. The country about it is barren, 

and confequently moft of their provifions 

are brought from other places. Their trade 

confifis in cotton-cloths, filk, pepper, falt- 

petre, and other merchandizes that are 

brought from Bengal. With regard to the 

religion of the natives, the moft. numerous 

are the Gentoos, but there are Mahometans 

or Moors, who hold a great many ridicu- 

lous opinions. The Gentoos are of differ- 

ent fects, and that of the Brahmins are 

priefts. The cuftom of womens burning 

themfelves with the bodies of their dead 

hufbands was very common, but of late is 

much difcountenanced. The flaves or fer- 

vants are very numerous, and their chief 

food is rice; however, moft of them are 

affi@ed with the French difeafe, and their 

wives are common both to. the Gentoos 

and Moors. Thefe wretched people will 

fell their fifters, daughters, or wives, for a 

trifle ; and they on their parts are very fond 

of the white men, This place was taken, 
and the fortifications demolifhed, by colonel 
Coote ; but reftored to the French by the 
peace of 1763.

The 
provinces which depend on the holy fee are 
governed by legates, but, befides the 12. 
above mentioned, there is one at Avignon 
in France, and another at Benevento in the 
kingdom of Naples. There ate few coun- 
tries where the Pope has not ambafiadors, 
who are called nuncios; there is generally 
‘one at Vienna, Paris, Lifbon, Madrid, War- 
faw, Swifferiand, Venice, Bruffels, and Co- 
'Iogne; and ante ene are cardinals. 
They have the title of Legates a Latere. 
The title given to the pope is His Holinefs. 
and the cardinals: have that of Eminence. 
The datarie’s office is the cha reclity of the 
pope, and the decree s ifued from thence are 
called apoftolic briefs, | AN the ecclefi- 
aftics, and all thé seein orders who pro- 
fefs the Roraan catholic religion, are under 
the pope ; and every one of thefe orders has 
its general at Rome, by whom the pope is 
acquainted with every thing that paffes in 
the world. As there is fcarce a religious 
houfe that has not a greater revenue than 
they fpend, and as they are all defirous of 
fupporting the pope’s authority, we may 
readily judge that he never wants money. 
It has been computed, that the common re- 
venue which the pope receives amounts to 
above twenty millions fterling. However, 
it is difficult to know what he receives be- 
fides this, from the benefices which he con- 
fers, the dignities to which he nominates, 
the firft fruits, the difpenfations, the indul- 
gences, the beatifications, and many other 
things of this kind. There was a time 
when his holinefs had an army of 20,000 
men on foot, and there is a little doubt to be 
made, that in cafe of neceffity he could raife 
three times as many. He alfo fits out, from 
time to time, a few galleys againft the 
Turks. However, at prefent his forces are 
far from being formidable, either by fea or 
land, About 600 years ago the pope could 
raife an army of 100,000 men, under pre- 
tence of a warin the Holy Land, but in this 
enlightened age he would find few willing 
to engagein fuch an expedition. The pope 
has a particular governor of Rome, which 
is one of the higheft and molt gainful offices 
in his difpofal. The Romarecatholic reli- 
gion is the only one allowed throughout the 
pope’s dominions, and yet there are about 
10,000 Jews fettled at Rome, who are ob- 
liged to go every Sunday to hear a fermon 
on the controverted points ; but it does not 
appear that they make many converts. The 
inquifition at Rome is called the Holy Of- 
6 


fice, and it is more mild than in other cotn- 
tries. Among the different congregations 
compofed of cardinals, one of the ptincipat 
is that of De propaganda fide, which has 
been eftablifhed to bring about the conver- 
fion of pagans and heretics. It has a 
printing-houfe belonging to it, where books 
are printed in all languages, and it has alfo 
a fchool, where miffionaries are brought up, 
and fent into all parts of the world. The 
pope’s guards confift of Swifs, who are all 
talland robuft. The foldiers who patrole 
through the city every night are called Bar- 
ries, and the chief Barrigello.

in the fame climate, yet the air of the lat- 
ter is much more temperate than that of the 
former, on account of the neighbourhood of 
the fea. Corn is not very plentiful in this 
country, becaufe the inhabitants are not 


much addiged to bufbandry; for this rea- 


fon they import Indian corn from Africa, 
which is made ufe of by the peafants inftead 
of wheat. There are a great number of 
barren mountains, and yet they have plenty 
of oliyes, vineyards, oranges, and lemons, 
as alfo nuts, almonds, figs, and_ raifins. 
They have fome horned cattle, whofe fleth 
is generally lean anddry. They alfo make 
a great deal of falt with the fea-water, ef- 
pecially in the bay of St. Ubes, frown whence 
a great deal is exported. Their foreign 
trade confifts either of the exportation of 
the produce of their own country, or in the 
merchandize which they receive from their 
plantations and f{ettlements in various 
parts of the world, fuch as fugar, tobacco, 
¥um, cotton, indigo, hides, Brazil and other 
woods for dying, many drugs of different 
forts, and excellent in their kinds. Befides 
thefe, they have gold, filver, diamonds, 
and other precious '{tones from America, 
which bring them in immenfe riches. The 
horfes of Portugal were formerly in great 
eficem, but now they are fo fond of mules, 
that if they were to raife an army, they 
would want horfes. Towards the frontiers 
of Spain there are mountains in which they 
formerly got gold and filver, and the river 
Tagus, or ‘ajo, was noted for its golden 
fands ; but now the Portuguefe do not think 
them worth minding, There are alfo mines 
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of iron, tin, lead, quarries of marble, and 
fome precious ftones. -The principal rivers 
are, the Tagus, the Duero or ‘Douro, the 
Guadiana, the Minho, and the Munda or 
Mondego. Portugal is divided into fix 
‘provinces, namely, two in the middle called 
Eftramadura and Beira; two on the N. 


which are Entre-Minho-e-Douro, and Tras — 


los-Montes ; alfo two on the S. called Alene 
tejo and Algaw. The principal bufinefs of 
the Portuguefe is trade, and the merchants 
have all the virtues and all the vices common 
to people of that profeffion. Learning is 
upon the decline, and the academies and 
{chools are gone to decay. The military

long a peace. The Portuguefe women are 
fruitful enough, and if they had not fent fo 


many colonies abroad, this country would — 


have been full of people. The ladies are 
addicted to gallantry, for which reafon the 
men are jealous of their wives, and allow 
them but very little liberty, 


deal of difference between the fovereignty 
of the king of Portugal and that of the king 
of Spain ; for the authority of the pope here 
is very great.

One would think 
the Portuguefe fhould abound in gold, fil- 
ver, and jewels, but they are naturally ins 
dolent, and fo fond of luxury in every 
fenfe, that they {pend all their wealth in the 
purchafe of foreign merchandifes. No other 
religion is allowed here but the Roman ca- 
tholic, and they have 3 archbifhops, and 
to bifhops, befides a patriarch, They have 
three fevere inquift:ions, and yet there are 
a great number of concealed Jews, and even 
among the. grandees of the court. The ay= 
thority of the pope is fo great, that the kisg 
cannot confer any benefice without his con- 
fent. Befides thefe, there are three orders of 
ecclefiaftical knights, who enjoy great reve- 
nues, and who would be very formidable, 
if the king was not grand-mafter. In 1580 
there was a failure in the royal line, and 
then Philip 11. king of Spain got poffeffion 
of the throne ; but in 1640 there was a great 
revolution, and John duke of Braganza ob- 
tained the crown, whofe defcendents have 
enjoyed it ever fince.

One of the moft remarkable produétions of 


this country is yellow amber, which is got 
along the fea-coait, particularly in the circle 
of Samland. There are alfo mountains of 
white fand, covered with oaks and pines ; 
and there they find a vifcous fubfance, 
which being expofed to the air, turns to 
yellow amber: Pat the greateft part pro- 
ceeds from the fea, and when the wind be- 

gins to blow, the peafants run to the fea- 
fide, and fith for amber with great iron 
rakes, of which the whiteft is in the highett 
efteem. There are two Jarge lakes, befides 
the rivers Viftula and Pregel. The inhabi- 
tants are of a good conftitution, laborious, 
robuft, and good foldiers.

Pyramips or EcyptT, ftructures for- 
merly counted one of the feven wonders of 
the world. They are built upon a rock, at 
the foot of the high mountains which accom- 
pany the Nile in its covrfe, and feparate 
Egypt from Lybia Various have been the 
conjectures how and when they were built, 
yet no two authors agree exattly about 
them ; however this is certain, that they are 


extremely ancient, and that there is no ac- 


count in any author of credit, when or for 
what reafon they were founded: moft ima- 
gine they were defigned for tombs, though 
there is no entrance into two of them, 
There are many of thefe edifices at a greater 
diftance in the defert, of which very little 
notice is taken by travellers, The principal 
pyramids are E. S. E. of Gize, a village 
feated on the weftern fhore of the Nile. 
There are four of them that deferve the at- 
tention of the curious ; for though there 
are 7 or $ others in the neighbourhood, they 
are nothing in comparifon of the former : 
the two largeft pyramids are soo feet in 
perpendicular height, The plain they ftand 
On is a continual rock, almoft covered with 
a moving fand, in which are great numbers 
of fhells and petrified oyfters; a thing the 
more furprifing, as the Nile never rifes 
high enough to overflow this plain; nor 
are there any fhell-fih in that river. The 
moft northern of thefe great pyramidsis the 
only one that is open ; and thofe who enter 
it, and clamber up to a fort of room, find a 
tomb, or farcophagus, which fhews by its 
dimenfions, that men were of the fame fize 
then asnow. The external part is chiefly 
built of great fquare ftones, of an equal 
fize ; but have all the figure of a prifm, 
that they may adhere to each other the 
clofer; for they have neither lime, nor 
cramps of any metal. This pyramid is three 
hours journey from Old Cairo, and the en- 
trance into itis on the N. fide. The open- 
ing leads fucceffively to five different paf- 
fages, which, though running upwards, 
downwards, and horizontally, tend all to- 
wards the S, and terminate in two cham- 
bers, the one underneath, and the other in 
the centre of the Pyramid. Inthe upper 
chamber is the farcophagus juft mentioned; 
it is of granite, and if you ftrike upon it 
with a key, it founds like a bell, The afcents 
to the top of the pyramid on the out-fide are 
by fteps, which are the height of cach ftone,

the lowermoft of which is 4 feet high, and. 
broad, but they were not originally defigned 
for this purpofe. The bafe at the N. fide 
of it is 693 feet, and as the pyramid is ex- 
actly fquare, the other fides muft be of the 
fame length. If we imagine four equilate- 
ral triangles, mutually inclining till they all 
meet in a point at the top, we fhall then 
have a true notion of the dimenfion and 
figure of this pyramid; the perimeter of 
each triangle comprehending 2079 feet, and 
the perimeter of the bafis 2772 feet, 
Whence the whole area of the bafe con- 
tains 480,049 fquare feet, or 11 Englifh 
acres of ground, and fomewhat more, How- 
ever, the top does not end in a point, but in 
a little flat, or fquare, where fome ima- 
gine the Egyptian priefts made their aftro- 
nomical obfervations ; but this is denied by 
others. 

PyreEnean-MounTains, or PyrE- 
NE¥s, are the mountains’ which divide 
France from Spain; and are the moft cele- 
They 
reach from the Mediterranean Sea, as far as 
the ocean, and are about 212 miles in length. 
They have different names, according to the 
different places wherein they ftand, Some 
think they are as high as the Alps ; burt the 
paffages over them are not fo difficult, what 
ever fome travellers may think who have not 
croffed the former. 

Pyrmont, a town of Germany, in the 
circle of Weftphalia, on the confines of the 
duchy of Brunfwick. Here is acaftle kept 
by a governor under the counts of Waldeck 5 
and a little diftance from it are mineral wa- 
ters, well known to all Europe. They are 
often frequented by perfons of the higheft 
rank 3; and even the king of Pruffia has been 
here to drink the waters. The Proteftants 
of this place have the free exercife of their 
religion, It is 40 miles S. W. of Hanover.

They 
have a prodigious number of ducks, whofe 
eggs they hatch in ovens ; anda remarkable 
tree, whofe wood ‘is remarkably hard and 
heavy, and thence called iron-wood, The 
mountains are covered with a fort of ofiers 
which ‘creep along the ground, and are fo 
tough that they make bafkets, hurdles, matts, 
and ropes of them. Canton is the capital 
town, .

The Hotel Diewis in the midway, and from 
thence are fmall houfes, which reach to the 
houfe of the intendant.

St. Peter’s church 
is the largeft in all Chriftendom; and is in- 
crufted within, and without with marble. 
ft is $40 feetintength, 725 in breadth, 300. 
in height, and 2465 in circumference; 23 
popes have died fince its foundation ; and it 


has coit twenty three millions of crowns. In,~ 


the great fquare Kefore this church is an obe- 
ik of granite, 80 feet in height without the 
pedeftal, which is $2 feet high, The church 
of St. John Lateran is the cathedral of the 
bifhop of Reme, and adjoining to it is the 
Scala Santa, which tas 28 fteps of white 
marble, on which every one muitafcend on 
their knees, becaufe they pretend it is the 
fame Chrift went up in the palage vo 
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high prieft Caiphas, The Rotonda is very 
remarkable for having no pillar; and was 
a temple of the ancient Romans, called the 
Pantheon. It is now dedicated to the Vir- 
gin Mary, and All Saints ; but a few years 
ago the roof unbappily fell in, to the great 
damage of that ancient ftruGure. The li- 
brary of the Vatican is the largeft and moft 
gomplete in the world, efpecially fince that 
of Heidelberg was carried to Rome, above 
roo years ago. TThereis a-vaft number of 
Manuicripts in all languages, and of all 
ages, befides excellent pi€tures by the beft 
matters, Rowe is divided into 14 wards, 
called Rione; and the caftle of St. Angelo 
is fufficient to sat the whole city in awe. 
Gt is built near the river Tiber, is flanked 
with 5 baftions, and defended by a great 
number of cannon. In the middle isa large 
tower, called the Maufoleum of Adrian, 
and was bui!t by him for a fepulchre. Here 
they keep the archives and treafure of the 
church: and there is a fubterranean paffage 
to it from the Vatican, ‘There-are a great 
number of magnificent palaces, the moft re- 
markable of which are thofe of Farnefe and 
Borghefe. But what is as remarkable 
as any thing at Rome, are the hofpitals 
where they take care of the poor, the fick, 
and the unfortunate ; here are not only hof- 
pitals for each particular nation, but there 
are houfes of charity for widows, old maids, 
women that have bad hufbands, and repent- 
ing proftitutes. The univerfity called the 
Sapienza, is not much frequented ; but the 
Jefuit’s, called the Roman College, has a 
‘pretty large number of ftudents, Rome 1s 
faid to take up as much ground as Paris 
within the wails ; 3 but ther it is not all in- 
habited, for there are many gardens and 
vineyards. The inhabitants are aid to be 
very polite, and far from bigotry, thovgh 
the contrary might be expected, Rome is 
very well fupplied with water by their mag- 
nificent aqueduéts and fountains ; and there 
is pleaty of all forrs of provifions, with a 
great variety Of wines; but a price is fer 
upon every thing by the magiftrates. Rome 
has been feveral times taken, pillaged, and 
burnt, by the Goths, Vandals, and other 
nations, and laft of ail, by the emperor 
Charles V. which is the reafon it has loft fo 
rauch of its ancient fplendor.

The feas, the 
Jakes, and the rivers, fupply the inbabitants 
with large quantities of fifth, of which they 
dry part, and fell to the Ruffian monks. 
There are a vaft number of fturgeons, and 
in fome places they have melons which 
weigh 30 pounds weight; they had very 
few vines before Peter the Great caufed 
them to be planted in different places. In 
Ruffia there are alfo large quantities of cot- 
ton and filk, with which they make all 
forts of ftuffs; the other merc!.andizes are, 
fkins, furs, Roflia-leather, talc, tallow, 
hemp, Ruffia-cloth, heaey, w2x, and al- 
moftt all the merchandizes of China, India, 
Perfia, Turky, and fome European coun- 
tries. It is divided into Weftern Ruffia. 
Eattern Ruffia, Mufvovite Lapland, and 
Maufcovite Tartary ; which are again fubdi- 
vided into feveral provinces, taken notice 
of in their proper places. The inhabitants 
in general are robuft, well-fhaped, and of 
pretty good complexion; they are great 
eaters, and very fond of brandy ; they ufe 
bathing, but fmoke no tobacco, left the 
-. fmoke fhould difhonour the images of the 
faints, which they havein great veneration ; 
however, they take a great deal of {nuff 
made of the tobacco brought from the Uk- 
raine. They were formerly the moft igno- 


rant, brutith people in the world, and many 


of them are now little better. Formerly 
no Ruffians were fzen in other countries, 
and they feldom or never fent ambaffadors 
to foreign courts; but now the gentlemen 
are more polite, and ftady the interefts of 
different nations. Their armies are always 
very numerous, to which their victories are 
to be attributed rather than ro their valour. 

hey had no men of war, nor merchant 
fhips, before the reign of Peter the Great; 
and he firft fent a fleet into the Black Sea 
againft the Turks, ‘They then employed 
their fea-force again{t Sweden; but a fleet 
of Englith men of war fent into the Baltic 
is always fufficient to Keep them in awe. 
The late emprefs augmented her forces fo 
much by fea anddand, that in the laft war 
againft the Turks and Tartars fhe had con- 
fiderable fuccefs. Since her reign Ruffia 
has undergone feveral revolutions ; and the 
court had fo little policy, that after the 
| peace in 173g, they fent home a great num- 
ber of German officers, who had done very 
Breat fervice. Formerly the Ruffian wo- 
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men were fhut up, and their drefs was very 
ridiculous; likewife a man never faw his 
wife before the day of marriage: the wo- 
men thought they were never beloved, un- 
lefs their hufbands beat thém very often; ; 
but now the cafe is greatly altered, for they 
drefs like the German women, and imitate 
their manners. Their religion is that of 
the Greeks, abd they depended formerly on 
the Greek patriarch, who refided at Conftan- 
tinople. When they baptize their children, 
they plunge them into the water. up to the 
head. They ufe red wine at the facrament, 
and give it by fpoonfuls mixed with crumbs 
of bread; and for eight days before the 
communion they eat no fiefhs They will 
not ailow Jefus Chrift to be am interceffor 5 
but fay it is the Virgin Mary and St. An- 
thony that perform this office. They have 
images in their churches, and believe no 
man fure of falvation in this life ; for 
which reafon the priefts give a paffport to 
thofe that are dying, addreffed to St. Ni-+ 
cholas, who is defired to intreat St. Peter 
to open the gates of heaven, as they have 
certified that the bearer is a good Chriftian, 
The church is governed by a patriarch, and 
under him are four metropolitans, and $ 
archbifhops. Every prieftis called a pope, 
and of thefe there are 4000 in Mofcow 
only. Formerly he was thought a Jearned 
man who could read and write 5 but Peter 
the Great undertook to introduce arts and 
{tiences, andin 1724 the firft univerfity was 
founded that ever wasin Ruffia; and there 
is alfo an academy of f{ciences at Peteriburg, 
fupplied with fome of tha beft profeffors in 
Europe. The czar isan abfolute and defpo- 
tic prince, and all his fubje€&ts are reckoned 
flaves; but this is felt moft by tradefmen 
and peafants. There are 32 great councils, 
called in their language pricefdes, and each 
have their proper department. They can — 
raife at any time an army of 300,000 men, 
and generally keep 100,000 regular troops 
in pay. In the reign of the emprefs Ca- 
tharine they had 140 galleys, on which 
they embarked 30,000 men ; but the water 
in the harbour of Cronflot being frefh, vef- 
fels cannot lie there Jong without rotting.

20,000,000 of rubles, which is partly 
drawn from contributions, partly from du- 
ties on merchandizes, and partly from 
farms, The orders of Knighthood are, that 
of St...

Samnbare, a river of the Netherlands, 
which has its fource at the village of No- 
Vion, in Picardy ; and paffing by Landrecy, 
Maubeuge, Thon, and Charleroy, falls into 
the Maefe at Namur. 

* SAMLAND, a circle fo called in Regal 
Proffia, lying near the Gulph of Courland, 
and is very famous for the amber found on 
the coaft. It is divided into four bailiwicks, 
and the principal town is Coningfburg. 

* SAMMATAN, a town of France, in 
Comminges, formerly a/ftrong place, and 
has ftilla very ftrong caftie, ftanding on a 
mountain. It is feated in a valley, on the 
river Save, 3 miles S. E. of Lombez. Lon.

SAMOGITIA, a province of Poland, 
bounded on the N, by Courland; on the E. 
by Lithuania ; on the W. by the Baltick Sea ; 
and onthe S. by Regal Pruffia, being about 
175 miles in length, and 12¢ io breadth. 
It is fall of forefts and very high mountains, 
which feed a great number of cattle, and 
produce a large quantity of honey. There 
are alfo very active horfes, in high efteem. 
The ishabitants are clownith, but honeft ; 
and they will not allow a young woman to 
go out in the night, without a candle in 
her hand, and two bells at her girdle. Rof- 
fenna aod Wormia are the principal places. 

SAMOTEDA, a country of the Ruffian 
empire, between Afiatick Tartary and 
Archangel, lying along the fea-coaft as far 
as Siberia, The inhabitants are fo rude a 
people, that they can hardly pretend to 
humanity, except in their face and figure ; 
for they have little underftanding, and in 
many things refemble brutes, for they will 
eat dead animals of every kind, They tra-

vel on the (iow on fledges, drawn with ani. 


animal like a rein-deer, but with the horna 
of a ftag, 
firm, that no people on the earth make 
fuch fhocking figures ; their ftature is fhort,

who conquered Spain, that is, the defcen- 
dants of them, are known by the name of 
Moors. 
Saracossa, a city of Spain, in the king- 
dom of Arragon, with an archbifhop’s iee, 
an univerfity, and a court ofinquifition, It 
is faid.to be built by the Phenicians, and 
the Romans fent a colony here in the reign 
of the emperor Auguftus, whence it had 
the name of Caefar Auguitus, which by cor- 
ruption has been changed into Saragofia. 
It is large, handfome, and well built. The 
ftreets are long, broad, well paved, and 
very clean, and the houfes from three to 
- fix ftories high It is adorned with many 
magnificent buildings, and they reckon 17 
large churches, and 14 handfome monafte- 
riés, not to mention others lefs confider- 
able. There are four gates into the city, 
correfponding with the four corners of the 
world, The river Ebro runs crofs the place, 
dividing it in two; and on its banks is a 
handfome quay, which ferves for a public 
walk, The Holy-ftreet is the largeft, and 
fo broad it may be taken for a fquare; and 
here they have their bull-fights: in this 
ftreet there are feveral noblemen’s families, 
particularly that of the viceroy. The con- 
vents are handfome and richly adorned, as 
wellas the churches, The cathedral church 
is a fpacious building, after the Gothic tafte ; 
but the fineft church is that of Nueftra Sig- 
nora del Pilar, feated on the fide of the 
Ebro, and is a place of the greateft devotion 
in Spain.

great number of oranges, citrons, and olives, 
On the coaft is a fifhery for anchovies and 
coral, of which they fend large quantities 
to Genoa and Leghorn, Beeves and fheep 
are numerous, as well as horfes, which are 
very good for labour and the road. They 
are fed in the little ilands about it, which 
abound in game; and in that of Afinaria 
there are a great number of turtles. The 
air is very unhealthy, fromthe marfhy land. 
The inhabitants were formerly fo rude and 
clownifh, that the Romans banithed their 
ftate-prifoners to this ifland ; but they are 
much more civilized fince, -and enjoyed full 


diberty till they fet up an inguifition at Saf- 


fari. However, as the inhabitants are not 
very induftrious, the land is not fufficiently 


cultivated, nor are they much addi@ed to . 


trade. It contains mines of filver, lead, 
fulphur, and alum, and they make a good 
deal of falt. This ifland has undergone va- 
rious revolutions +. in 1708 it was taken by 
the Englith for the emperor Charles VI. and 
in 1720 ceded to the duke of Savoy, as an 
equivalent for that of Sicily, and of which 
he is now king, and has a viceroy there,

The cathedral church is the 
largeft in Spain, and ftands in the middle 
of the city ; its roof is extremely high, and 
fupported on each fide by two rows of 
ftately columns’; it is 175 feet in length, 
and 80 in breadth, and its chapels are built 
in the antique manner, The fteeple is. of 
very curious workmanthip, and extremely 
high, confifting of three towers, one above 
another, with galleries and balconies.. Be- 
- fides the cathedral, there are feveral other 
churches, particularly thofe belonging to re- 
ligious houfes; They reckon 85 benefices, 
and 3500 chaplains. The convent of St. 
Francis is the moft curious, and adoined 
with a very handfome public fquare, in 
the midft of which is a fine fountain. It 
contains 160 monks, befices 140 ftrangers 
of the fame order; the church is built in the 
Gothic tafte. The cloifier is fupported by 
marble pillars, and embellifhed with good 
paintings. Tne univerfity of Seville confifts 
of many colleges, where the profeffors live 
at their eafe, enjoying rich penfions. Near 
the cathedral church is the royal palace, 
called Alcazar, which was partly built after 
the antique by the Moors, and partly in 
the modern tafte by king Pedro; it is a 
mile in extent, and flanked with large, 


fquare, ftrong, towers, built with ftones, 


taken from the ancient temple of Hercules: 
fome connoiffeurs fay this ftru€ture has 
not its equal in Europe.

The E. and W. India com- 
panies have their houfes here, where they 
are obliged to regidter themfelves and their 
merchandizes; their fhips indeed ftop in 
the harbour of Cadiz, but their loading is 
carried from thence to Seville. And there 
all the gold and filver is coined, there be- 
ing above 600 men employed in the mint. 
The common people are unpclite, but the 
gentlemen and principal citizens quite other 
wife. The women a'e handfome, and ad- 
dicted to gallantiy, and often deceive theie 
hufbands, notwithftanding their vigilance. 
The country about itis extremely fertile in 
corn, wine, and every thing elfe that con- 
tributes to the pleafure of life ; and there is 
a vat plenty of oil, for to the W. of the 
river, there is a grove of olive trees, 3° 
miles in length.

and women, go almoft naked. The better 
fort indeed wear sich garments; and yet 
thofe about the court are under a miferable 
fubjection to the king, who thews bimfelf 
but once a-year to the common people, 
He is proprietor of all the lands in the coun- 
try, and no. one can buy any merchandizes 
till he has the refufal of them, He gene- 
rally Keeps a numerous army, among which 
there are rooo elephants, and it is faid he 
can bring 250,000 men into the field. It is 
a flat country, which in the rainy feafon is 
overflowed; for which reafon moft of the 
houfes are built on pillars, and they have 
no communication for fome months but by 
boats. Their religion is Paganifm, but are. 
an hone(t fort of people, thinking that do- 
ing good both to men and beafts is the prin- 
cipal part of their duty. Polygamy is law- 
ful, and the failors that have been there af- 
firm, that the women are as amorous as any 
in thefe parts; which is no wonder, for for- 
nication is not looked upon as a fault. There 
are mines of gold, filver, tin, and copper, 
and they have plenty of pepper, aloes, ben- 
jamin, and mufk, The women are the | 
only merchants in buying goods, the men 
being generally maintained by the indufiry 
of. their wives. The Europeans that come 
there to trade, generally take wives for the 
time they ftay, who are not lefs in. efteem 
when the men are gone. The mandarins, 
that is, the principal men who daily attend 
the palace, are 3900 in number, and are 
whipt very feverely with fplit rattans for 
thé leaft fauit; even the ladies are not ex- 
empted from this punifhment; and they are 
fo far from being afthamed of it, that they 
expofe their backs as they go along the. 
ftreets, to thew what they have undergone, 
thinking it an honowr to be taken notice of 
by fo great a king; however, the other 
parts. of the bodies are covered with a thin 
icarf. The. inhabitants are well thaped, 
have large forbeads, little mofes, handfome 
mouths, plump lips, and black fparkling 
eyes. Both fexes go bare-headed, and the 
men are of an olive colour, with little 
beards ; but the women of a ftraw com- 
plexion, and forme have their cheeks a little 
red, They have abundance of wild animals 
in the woods, as elephants, rhinoceroffes, 
leopards, andtygers.

The ftreets are more open, better paved, 
and the boufes better built, than in other 
towns of the continent. The {treet of the 
Franks is the fineft in Smyrna, and lies all 
along the harbour. It is 8 days journey

from Cataya, and 6 from Satalia. The 
caravans of Perfia, often biing 2000 bales 
of filk in a year, befides drugs and cloths.

Jencia, and Catalonia; for the other pro- 
vinces have only governors. The king bas 
alfo five viceroys, and ss governors in 
4\merica, who are changed every five years, 
The revenue of the king is almoft immenfe, 
but there is no knowing exaétly what it 
amounts to. With regard to the church, 
there are $ a'chbifhopricks, and 44 bifhop: 
ricks, who have all large revenues, and the 
king difp.ufes of all ecclefiaftical offices, The 
inquifition was eftablifhed in 1477, and 
there are now 14 tribunals, in as many dif- 
ferent places. They have a great number 
of officers belonging to them, befides 20,000 
{pics. This inquifition was firtt defigned 
againft the Moors; but is now extended to 
jews and Heretics, though it is faid there 
are fill many of the former in high offices 
about the court, notwithfanding all their 
vigilance.

Banyans are moft numerous. Thefe are 
either merchants, bankers, \brokers, ac- 
comptants, collectors, or furveyors; but 
there are very few handicraftimen, except 
taylors and barbers, It is faid there are 85 
different fe&ts among them, who never eat 
with each other, There are alfo Talapoins, 
who are great enemies to the Papifts, and 
preach up morality as the beft guide of hu- 
man life. They live upon alms, feldom 
fpeak in the ftreets, and extend their cha- 
rity even to birds and beafts ; but it would 
be endlefs to take notice of all their diffe- 
rent religions, and different ceremonies, only 
we muft not forget the Perfees, of which 
there are a great numbers about Surat, and 
the adjacent countries) They were banithed 
from Perfia in the feventh century, becaufe 
they would not change their religion. They 
mever marry into any other religion, which 
keeps their complexion almoft as fair as that 
of the Europeans,’ Befides thefe, there are 
Jews and Armenian Chriftians, who are alf 
great merchants. The fields about Surat 
are all plain, and the foil is fertile, except 
towards the fea, which is fandy and barren. 
All forts of provifions are very cheap, and 
they have as good wheat as in Europe. 
They havevarious forts of fowls, and plenty 
of antelopes in their forefts, though but few 
deer, There are no fine buildings, but 
many of the houfes are large ; and there are 
caravanfaries and mofques. ‘The French 
have 4 little church near the old Englith fac-

years. Thofe places that are fit for cultiva- 
tion have {carce a foot of good earth, for be- 
ow it is all gravel; for which reafon they 
tu] the ground with a fingle ox, and one fer- 
vant may readily manage the plough, For 
want of manure they burn their fupe:fluous 
wood, and ftrew the afhes on the ground, 
to render it frui'ful; however, this praétice 
has of late Been foibid. All their roeks are 
quite covered with flowers in the fummer 
time, and their gardens have plenty of 
fruits. The trees are early in bloffoming, 
becaufe the foil is fat and fulphureous, which 
contributes greatly to the vegetation of 
plants ; but yet the apples, pears, cherries, 
apricocks, melons, and grapes, have not 
fo good a tafte as in ithe more fouthern 
countries. Their domeftick animals are 
horfes, cows, hogs, goats, and theep. In the 
winter time fodder is fo fcarce, that the in- 
habitants are forced tounthatch their hou fes, 
to feed their cattle. With regard to the 
wild beafts, there are bears, wolves, foxes, 
wild cats, and fquirrels. In winter the 
foxes. and {quirrels become grey, and the 
Hares as white as fnow, ‘There are alfo 
e.k’s and rain-deer, They have feveral forts 
of fowls, and patridges, woodcocks, and 
faicons,.in great plenty. The filver-mines 
are zoo yarcs indepth; and though they 
are rich, yet the pecple who work them 
have fcarce wherewith to fubfift, when the 
King’s duties are paid. ‘The mines of cop- 
per are exceeding good, and they get large 
quantities out of them every year, though 
mot fo much as formerly, Likewife the 
ron mines yield a great deal of iron, and 
they ufvally exchange them for the commo- 
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|dities of foreign countries. But fice the 
Swedes have had manufaétories of thei 
own, foreign merchandizes have been pros 
hibited ; which has reduced the iron to fo 
tow a price, that thofe that work in the 
mines can fearce get enough to hve upon. — 
Phe Swedes did not apply to navigation tik 
the year 1644, when their vefels had le. 
berty to pafs through the Sound, without — 
paying any toll. The vaft quantivies of the” 
Swedes commodities brought here by the 
Englifh, put them upon thinking of trade; | 
and now they have a great number of artifs _ 


and workmen, as well Germans as Scoteh, 
who are, as it were, naturalized among 

them, and their manufa€tories are now in : 
prety good condition. The innovations in- 
troduced by Cliarles X¥. did great injury to 
trade; and the Englith, who purchafed 
many things in Sweden, now fetch them — 
from America. The merchandizes which - 
the Swedes fupply foreigners with, are 

boards, gunpowder, Jeather, iron, copper, 

rats 6 fins, pitch, rofin, mafts, and all 
| forts: of wooden utenfils ; and on the con- , 
trary, they are obliged to purchafe falt, 
brandy, wine, linen cloth, ftuffs, tobacco, — 
ifagar, fpice, and paper. However, the 
‘trade has been greatly hurt by the Ruffians 
having feized Livonia, which was the gras 
nary of Sweden; and now, in fcarce years 
they are obliged to purchafe corn and provie 
fions from the Ruffians with ready money 
befides, in 1721, their veflels were obliged 
to pay the fame toll as other nations for h 
pafling the Sound ; however, in 1733, they — 
fet up an Eaft India company at Gotien- 

burg; and as that harbour is without the Hs 
Sound, the merchandizes brought from the ~ 
Eaft Indies come duty free. The inhabi- | 
tants are of a robuft conftitution, and able 
to fuftain the hardeft labour, They are ~ 

much more polifhed than what they were; 
and have fevera! public fchools and colleges, aa 
where arts and fciences are taught.

At the fame time 
they re-eitablifhed the authority of the af- 
fembly of the ftates, which confilts of 1000 
gentlemen, 100 ecclefiaftics, 150 burgeflcs, 
and about 250 peafants. The whole coun- 
try is divided into 25 governments, whofe 


governors are called Land-Hoefding, and 


promife that they will govern according to 
the Swedith laws, reduced into a body in 
1736, and conform to the inftruftions of 
the king, as-alfo to quit the province when 
the king fhall commandthem. The Swedes 
profefs the Evangelical religion, and will not 
tolerate any other in their kingdom, They 
have one archbithop, and feven biflaops, be- 
fides fix fuperintendants, and they muft be 
all, as well as the inferior clergy, natives of 
thecountry. Itis faid that the Swedes can 
fend an army of 80,000 men into the'field ; 
for feven peafants muft furnith a horfeman, 
and three afootman. This indeed may be 
done within the country, but they cannot 
fend fuch an army into foreign parts. They 
alfo pretend that they are able to equip 50 
men of war, and yet they have not failors to 
manthem; for in 171%9, they could fit out 
but twenty-four veffels of the line, nor 
could they defend their coafts againit the 
RufMians. :

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226 miles in length, and 83 in breadth, and 
feparated from the adjacent countries by 
bigh mountains, moft of which are covered 
with fnow, There are a great number of 
jakes and rivers, and fome very fertile 
plaine, which plentifully afford the neceffa- 
ries of life. Swifferland is divided into 1g 
cantons, without comprehending their al- 
llies, namely, Lucern, Uri, Switz, Under- 
wald, Zug, Friburg, Soleure, which are 
Catholics. The Proteftant cantons are Zu- 
rich, Bern, Bafle, and Schaffhaufen. Glaiis - 
and Appenzel contain both religions. Alt, 
thefe cantons are fo many republics; and it 
was the cantons of Switz, Uri, and Under- 
-wald, which begun to throw cff the Au- 
firian yoke in 7368. The mountains of 
Swifferland, commonly called the Alps, are 
a long chain of mountaias, which begin at 
at tle Mediterranean Sea, and extend to the 
Adriatic; and if it were poffible for a man 
to travel from one to the other, his journey 
would be about soo miles. There are four 
paffages over them to go into Italy from 
Swifferland ; the Arft of which is beyond 
the lake of Geneva over Mount Cenis, 
which leads to Savoy; the fecond begins ia 
the country of the Grifons, and crofies 
Mount St. Bernard, leading to the valley of 
Aoft, which belongs to Piedmont; the 
third begins in the country of the Grifons, 
crofies Mount Simpel berg, and leads to the 
duchy of Milan ; the fourth croffes Mount 
St. Gothard, and the bailiwicks of italy, 
and terminates in the Milanefe. The pris- 
cipal lakes are, thofe of Conftance, Geneva, 
Lucern, Zurich, and Nevf-Chatel. The 
molt confiderable rivers are the Rhine, the 
Rhone, the Aar, the Rues, and the Inn, 
The principal riches of Swifferland confit 
of excelient paftures, in which they breed 
and fatten their cattle. A's they leave out 
their cattle night and day on the mountains, 
one would think they would be devoured by 
the wild beafts, and yet it is quite otherwifes 
for when the beeves perceive a bear, or a 
wolf, ata diftance, they form therfelves into 
acircie, and are ready to receive the cnemy 
with their horns. As for the goats, and 
fhamoy goats, they feed in flocks on the 
mountains and in the woods, and they place 
centinels on all fides ; and when any dan 
gercus animal draws*near, a fignal is given, 
and they all get into a place of refuge, 
where the favage beafts dares not come, 
The inhabitants are all ftrong robuft men, 
for which reafon they are generally chofen 
by feveral nations for the military fervice, 
and even the pope has his Swils guards. 
The women are tolerably handfome, have 
many good qualities, and are in general 
C eee s very 
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very induftrious. The peafants retain their 
eld Manrer of drefs, and are content to live 
byon milk, butter, and cheefe 3 and there 
afte fome of the mountaineers who never 
bave-any bread.

They go quite naked, but the women have 
a clout, to cover what modefty obliges them 
to conceal. Both fexes paint their fkins 
with feveral colours, and the men have a 
gold plate, which hangs from their nofes 
over their mouths; but the women have a 
ting hanging in the fame manner, which 
paffes through the griftle of their nofes. 
Thefe they lay afide while they are eating. 
They all in general wear firings of teeth, 
fhells, beads, or the like, hanging from the 
neck to the pit of the ftomach. They have 
feveral animals proper to this part of Ame- 
rica, and a few tigers, but no Jions, as fome 
have afferted; nor are there any in all Ame- 
Tica, except an animal fo called, which is 
more like a wolf than a lion.

The woods confift of tall and 
well-fpread trees, and the lawns are co- 
vered with aclean uniform turf, producing 
fine trefoil, and variety of flowers. There 
are at leaft 10,000 cattle here, that are all 
milk white, except their ears, which are 
brown or black. There are alfo a vaft 
number of fowls, which are eafily catched, 
and the flefh of both are exceeding good, 
befides plenty of wild hogs, whofe fleth is 
delicate food. In the woods are prodigious 
quantities of cocoa-nuts, with cabbages 
growing on the fame tree, as alfo guavoes, 
limes, {weet and four oranges, and a kind 
of fruit peculiar to thefe iflands, called rhi- 
may, and by the Englifh bread fruit, which 
the failors prefer greatly to the fhip’s bread, 
Jt grows on al] parts of the branches, is 
more longifh than round, being covered wita 
a rough rind, Iris about 7 or 8 inches long, 
and is fitteft for ufe when ful! ground, but 
mot quite ripe. There are alfo vegetables 
proper for the fcurvy; fuch as water me- 
lon, dandylion, creeping purflain, mint, 
{curvy-grafs, and forrel. There are now 
no inhabitants, but there were 30000, who 
were taken away by the Spaniards to other 
_ iflands, and particularly Guam, There are 
many ruins of a particular kind, confifting 
of two rows of fquare pyramidal pillars, 
each pillar being about fix feet from the 
next, and the diftance between the rows is 
32 feet; on the top of each there is a femi- 
globe, with a flat furface upwards, and they 
are compofed of fand and fone cemented to- 
gether. Add to thefe advantages, that the 
climate is extremely healthful, for the rains 
are not continual, but fall in frequent re- 
frefhing fhowers. There are no ftreams, 
but the water of the wells and fprings is ex. 

The principal inconvenience 
atifes from the number of mofkitoes, and 
other kinds of flies ; and there are likewife 
infegts called ticks, which faften upon the

It is ad- 
vantageoufly feated onthe river Tajo, which 
furrounds it on two fides; and on the land 
fide it has an ancient wall built by a Gothic 
king, and flanked with 100 towers. It is 
feated on a mountain, which renders the 
itreets uneven, and which are narrow ; but 
the houfes are fine, and there are a great 
mamber of fuperb ftructures, befides 17 
public fquares, where the markets are kept. 
The finett buildings are the royal cattle, 
and the cathedral church ; which laft is the 
richeft and moift confiderable in Spain, It 
is feated in the middle of the city, joining te 
a handfome fireet, with a fine fquare be.- 
fore it. Several of the gates are very large, 
and of bronze. There is alfoa fuperb ftee- 
ple extremely high, from whence there is a 
wery diftant profpect. The Sagrariro, or 
principal chapel is a real treafury, in which 
are 15 large cabinets let into the wall, full 
ef prodigious quantities of gold and filver 
~weflels, and other works. There are two 
amitres of filver gilt, fet all over with pearls 
and precious ftones, with three cdllars of 
miafiy gold, enriched in like manner. There 
are two bracelets and an impe:ial crown of 
the Virgin Mary, confilling of large dia- 
monds and other jewels, The weight of 
she gold in the crown is 15 pounds. The 
veffel which contains the confecrated wafer 
ig of filver gilt, as bigh as a man, and fo 
heavy, that it requires 30 men to carry it; 
within it is another of pure gold enriched 
with jewels. But it would be endlefs to 
take notice of the refit of the riches. Here 
are 38 religious houfes, moft of which are 
worthy a traveller’s notice, with many other 
facred buildings, a great number of churches 
belonging to 27 parithes, and fome ‘hofpi- 
tals. Without the town are the remiins of 
@n ancient amphitheatre, and other anti- 
quities, Itis an archbifhop’s fee, has a fa- 
mous univerfity, and feveral manufaCories 
of filk and wool, It is very pleafantly 
feated, 37 miles S. of Madrid, 188 N. of 
Granada, and 185 N. by E. of Seville.

‘dom of Caffin. The houfes in this coun- 
‘try are built like bells, with walls of bur- 
dles plaiftered with clay, and covered with 
‘reeds, They are the fame in the city or 
town of Tombuto, where there its one 
ftately mofque built with fione, as alfo is 
the royal palace. There are a greatnumber 
of weavers of cotton-cloth ; and hither the 
cloth and other merchandizes are brought 
by caravans from Barbary. The better fort 
of women have their faces covered, their 
Teiigion being Mahometanifm. There are 
many rich merchants ; and water is con- 
veyed to the town by canals when the river 
Niger is overflowed. They have great 
plenty of corn, cattle, milk, and butter; 
but the falt is brought from Tegaza, 500 
mailes diftant, and is exceffively dear. The 
king has 300 horfemen, befides a. great 


number of foot, who frequently take cap- | 


tives, and fell them to the merchants for 
flaves. They will not admit any Jews, 
nor fuffer any to deal with them. Inftead 
of money, they make ufe of fhells and {mall 
bits of gold. Both men and women are 
very fond of dancing, and expend a great 
part of the night in that exercife, It is 
feated near the river Niger, Lon, o. ss.

China; on the E. by the province of Can- 
ton and the bay of Tonquin; on the S. by 
Cochin-China3; and op the W, by the king- 
dom of Laos, It is about 1200 miles ia 
length, and 500 in breadth, and is one of 
the fineft and moft confiderable kingdoms 
of the Eaft, as well on account of the numa 
ber of inbabitants, as the riches it contains, 
and the trade it carries on. ‘The country 
is thick fet with villages, and the natives in 
general, are of a middie ftature and clean 

F fete limbed, 
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liribed, with a tawney complexion, Their 


- faces are oval and flattith, and their nofes 
and lips well proportioned. Their hair is 
black, long, lank, and coarfe; and they 
Jet it hang down their fhoulders. They 
dye their teeth black; being accounted a 
great ornament here. They are generally 
~dexterous, nimble, ative, and ingenious 
fia mechanic arts. They weave a multitude 
of fine filks, and make curious lacker- 
works, which are franfported to other 
countries. Thereis fuch a number of peo- 
ple, that many want employment ; for they 
feldom go to work but when foreign fhips 
arrive. ‘The money and goods brought hi- 
ther by the Englith and Dutch put them in 
action, for they have not money of their 
own fufficient to employ themfelves ; and 
therefore one third at leaft muft be advanced 
before-harid by the merchants; and the 
Ships muft ftay here till the goods are finith- 
ed, which is generally five or fix months: 
They are fo addiéted to gaming, that when 
every thing elfe is loft, they will ftake their 
wives and children. The garments of the 
Tonquinefe are made either of filk or cot- 
ton ; but the poor people and foldiers wear 
only cotton of a dark tawney colour. Their 
thoufes are fmall and low, and the walls 
either of mud, or hurdles daubed over with 
clay. They have only a grownd floor, 
with two or three partitions, and each room 
has a fquare hole to let in the light. They 
have ftools, benches, and chairs, to fit on; 
and on the fide of a table is a little altar, 
with two incenfe pots thereon, which no 
houfe is without. The villages confift of 
> thirty or forty houfes, furrounded with 
trees, and in fome places there are banks to 
keep the water from overflowing their gar- 
dens, where they have oranges, becels, 
pumkins, melons, and fallad herbs. In 
the rainy feafon they cannot pafs from one 
houfe to another, without wading through 
the water; They fometimes have boats. 
In the capital city called Cacho, there. are 
about 20,000 houfes, with mud walls, and 
covered with thatch ; a few are built with 
brick, and roofed with pan-tiles. In each 
yard is a fmall arched building, like an 
oven, about fix’ feet high, made of brick, 
which ferves to fecure their goods, in cafe 
of fire. The principal fireets are very wide, 
and paved with fmall ftones. Theking of 
Tonquin has three palaces in it, fuch as 
they are; and near them are ftables for his 
horfes and elephants, The houfe of the 
Englith faCtory is feated at the N. end of the 
city, fronting the river, and is the beft in 
the city. The people in general are cour. 
teous, and civil te ftrangers ; but the great

#9 accounted the beft in the world, 
all thefe merchandizes, one would expect 
the people to be very rich, but they are in 
general very poor, the chief trade being 
carried on by the Chinefe, Englifh, and 
Dutch. The goods imported befides filver, 
are falt-petre, fulphur, Eaglith broad cloth, 
pepper, fpices, and great guns. This king- 
dom is an abfolute monarchy, and has two 
kings ; but ene of them has no fhare in the 
government, for the prime minifter is ma- 
fter of all the treafures and forces in the 
kingdom ; fo that the king is little more than 
a prifoner of ftate. The one is called Boua, 
and the other Choua, who has always a 
{trong guard of foldiers about his palace, 
and many large ftables for his horfes and 
elephants. The horfemen are but few, and 
thofe armed with bows and long ances, 
or fpears. There are always about 30,0c0 
foldiers near his perfon, ready upon all occa- 
ffons. With regard to his naval force, he 
has only a fort of flat-bottomed galleys, 
which are more for fiate than fervice. The 
foldiers go all naked, having only a cloth to 
cover what decency obliges them to hide ; 
and fome of them are employed in keeping 
watch and ward, there being a ftrong watch 
in every ftreet. They have no courts of 
judicature ; and therefore warrants are 
granted to apprehend malefactors, who are 
_tried by fingle magiftrates. They have va- 
sious forts of punifhments, which would 
take up too much room to defcribe. At 
their entertainments they have neither fo:ks 
mor fpoons, but two fmall fticks of the fize 
ofa tobacco pipe. There are feveral eunuchs 
among them, chiefly about the court; and 
they are ready to procure miftreffes for 
ftrangers, They have a great number of 
common bawdy-houfes, which are generally 
accounted hateful and fcandalous.

The 
members of the divan or council are chofea 
by the dey, and he in his turn is elected by 
the divan, which is compofed of foldiers, 
who have more than once taken off the dey’s 
bead. The bafhaw is a Turk, refiding at 
Tunis, whofe bufinefs is to receive the tri- 
bute, and proteét the republic: the com- 
mon revenues are only 400,000 crowns a-~ 
year, becaufe the people are very poor; nor 
can they fend above 40,00c men into the 
field; nor no more than 12 men of war of 
the line to fea, even upon the moft ¢xtraor- 
dinary occafions, There are generally about 
12,000 Chriftian flaves in this country, and 
the inhabitants carry on a great trade in li- 
nen and woollen-cloth, In the city of Tue 
nis alone, there are above 3,000 clothiers ° 
and-weavers. They alfo have a trade in 
horfes, olives, oil, foap, oftriches eggs,

The Grand Seignior is abfolute mafter of all 
the goods and pofféffions of his fubjects, in 
formuch that they are all little better than 
Giaves. The titles he affumes are God upon

royal palace, which ftill remains, is of very 
large extent, though but two ftories high} 
within are fine paintings of various kinds, 
and at one of the corners a curious clock® 


made in the fame manner as that of Stral~ 
burg. Befides this there are feveral other 
places which a traveller ought to vifit ; not 
to mention thofe belonging to noblemen, 
nor the houfes of rich citizens, which have 
all their particular beauties. There are 
other public fquares which we have not 
room to defcribe, and therefore we fhall 
only take notice, that another of them is 
furroanded with 130 churches, chapels, con 
vents, and hofpitals; and that the town- 
houfe ftands on one of the fides, The houfe 
of the inquifition is an odd fort of ftru@ture, 
for there are no windows, but a few holes _ 
to let in the light. The environs cf the 
city are a fine plain covered with gardens, 
orchards, vineyards, meadows, and ‘frelds.

St. Mark’s church is 
at one end, and that of St. Geminiani at the 
other, The Procuraties, which are a fort 
of marble ftruétures, whofe architecture is 
very handfome and regular, run along each 
fide, having large piazzas under them, 
This fquare is 280 paces in length, and 110 
in breadth, That part next the fea, is the 
walk of the noble Venetians, and the place 
where feveral affairs are tranfa@ted. There 
are 150 palaces, the fineft of which is that 
of the doge, fronting St. Mark’s Place, He 
lodges in the upper apartments, and thofe 
below are for the affemblies of the councils 
of f{tate, with the body of the nobility, and 
magiftrates. Befides thefe large buildings, 
there are 115 towers of furprifing height 
and ftructure; 64 marble ftatues, and 23 
of bronze, all mafter pieces of workman- 
fhip. The arfenal of Venice is the fineft, 
and beft furnifhed in Europe, It is feated 
on the fea-fide, at the end of the city, from 
whence it is feparated by a canal, and is 
about 3 miles in circumference, It is fur- 
rounded with very high walls, and feveral 
{mall towers, where there is a good guard. 
In thefe towers there are bells, which the 
centinels ring at the leaft appearance of 
danger. In this arfenal arearms for 100,000 
men, as well horfe as foot ; ‘befides 2,000 
cannons always ready for fervice, either by 
fea or land. There are near 2,000 work- 
men conftantly employed, whofe chief is 
called Amiraglio, and they are paid regularly 
every Saturday. Thefe workmen coft the 
republic 500,000 ducats every year. In 
‘this city are 70 churches, 39 monafteries, 
28 nunneries, and 17 hofpitals. The ca- 
thedral church is that of St. Mark, in which 
they pretend to keep the body of St. Mark 
the Evangelift. It is gloomy within, but 
its walls are of marble, and the pillars of 
the front encrufted with jafper and por- 
phyry. There is alfo a library, in which 
are a number of Greek manufcripts, but 
mone of them above 500 years old. The 
number of the inhabitants are above 160,000; 
and they havea flourifhing trade in filk-ma- 
mufaCtories, bone lace, all forts of glaffes 
and mirrours, which make their principal 
employments. The fons are generally of 
the fame bufinefs as the father. The hand- 
fome ftru€ture , called Il-Fontica-de-Te- 
defchi, containing 500 rooms, is that where

Venice, the republic of, a country of 
Italy, which comprehends 14 provinces, 
namely, the Dogado, the Paduano, the 
Vicentino, the Veronefe, the Brefciano, the 
Bergomofco, the Cremafco, the Polefino-di- 
Rovigo, the Marca-Trevigiana, the Feltrino, 
the Bellunefe, the Cadorino, Friuli, and 
Iftria ; which fee-in their proper places. 
In the fourth century, when Attila king of 
the Huns, called the Scourge of God, ra- 
vaged the N. part of Italy ; many of the in= 
habitants abandoned their country, and re- 
tired into the iflands of the Adriatic Sea, 
As thefe iflands are near each other, they 
found means to join them together, by driv~ 
ing piles on the fide of the canals, on which 
they built houfes, and thus the fuperb city 
of Venice had its beginning. Thegovern- 


ment of the republic of Venice is ariftocra- - 


tic, for none can have any fharc in it but 
the nobles, Thefe may be divided into fix 
claffes, namely, twelve of the moft ancient 
families; four families that in 880, fub- 
fcribed to the building of the abbey of St. 
George ; thofe whofe names were written 
in the Golden Book in 12963 the families 
that were enobled by the public in rzes'; 
thofe that purchafed their nobility for 
100,000 ducats in 7646; and laftly, all the 
firangers which the Venetians have received 
into the number of their nobility. Any 
man of thefe families above 25 years of 
age, has a right to be a member of the 
council, whether he has any capacity or 
not. It generally confifts of about 2, s00; 
and they are accounted great politicians, 
good negociators, and fecret even toa fcru- 
ple. They alfo make a magnificent appeare 


ance, fuitable to the dignity of their employ= 


ment. The doge is ele&ed by a plurality 
of voices, and keeps his dignity for life, and 
they make ufe of gold and filver balls, 
which are putin a veffel, and ferve for bal- 
loting. Thofe who draw nine golden bails, 
firft ele&t 40 counfellors, who draw twelve 
others. “Thefe elef&t 25 other counfellors, 
who draw g golden balls. Thefe g ele€t 40 
counfellors, who draw a1. Thofe that 
have the 11, chufe 41 counfellors, who pro- 
ceed to the eleétion, till 25 vores or more 
fall upon the fame perfon, who is*then de- 
clared doge. After this ele€tion they place 
the ducal cap on his head, upon which he 
takes poffeffion of the doge’s palace, He 
never uncovers his head to’any perfon, be- 
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caufe he does net wear the cap in Kis own | 


name, but in that of the republic. When 
there are any great folemnities, a nobleman 
carries the fword, which is an emblem of 
the fuprem authority ; but it is not before 
the doge, but before the fenate, to fhew 
that the power is lodgedinthem,. ‘The of- 
fice of the doge is to give audience to all 
ambafiadors 5; to marry the Adriatic Sea in 
the name of the republic, on Holy-Thurf- 
day ; to prefide in all affemblies of the ftate ; 
to have an eye over all the members of the 
magiftracy ; and to nominate to all the be- 
mefices annexed to the church of St. Mark 
On the other hand, he is to determine no- 
thing without the confent of the council ; 
he is not to open any letier addrefied to the 
republic, or that comes from the republic ; 
he is not to receive any prefent; he is not 
to leave the city without permiffion of the 
ftates; he is not chufe an affiftant; and 
he is never to refign his dignity. In fhort, 
he is a prifoner in the city, and out of it he 
is no more than a private perfon. There 
are four councils, the firft of which is com- 
pofed of the doge, and fix counfellors call- 
ed the Signioria, The fecond is the Con- 
figlio Grande, er Great Council, in which 
all the nobles have a voice, and fitting. 


_ The third is the Configlio-dei-Pregadi,which 


is as it were, the foul of the republic, and 
confifts of about 250 of the nobility. The 
fourth is the Configlio-Proprio, whofe mem- 
bers are calledSaviiGrandi, or theGreat Sages, 
which join to the Signiovia, and confifts of 
28 aficfiots. This gives audience to the 
ambaffadors. The fifth and laft is ll Col- 
legio-delli-dieci, and is compofed of ro 
counfellors who take notiee of all criminal 
matters, and the doge himfelf when accufed, 
is obliged to appear beforethem. There is 
no appeal from this council, and it is a 
great misfortune to becited before it. It-is 
a kind of ftate inquifition, as fevere as that 
for religion; and they havea great number 
of fpies, who difcover not only what is 
done, but what is faid. As to religion, the 
Venetians are Roman Catholics, and yet 
they tolerate theGreeks, Turks, and Per- 
fans. The Proteftanfs are not allowed the 


_tree exercife.of their religion ; but they are 


neither hated nor perfecuted, as in other 
popifi: countries, The head ef the clergy 


is the patriarch of Venice, who rouft be a 


noble Venetian, and is elected by the fe-| defift. 


nate, This pairiarch, in confequence of 
the policy of the fenate, has fcarce any 
power over the priefts and monks, who are 
greatly corrupted, There is another pa- 


_triarch belonging to Venice, whofe autho- 


vity extends over Friuli, Uftria, and moit of 
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the bifhops on Terra Firma. The tribut 
nal of the inquifition at Venice, is compofed — 
of the pope’s nuncio, the patriarch of Ve= 
nice, and the father-inquifitor ; but as thefe 
had need of a bridle, they have added three 
counfellors to the number, without whofe | 
confent they can determine nothing.

When the diver- | 
fions of the carnival are over, youhear nos || 
thing but fermons about repentance, and || 
they declaim very ftrongly againft the vio- 
lators of the fixth commandment; how= 
ever, the breach of it is fo common, and fo 
much in fafhion, that the confeffors them- 
felves treat it as peccadillo, In times of | 
peace, the Venetians generally keep an | 
army of 16,000 regular troops, and 10,000 
militia. On the fea they have always a | 
{mall fleet compofed of a few men of war, | 
frigates, and galleys, which convoy the — 
fhips defigned for the Levant, and cover the 
harbour of Corfu, There are alfo fix gal- 
leys, with a few galliots or brigantines, to 
oppofe the corfairs which cruife on their 
coafts. In time of war they raifeas many 
troops as they have occafion for, and are — 
fond of taking Germans into their pay. 
Their famous carnival begins on New-years= _ 
day, and continues till Afth-Wednefday 5 
all which time is employed in fports and 
diverfions. ‘Then there is fcarce any dif-

Vienna, the capital city of the circle of 
Auftria, in Germany, and of the whole 
German empire, where the emperor re- 
fides. The city itfelf is not very large, bur 
the fuburbs are fo extenfive, that in the 
whole it may contain about 600;0000 inhas 
bitants. Between the city andthe fuburbs, 
all round thé walls, there is an empty fpace 
about 600 paces in Breddth, in which no 
one isallowed to build, The city contains 
ho more than 1,223 houfes, all buile of tone; 
with 29 churches, and 3 chapels. This 
is nO wonder, when we confidet, that the 
public buildings, as well facred as pro- 
phane, take up about the fixth part of the 
éity, Befides; the houfes are almoft as 


biog ub 
deep below the ground, as they are higti> 
above. Add to this, that they are genes 
rally 6 or 7 ftories high, and that the mid- 
dle {tory is always at the difpofal of the 
archduchefs, wherein fhe lodges her officers, 
and doimeftics: when there is not room for 
them in the palace. This city has fix gates 
well defended, and 12 walled baftions; 
with ftrong ravelines, which have twice re- 
fifted the force of the Turks, namely in 
1628, and 1633. There aie 80 {fireets, 
and 18 large market places. The emperor 
Charles VI. rebuilt the ancient archducal 
palace, wherein the emperors formerly re- 
fided ; he alfo ere€ted a handfome opera- 
houte. Befides this palace, there are others 
in different fireets, the principal of which 
are thofe of Eugene, Lichtenftein, and 
Daun. In the fuburbs there are a great 
number of houfes of pleafure, with very. 
handfome gardens. The cathedral is built 
with free ftone, and is 1 14 yards long, and 
4% broad, and the fleeple i is 447 feet high, 
In the room of a weather cock, there wag 
a Turkith crefcent; in memory of the fiege 
in 15893 but after the fecond fiege, in 
1663; they changed it fora golden crofss 
which three months after was thrown 
down by a ftorm, At prefent there is 4 
black fpread eagle; over. which is a gilded 
crofs, Joining to this church is the arch= 
bifhop’s palace, whofe front is very fine, 
The univerfity has a head called a rectory 
who wails in proceffions immediately be- 
fore the archduchefs, unlefs he be a Jefuir. 
It had feveral thoufand ftudents, who when 
this city was befieged, mounted guard as 
they did in 1741. Befides this, there is the 
academy of Lower Auftria, founded a few 
years fince, and the archducal library is 
miuch frequented by foreigners, as it con~- 
tains above 100,000 printed books, and — 
¥0,000 maoufcripts. Diofcorides in Greek, 
wich very large letters, is one of the moft 
ancientin Europe: it is now in a large hall 
of the new academy. The academy of 
painting is remarkable for the fine pitures 
it produces, Thére are alfo two remark- 
able columns, of which one is called the con- 
ception of the immaculate Virgin, and the 
other St. Trinity, which colt 300;000 flo 
rins. Itis 66 feet bigh, in the form of a 
triangular pyramid, on the top of which are 
three figures of gilt bronze, reprefenting 
the Trinity. The archducal treafury, and 
a cabinet of curiofities of the Houfe of Au- 
ftria; are asgteat rarities 4s any in the world, 
Leopoldftadt is one of the fubuibs, aod 
feated on an ifland, formed by the Danube} 
here the Jews dwelt formerly, but they 
were banifhed in 1670, and the fynagogue 
KkkKk turned 


VUE 
turned intoa church, That of Roffau is on 
the other fide of the Danube, having a mag- 
nificent convent, feveral palaces, and very 
handfome gardens. Jofephftadt was built 
by the emperor Jofeph, where the fathers of 
the fchools of piety have a very fine houfe, 
and where feveral noblemen have built 
houfes of pleafure. Newftadt belongs to 
_ the Benedi€tines ; and as the fathers of this 
convent are very bumane to the inhabitants, 
there are now about 40,000 therein ; many 
perfons of diftin@ion pafs the fummer here. 
The great fuburb called Weyden, is feated 
to the E. and contains a handfome church, 
and feveral fine palaces. There are two or 
three others, which are adorned in like 
manner The inhabitants in general live in 
a fplendid manner, and people of diftinc- 
tion have all forts of wines at their tables, 
‘which they are very free with to ftrangers. 
There isa fort of a harbour on the Danube, 
where there are magazines of naval ftores, 
and fhips are fitted out to ferve on that river 
againft the Turks. Iv is feated at the place 
where the river Vienna, or Wien, falls into 
the Danube, 32 miles W. of Prefburg, 180

VIRGINIA, a country of N, America, 
planted by colonies from England.

W. the bounds are not fettled. The en- 
trance into Virginia for fhipping, is by the 
mouth of Chefapeak bay, which runs up 
into the land above 200 miles; likewife all 
fhips muft pafs through it that are bound to 
Maryland, ‘The principal rivers are James, 
York, Rappahannock, and Patowmack, all 
which are full of convenient and fafe har- 
bours, There are alfo many fmall rivers, 
fome of which are capable of receiving the 
largeft merchant fhips. The foil of Virgi- 
nia is various, and feems fitted for the pro- 
dution of vegetables, and trees of all forts, 
The lands towards the mouth of the rivers 
is generally low, and fit for rice, hemp, 
and Indian corn, thougt they are at pre- 
- fent well ftocked with many forts of trees, 
from 30 to 70 feet high. The land higher 
up the rivers is generally level, and well 
watered with fprings ; but there are here 
and there fome fmall hills. That near the 
fea is generally fandy, and without ftones, 
for which reafon they feldom fhoe their 
horfes, The richeft lands lie near the 


branches of the rivers, and abound with vae 
rious forts of timber, furprifingly large. 
‘The names of the trees are not taken notice 
of becaufe, properly fpeaking, they all 
differ in fome refpe& or other, from thofe 
in Europe. At theheads of the rivers there 
are mountains, valleys, hills, and plains, 
with different trees; and indeed not many 
years ago, the whole country feemed to be 
one continued wood, with plantations here 
and there, where the roots of the trees had 
been grubbed up. But it is to be fuppofed, 
that as the country grows more populous, 
moft of the trees will be cut down, and it 
will be well ifthey don’t run into the other 
extreme, and leave the country deftitute of 
wood, There are alfo great varieties of 
earth for medicine, fcowering, making al} 
forts of earthen ware, and pipes ; and there 
is alfo marl for manuring the land. There 
are others for painting, fuch as red and yel-. 
low oker; and in the upper parts are mines 
of antimony, talc, coal, with quarries of 
flate and ftone for building, as alfo peeble- 
ftones. However, the coal is at prefent of 
no ufe, for plenty of wood for firing grows 
at every man’s door, In procefs of time 
there is great reafon to believe, that there 
will be mines of various kinds found in the 
mountains, which at prefent the inhabitants 
do not think it worth while to enquire af- 
ter, There are a great variety of fruits, 
fome of which grow there naturally, and 
fome have been tranfplanted from England, 
particularly peaches, which grow almoft 
every where upon ftandard trees, and yet 
are exceeding good. There are very few 
towns in Virginia, or even villages, for the 
planters have houfes fcattered every where 
up and down the country, where they cul- 
tivate tobacco, which isthe principal com- | 
modity, James-town was formerly the prin- 
cipal, but of late Williamfburg, where 
there isa college, . It confifts of one long 
broad ftreet, with a few houfes at fome dif- 
tance from each other. The Englith inha~ 
bitants are of the church of England, and 
the clergy havea pretty good maintenance, 
In general it is an hofpitable country, and 
they are fo ready to entertain each other, 
and ftrangers, that a man may travel thro”. 
it without any expence. They havea few 
forts, but their principal defence by land is 
a militia, and by fea, the men of war fent 
from England ; for they have no fhips of 
their own, though they have all conveni- 
ences for building them.» However, there 
is little doubt to be made, but the face of 
affairs will be quite altered in a very few 
years. There are now nooriginal Ameri- 
cans, improperly called Indians, in the eaft- 
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ern parts of Virginia, becavfe they rather 
ehufe to live by themfelves, and follow their 
own cufioms. With regard to their com 
picxion, ftature, and manner of living, 
they refemble the other Americans, How- 
ever, they have a language of their own, 
and indeed there is fuch a vaft variety of 


different tongues, in different parts of Ame-' 
rica, that itis very hard to give any toler- | 


able reafon for this variation. However, 
this is not peculiar to them, for in Africa, 
where the negroes nearly refemble each 
_ gather, their language is various, infomuch 
that thofe who underftand any one, may 
travel 20 or 30 miles, and meet with thofe 
who have not a word made ufe of in the 
fame fenfe. The original natives here are 
ef ared copper colour, with coarfe black 
hair, black eyes, and without beards, as 
they are in all other parts of America ; and 
ef this lam the more certain, becaufe I have 
made it my bufinefs to enquire into, and 
examine thefe particulars upon the fpot. 


BAoft authors tell us that they have beards, | 
and that they pluck them out by the roots; 


but this is a mere fi€tion, which { can af- 
firm vpon my own knowledge..

breadth, and their fituation is very indiffer- 
ent ; for the foil is marfhy, and a great part 


covered with water and ice in the winter; ~ 


infomuch that.in the fpring they are forced 
to drain off the water to dry theland. The 
air is grofs and unhealthy on account of the 
exhalations, The water is generally bad, 
and their fires are commonly made of peat; 
which they dig out of the fpungy land. 
They have alfo pit-coal, which fome pre- 
tend is prejudicial to health, though the 
contrary is found in Great Britain; for 
fince coals have been pfincipally ufed in 
London; the plague has mever been: known 

. — there, 
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there. Notwithftanding all this, thofe that 
are ufed to the climate, and manner of liv- 
ing, Know how toturn all thefe inconveni- 
ericies to their advantage. The numerous 
canals which are cut to drain the land are 
very commodious for travelling from one 
place to another in boats, and in the win- 
ter they flide from one place to another 
with incredible {wiftnefs, by means of 
fkates, in which exercife the women are as 
fkilfulas themen. The thicknefs of the air, 
which is prejudicial to health, feems to 
contribute to fatten their cattle; and their 
milk, butter, and cheefe, are excellent. 
‘the inhabitants are robuft, laborious, pa- 
tient, free, open, affable, and pleafant in 
converfation. They are all politicians, not 
excepting the women and fervants: how-. 
ever, the boors, and efpecially the failors, 
are very rude, clownith, and nafty. A 
Dutchman is naturally phlegmatic, and 
flow to anger, but when heated, is not 
eafily appeafed. The women are well made, 
handy, neat, even to an excefs, but impe- 
rious, and jealous of their rights with re- 
xard to the management of affairs, in- 
fomuch that when a hefband abufes. his 
wife, they can eafily bring him to reafon 
by fhutting him up in a houfe of correion, 
The principal virtue of this nation is fruga- 
lity ; and they are contented with moderate 
meals at all times, and never make extrava- 
gant feafts. Very often a bifcuit, with a 
bic of butrer, cheefe, or a herring, and a 
glafs of beer or brandy, fuffices them for a 
repait. The United Provinces are an allied 
body, the foundation of whofe union was 
laid in 1579. It is a free republic, that 
acknowledges no other fovereign but God. 
This independence was acknowledged by 
other nations at the treaty of Weftphalia in 
1648. Each of thefe feven provinces is a 
feparate republic, who govern themfelves 
by their own laws and cufioms, and the fu- 
preme government belongs tothe feven pro- 
vinces conjointly, and is adminifiered by 
different councils. The chief of thefe js 
compofed of their high mightineffes the 
States General, who are the deputies of 
each of the feven provinces, and who ge- | 
nerally affemble at the Hague, It is lawful | 
for each province to fend one or more de- 

puties, though they can give but one voice.” 
This council does not always fit, and yet | 
they change the prefident every week, 

The otber councils are, the council of fiate, 

the board of accounts, the council of the 

grand admiralty, the council of Brabant 
which affemble at the Hague, and the coun. 
cil of Flanders, which meet at: Middleburg 
in Zealand, The higheft officer in this

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country is the fadtholder ; for he is at the 
fame time governor general of the Seven 
United Provinces, captain - general, and 
grand-admiral. In the infancy of the re- 
public they had but one ftadtholder, who 
was a prince of the houfe of Naffau; but 
this lafted only ftill 1650, when they de. 
termined to abolifh this office for ever: 
however, the diforders of this republic ob- 
liged them to ele& another in 1672; nay, 
they had two; for Holland, Zealand, 
Utrecht, GuelderJand, and Overyfiel, chofe 
William III, prince of Naffau, who conti- 
nued in this office 30 years: the provinces 
of Friefland and Groningen chofe Henry 
Cafimir, prince of Naffan-Diex, for ftadt- 
holder, King Wiiliam dying in 1702, 
without iffue, it was thought the other 
ftadtholder would be chofen for the whole, 
whic however did not happen. However, 
thefe two taft provinces feemed to make for 
prince William Charles in 1728, when they 
elected him ftadtholder ; but the other pro- 
vinces refufed to come in; though it has 
fince been made hereditary, The trade of 
the Dutch confifts of plenty of butter, cheefe, 
fine linén cloth, books, and the product — 
of their gardens ; but they are obliged to 
have their corn and wine from Germany ; 
wool, lead, and tin, from England ; horned 
cattle, puife, and fkins, from Denmark ; 
wood, and dried-fifh from Norway ; iron 
cotton, and timber for thips, from Sweden; 
honey and wax, from Poland ; corn from 
Proffia; hemp, leather, tallow, pitch, and 
firs, from Ruffia ; whalebone, from Green- 
land ; herrings, from the North Sea; wine 
and fruits, from Portugal and Italy. They 
fend their merchant fhips within the ftreights 
of Gibraltar to Spain, France, lialy, and 
the Levant, as aifo to Guinea, the Eaft 
Indies, Mofcovy, and feveral other parts ; 
however, their’ principal trade depends | 
upon the Eaft India company, which is the - 
moft confiderable in the world, and was 
firft eftablithed in 1602. It is faid they 
have 35,000 troops in the Eaft Indies, 
with 160 fhips, and 80,000 perfons to 
man them, and for their fervice, whofe 
names are regiftered at an office in Amftere” 


dam. When any foreigners are in their fer~ 


vicé, and’ die abroad, the company takes 
care their effects thall go to the right heir. 
The gocds and merchandizes they bring 
from the Eaft Indies, are almoft univer- 
fally Known, and therefore néed not be 
here enumerated. The herring. fithery is. 
another great advantege, carried on chiefly | 
about the North parts of Scotland, where 
they commdnly fend 1,000, fail of Mips. 
One part of the fith is emplofed in vidual- 
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ling their fhips, and the reft they fend to 


other nations. It is faid the value of this 
trade to the Dutch is worth 6,000,000 of 
florins per annum, each of which is one 
fhilling and nine pence Englifh. The forces 
of the United Provinces, in times of peace, 
are about 3>,coo men, for guards and gar- 
rifons, and for their men of war. In time 
of war they may about 50,000; but if 
occafion requires, they can raife 80,000, 
and ‘here was a time when they had £00,000 
in their pay, chiefly confifting of men from 
other nations. With regard-to fea affairs, 
they have very good mariners of their own, 
In times of peace they ufually had 30 men 
of war to ferve as convoys, which were 
ready to raife their anchors at the fi: ft Gig- 
nal; but of lare their naval force has been 
greaily neglected, and they have fuffered 
their principal veffels almoft to rot in their 
harbours. With regard to their merchant. 
fhips, they have always great numbers, and 
are generally {aid to have had 25,000 large 
veffels, and 300,000 fmall ones of different 
kinds. The revenues of this republic are 
raifed by taxes, duties, and excifes, paid 
by all the inhabitants i in general, infomuch 
‘thar there is not a dith of meat brought to 
the table, but what is faid to be taxed ten 
times over, The duties upon merchandizes 
bring in confiderable fums ; but thefe mvft 
be ak in proportion. to their trade. 
From thefe, and other refeurces, the Dutch 
are faid to raife annually between 2 and 
3,000,000 l, fterling in times of peace ; and 
in the time of war they have generally a 
poll-tax, a land-tax, and hearth-money, 
which confiderably increafe the revenue. 
With regard to their religion, there is no 
fect in the world but what is tolerated, info- 
much that there are faid to be 72 in all ; 
however, none but thofe of the eftablithed 
religion, which is the reformed, are per- 
mitted to be concerned in_ ttate-affairs. 
The Dutch are not all very good Chriftians ; 
for in Japan they are contented to lay afide 
the open profeffion of their faith; and in 
many other inftances they feem to be of 
opinion that godlinefs is gain. They have 
boggled at no cruelties to attain their ends ; 
of which we have an inftance in the wre- 
ing of the Spice Ifands from the Englith, 
and which they now pofiefs without a com- 
peticor, infomuch that all the trade for 
fpices goes through their hands.

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country, and very well furnifhed with large 
villages ; and there are fo many fmall ones, 
' that they are not above a mufquet fhot from 
each other. The houfes are fmall, and 
round at the top, and encompaffed with 
mud-wails or hedges, together with a great 
number of all forts of beautiful and lofty 
trees, which afford the moft beautiful pro- 
fpeét in the world ; infomuch that thofe that 
have been here, reprefent it asa perfect pa- 
radife. The fields are always green, and 
they cultivate beans, potatoes, and fruits ; 
nor will the Negroes here let a foot of ground 
remain uncultivated. Befides, they fow 
again the very next day after they have 
reaped. The inhabitants are greatly civi- 
lized, and very refpetful to each other; 
efpecially to their fuperiors, and they are 
alfo fo induftrious, that even the women are 
neveridle. Thefe brew the beer, drefs the 
victuals, and fell all forts of commodities at 
the market. Thofe that are rich employ 
their wives and flaves in tilling the land, 
and they carry on a confiderable trade with 
the produ& as well as in flaves; for fome 
of them are able to deliver 1,000 of the lat- 
terevery month, The chief men have ge- 
merally 40 or 50 wives, the principal cap- 
tains 3 or 400, and the king 4 or 5,c00 
However, they are extremely jealous, and, 
on the leaft fufpicion, will fell them to the 
Europeans for flaves. If any one happens 
to touch one of the King’s wives accidental- 
ly, he is doomed to perpetual flavery. This 
being confidered, it is no wonder that the 
women are not fond of being the king’s 
wives; nay, fome of them will prefer a 
fpeedy death to fuch a miferable life. The 
king fets little value upon his daughters, for 
he will difpofe of them to the factors of the 
Englifhcompany, or the matters of fhips that 
come there. They live in a manner by 
guefs ; for they have no feftivals nor diftinc- 
tion of days, hours, weeks, months, or 
years. The cuftom of circumcifion is ufed 
here ; but they are not able to tell why they 
ufe it, nor from whence it is derived. 
They are fuch great gamefters, 
will ftake all they bave at play, not except- 
ing their wives and ‘children. Their reli- 
gion is very fuperftitious ; for they have a 
vaft number of idols; and they deify the 
moft contemptible animal that they fee firft 
in a morning, not excepting even ftocks 
and ftones. However, they havea princi- 
pal regard for fnakes, very high trees, and 
the fea. An Englith factor new come over, 
fouud a fnake in the houfe belonging to the 
factory, and killed it without the leat feru- 
ple; which fo incenfed the Negroes, that 
they were for revenging the death of the

fnake, not only upon him that killed it, but 
upon the whole fatory ; but by the force of 
prefents, and the interpofition of the peo- 
ple of the other fatories, this affair was . 
made up, and the fnake honouiably interred. 
However, to. prevent the like acciclents, 
they gave them warning not to do the like 
for the future. With regard to the animals, 
they have oxen, cows, goats, fheep, and 
hogs, as well as tame fowls ; fuch as tur- 
keys, ducks, and hens, which laft are ex- 
tremely plenty. There are’ many wild 
beafts within land, fuch as elephants, buffa- 
loes, tigers, feveral kinds of deer, and a 
fort of hares, with feveral uncommon ani- 
mals, which we have not room to defcribe, 
The fruits are citrons, lemons, oranges, 
bananoes, tamarinds, and feveral others ; 
and they have vaft number of palm-trees, | 
from which they get their wine. All the 
common people go naked here; as in other 
parts of Guinea, only they havea cloth or 
clout to cover their nakednefs. There has 
been ftrange revolutions in thefe parts not 
many years ago; for the king, whofe coun- 
try is called Dahomy, has not only cons 
quered this kingdom, but that of Ardra, 
next to it, and entirely ruined them. Their 
trade confifted of flaves, elephants teeth, 
wax, and honey. _ The Englith fa@tory is 
200 miles E. of Cape Coalt Caftle, within 
land. Bows, arrows, beautiful affaguays, 
and clubs are the principal weapons of the 
nation. 
WaitBy, a fea-port tewn in the N, 
Riding of Yorkfhire, witha market on Sa- 
turdays, but no fairs.

architeéture in thefe parts. Here there are 
alfo convenient lodgings for the factors and 
writers, with flore-houfes for the company’s 
goods, and magazines for ammunition. 
About fifty yards from the fort isthe church, 
built by the charity of merchants refiding 
bere. The town is called Calcutta, and 
has a pretty good nofpital for the fick, tho’ 
few come out ofit alive. It is governed 
by a inayor and aldermen, as moft of the 
company’s factories in the Eaft- Indies now 
are. In 1757 it was furprifed by the nabob 
of Bengal, who took it, and put moft of 
thofe that had made refiftance, into a place 
called the Black Hole, where moft of them 
were fmothered. This nabob was after- 
wards killed, and another fet up in his 
room, more friendly to the Englith; and 
the fa&tory is nowre-eftablifhed.

there are four gates: however, there is 
fome wafte ground within the walls, and 
at prefent but five parifh-churches, befides 
the cathedral, which is a large and beautiful 
firu€ture, and in which are interred feveral 
Saxon kings and queens. The other re- 
markable buildings are, the bifhop’s palace, 
the hall where the affizes are kept, and the 
college or fchool, which laft is without the 
walis. King Charles 11. appointed Sir 
Chriftopher Wren to build a royal palace 
here, but he never lived to fee it finithed ; 
mor has it been hitherto according to the 
Original plan. A few years ago there was 
an infirmary erected here for the county, 
by voluntary fubfcription. It has a fair, 
kept on St. Giles’s hill, on September 12, 
for horfes, cheefe, and leather; and an 

other on Magdalen hill, on Auguft 2, far 
the fame. It is 21 miles N. W. of Chichef- 
ter, and 67 W. by N. of London.

It is 
pleafantly feated on the banks of the Thames, 
ina healthful air; and is a bandfome, large, 
well inhabited place; but chiefly famous 
for its magnificent caftle, which is a royal 
palace, It is a place of great ftrength, on 
account of its fituation, as it ftands on aa 
eminence, and affords a moft delightful and 
extenfive profpec&t over the country to a 
confiderabie diftance.. Here the ceremony 
of inftalling the knights of the Garter is per= 
formed on St, George’s day, with great 
pomp and magnificence; and St. George’s 
Mall, which is paved with marble, is one 
of the fineft rooms in Europe. The royal 
chapel, at the eaft end of it, is alfo paved 
with marble, and adorned with carved work, 
exceeding curious. St George’s chapel, in 
which the knights of the Garter are inftalicd, 
is one of the moft beautiful and ftately Go- 
thic buildings in the world; in the choir 
are the ftalls for the 26 knights, with ban- 
ners over them, and a throne for the fove- 
reign, As the knights die, their banners 
are taken down, and their titles and coats 
of arms engraved on little copper plates and 
nailed to the ftalls, from whence they are 
never removed. The apartments of this 
palace are adorned with curious paintings, 
and the rooms are large and lofty, informuch 
that they are hardly to be paralleled in Eu- 
rope. The parifh church is large, having 
a ring of 8 bells, and in the High-ftreet there 
is a handfome town-hall, with a flatue of 
queen Ann at one end, and prince George

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The Dimensions and true Ficure of the Eartu 
determined. 


“7 T cannot be thought improper to conclude a Geographical Diftionary 
i with an elucidation of the dimenfions and true figure of the earth; as 
thefe important problems have engaged the attention of the greateft menin 
all ages, and in every country, where the arts and fciences have flourifhed. 

The moft ancient geographers were convinced, from obfervations, that 
the earth was of a {pherical figure; but foon perceived that this was not 
fufficient; it was neceflary to know its real magnitude, before they could 
hope to carry their calculations to any degree of accuracy. The great 
importance of this problem reduced them to have recourfe to various 
methods for obtaining a folution ; and their induftry at lafl rendered their 
attempts practicable. But how could an obje&t be meafured whofe dimen- 
fions are fo difpropertionable to the human frame? Our eyes can command 
only the fmallef parts at once; and our hands grafp nothing but atoms, 
when compared with the whole. 

But it muft be remembered, that though the human hody be nothing 
when compared with the globe of the earth, yet it poffefies fomething with 
which the whole mafs. of matter bears no proportion ; that mind, by whofe 
will bodies are moved, and whofe fagacity difcerns their feveral properties ; 
that mind dared to attempt the enormous tafk of meafuring the vaft body 
of the earth. , 

An undertaking much eafier to be performed had before appeared rafh 
and impious to one of the greateft philofophers of antiquity. Pliny, fpeak- 
ing of the catalogue of the {tars attempted by Hipparchus, calls it, rem Dea 
improbam, a dificult tafk for a deity. But if experience has taught us, that 
the human underftanding can furmount far greater difficulties, a more juft 
idea of the divinity forbids all comparifon. 

It would carry us too far to give a-detail of the firf attempts for deter- 
mining the magnitude of the earth. The labours of Ariftotle, Eratofthenes, 
Poffidonius, and other great men of antiquity, ferve only to-demonfrate 
the advantages which the philofophers of all ages were perfuaded would 
flow from folving this important problem: for the meafures they have left 
us differ too widely from each other to lay any flrefs upon them. Some 
part of thefe differences may indeed be imputed to the uncertainty we are in 
with regard to the length of the miles and ftadia they made ufe of : tho’ even 
this uncertainty is another reafon for their calculations being ufelefs to us. 

But notwithftanding all the learning of thefe great men, and the remark- 
able affiduity with which they applied to fo neceflary an undertaking, they 
were fo unhappy in their attempts, that about the laft century, Snellius and 
Riccioli differed almoft eleven miles with regard toa degree. Our coun- 
tryman, Mr. Richard Norwood, was, however, more fuccefsful; for in the 
year 1636 he folved this grand problem with a very confiderable degree of 
accuracy. ‘The principle on which he proceeded was this: As every great 
circle, either of the celeftial {phere or earth, is divided iuto 365 equal parts, 
called degrees, and thefe circles are all confidered as concentric to the cen- 
‘tre of the earth ; it follows, that if the diftance on a great circle of the 
earth, correfponding to one or more of thefe degrees in a great circle of 
the heavens, can be meafured, the whole circumference of the earth would 
be known by analogy in that meafure; and confequently its diameter, . 
magnitude, &c. eafily calculated, 
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Mr. Norwood therefore took the following method for folving this pro- 
blem: He chofen the two diftant places, London and York, which were 
known to lie nearly north and footh of each other; and by the method of 
traverfe failing, he found their diference of latitude, or the diftance between 
parallels of latitude paffing through thefe places, or, which is the fame thing, 
the length of that arch of the terreftrial meridian. He alfo, with a good 
inftrument, found the diftance between the zeniths of thofe places, and 
confequently knew the length of the celeftial arch, anfwering to the ter~ 
reftrial one he had meafured. Then faying, as that celeftial arch is to a 
great circle cf the fphere, or 360 degrees; fo is the arch of the terreftrial 
great circle meafured in feet, to the circumference of a great cirele on the 
earth in the fame meafure. a 

And by this method he found, that abeut 69 Englifh miles and a half 
an{fwered to one degree: the circumference of the earth, therefore, will be 
about 25,020 miles, and its diameter about 8,oc0 miles. 

Nothing now feemed wanting to determine the dimenfions of the earth, 
and caiculate diftances on its furface to a fufficient degree of accuracy: but 
in the year i672, Mr. Richer being fent from France to Cayenne, in order 
to make aftronomical obfervations, found, that his pendulum clock, which 
had been regulated at Paris to the mean motion of the fun, when carried to 
that ifland, which is not above five degrees diftant from the equator, loft 
every day two minutes and fifty-eight feconds. At his return to France he 
reported this obfervation, as one of the moft important ever made; and it 
accordingly engaged the attention of the greateft philofophers and mathe- 
maticians in Europe. | 

They were convinced, that, in confequence of this experiment, the effect 
of gravity was lefs at Cayenne than at Paris: for when the pendulum of a 
clock departs in its motion from the perpendicular, the force which brings 
it back again is gravity; and this is done quicker or flower in proportion 
to the greater or lefler degree of gravity. ‘The hand does not mark each, 
fecond on the dial-plate ull the pendulum has performed one of its ofcilla- 
tions. If, therefore, the hand points out fewer feconds during one revolu- 
tion of the ftars, the pendulum requires more time to return to the perpen- 
dicular, and the preflure that brings it back muft be lefs in proportion. 
It is indeed true, that in warm climates the rod of the pendulum lengthens, 
as all metallic rods do, and confequently its ofcillations are retarded; for 
the longer the rod is, fuppofing an equality in other ref{pects, the flower its 
ofcillations will be; but we know pretty exactly in what proportion heat 
lengthens pendulums; and confequently how much it retards their motion, 
The heats of Cayenne, however great, are not fufficient to produce fo re- 
markable a difference, it was therefore no longer doubted but the preflure 
of gravity was lefs at Cayenne than at Paris. . 

But from what caufe could this diminution proceed ? Undoubtedly, from 
this: Every body that defcribes.a circle round a center, makes.a continual 
effort to recede from that centre. Itis this effort that flrains the fling with 
a ftone in it while you whirl it round, and would break the fling where it 
whirled with fuflicient velocity: this effort is called the centrifugal force, 
All bodies revolving round a center are fubject to this force ; and in thofe 
that perform their revolutions in equal times, it is proportional to the 

reatnefs of the circle they defcribe. 

As the earth revolves every day round its own axis, all the bodies or parts 
of matter that compofe it muft defcribe circles; and each partake of this © 
centrifugal force, more.or lefs in proportion to the circle it defcribes, 
This force is, at the poles, reduced to nothing ; and is a maximum, or

greateft, undef the equator; becaufe it is the greateft of all the circles 
which the different points of the furface of the earth defcribe ; and becau/e_ 


the direétion Of the centrifugal force is there directly contrary to the pref=_ 


fure of gravity. ; ; 

If, therefore, we confider, that the waters of the fea are in equilibrio all 
over the earth; and fuppofe the earth to be formed of matter homogeneous 
or fluid, or that had been fo originally; the figure of the earth may be 
determined by the laws of hydroftatics. ee 

In order to continue this fluid matter at reft, the weight of a column of 
water, extended from the center to the eqvator, muft be equal to that of 
. acolumn of water continued from the fame centre to the pole. But the 
column correfponding to the equator being formed of matter rendered 
lighter by the centrifugal force than the matter which forms the column 
correfponding to the pole; it follows that it muft be longer than the latter ; 
confequently, the earth is an oblate fpheroid, or flattened at the poles. 

Sir Ifaac Newton, to whofe fagacity we owe this important difcovery, 
carried his theory fo far as to calculate the difference between the two 
diameters of the earth; and the refult of this fubtle difquifition is, that thé 
diameter of the equator exceeds the axis of the earth the 230th part of its 
length’; or that the two diameters of the terreilrial globe were in proportion 
to each other as 229 to 230. 
| If, therefore, we adopt the menfuration of Mr. Norwood, and fuppofe 
_ the axis of the earth to be 8,000 miles, the diameter of the equator will 
be nearly 8,035, and the circumference of that circle 252,399 miles. 


We fhall conclude with obferving, that this theory of Sir Ifaac has been — 


fufficiently confirmed, and the figure of the earth demonftrated to be that 
of an oblate fpheroid, by acual menfurations, performed, with amazing 
accuracy, at.the polar circle and equator, by the members of the Royal 
Academy of Sciences at Paris, | 
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
